Obftuery en Mahatmall's Dsath 

Mr. SPEAKER: Friends, we are uieetinj? today under the shadow of a 
great catastrophe which has unfortunately fallen over our country. I 
regret to uniiouuce that Mahatmaji is no more. It was inconceivable that 
we shall have to mourn this most unfortunate loss so soon. Mahatmaji hM 
disappeared from the scene at a time when he was required most by this 
country. We liave achieved freedom, but we required his assiatanoe in 
order to tide over the great difticulties which have come in the stream of 
our political emancipation, bnt God willed it otherwise. He always in his 
life time said that he was entirely in the hands of tlod and, so long as God 
desired, he would remain in this world; but the moment He willed other- 
wise, he would disappear. It seems to have come out true, and it so 
happens that this seems to he the w'ay of great Incarnations of God. We 
know' that Shri Kri.shna, after His mission was fulfilled, did md <lie a 
natural death. He died by the arrow of u hunter, Shri Ilamchandra when 
Hi.s mission wus fulfilled did imt die a natural death. He was drowned in 
the river Saraju. In the case of Mahatmaji it .seems fiod willed it that 
after the political emancipation of our country his mission ended, and God 
has taken him away. Mahatmuji’s was a personality the parallel of which 
can hardly be found in the liistorv of iiianKind. There have been political 
leaders who liave brought about political emancipation of countries, but 
they had nothing to do witlt religious princijde.s. There were religious 
leaders who brought about revolutions in human thought in mankind by 
their teaching.^, but they had ver\ little to do with political emancipation 
or political stniggles ami mo^el^ents of their countries. It was Mahatmaji, 
and, I believe, Mahuluiaji alone, who comln’ned both religion ami politics. 
He led the Congress moveinents for emancipation of this country not on 
the usual princitdes of violence, untruth ami rexeuge, but he led thoiw^ 
moveinents on principles of non-violence, truth, amity and love. And thi* 
is a unique achievement which will be for ever remembered in this world. 
High tributes which have been paid to him throughout the wliole world bear 
eloquent testimony to the high esteem in which he w*a.s lield not only by 
the |>eople of this country but by the fieople of the world. Though he is 
no more with us, his teachings, that he has preached throughout his whole 
life are with us, and that will i»erve us as a beacon light to guide u« to the 
true destiny to which our country is destined to reaon. 

So far as Mahatmaji ’« death is concerned, \t U not a question of ientL 
lug any condolence to the* bereaved family, becaiife today the entiro nation 
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is bereaved; be was not a member of a particular but the entire 

Indian nation was bis family, but still with vour peniission I shall convey 
a message of condolence to the members of the family of Mahatmaji. 

The HOfl’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROYs Mr. ^eaker, Sir, 
toda^- we meet under the shadow of a great calamity. The Father of the 
Nation, Gandhiji, Bapuji, is no more. He is no more in this world to guide 
us, to advise us, to indicate our duties and responsibilities. No more sball 
bis mortal voice ring through this toni and tired world asking humanity 
to follow the path of truth and non-violence. Yet he lives, as he himself 
said, “Death is only u big change in life and nothing more”. Yes, be 
lives; his spirit is with us, that deathless spirit w'hich will ever guide this 
country am! the wliole world to it.s destimnf goal. Gandhiji’s life was one 
of constant strife. Twenty years ago in 1928 he wrote me, “I am vain 
enough to think that I shall still lead my country to freedom, but the time 
is not yet“. Throughout his life he fought for the freedom of his countij 
and for the freedom of humanity, never losing faith in his mission. His 
was not a fight with the sword to destroy. He loves his enemies and 
eventually gave them his life and in doing so vanquished the forces of evil 
to fulfil his mission in life. Today the whole world mourns the passing of 
Guudhiji. His death is a loss to all men from one end of the world to the 
other. The poisonous fumes of hatred darkened the atmosphere and the 
spirit of violence has at last roused itself and desecrated the spirit of man. 
Gandhiji’s teacliings are ever, more than even, necessary. It was his 
conviction that the world i.s tired of violence, that it would at last take to 
his path of non-violence ami truth. “Non-violence”, he said; “is the first 
article of my faith; it is also the la.nt article of my creed”. At no time in 
the history of civilisation was this article of faith more vitally necessary 
lor peace than now. Today in the name of democracy freedom of the 
individual is suppressed — the people, the individual, is forgotten. There is 
no freedom fur tiie common man. We now utter slogans, we repeat shib- 
boleths, we declare our aftiliation to parties and groups. We have 
neglected to develop the moral concepts of the individual. We have denied 
him the freedom triat is his birth-nght. We have to restore to him his 
individuality even. Let him be free even a.s Gandhiji was free through 
living a life of loui-violence and truth. Gandhiji was a free man inside 
out. Starting his life witli the usual frailties ami imperfections of an 
ordinary individual mortal, weighed down witli fears and temptations, 
passions and prejudices of human beings, he succeeded in changing his 
whole personality by years of rigorou.s concentration on a few simple 
emotionally significant ideas, years of strict self-discipline and intensive 
self-train mg. lie thus <leveIoped within himself a peace of mind and a 
freedom whit li was ever eager to recognise freedom in others. It i.s said 
that he was a saint amongst statesmen and a statesman amongst saints, but, 
above all, be was a Man amongst men. As a man (with a big M) be wal 
bold enough to confess his error and he withdrew his non-co-operation move- 
ment after the Lhauri Chaura incident calling it a Himalayan blunder. 
Who in his place as a leader of men would have the courage to own bis 
mistake 1^ 

In March, 1934, the late Dr. Ansari and myself approached him with a 
request to withdraw his Civil Disobedience movement because in our view 
tbe country needed another programme and that those who did not subscribe 
to tbe Civil Disobedience programme should be allowed to enter Assemblies 
and work inside them. In a ebararteristie way Gandhiji said, and it was 
Gandhiji alone who could have said it: “I still Iwiieve that my scheme 
is tbe correct one for leading tbe country to freedom, but as I am an 
honest man and Wlieve in tbe correctness of my scheme, I will not say that 
you are not also sincere in your conviction and, therefore, I have decided to 
let you have the opportunity of putting your scheme into practice. It may 
be wat after a time you will come to my way of thinking or I shall be con- 
yerted into yours.** That is a bold statement which could only be made by 
as Ghindbiji himself bad said *Tou must have freedom to be free*'. 
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Hisunderstandi^, jealousi«s, riTalries, suspicion and distrust pi#sil in 
ch« #orl(l today. Hi# teachings are forgotten. People suffer from peryecu* 
tion complex. Hate and distrust — sectional, communal and otherwise— 
raii» their ugly heads and cause delusion in the minds of men. How else 
caA we explain this cruel and inhuman act? How else can he explained 
this act of harbarism which has deprived the world of the Prince of Peace 
of our times? 

“The manner of Gandhiji’s death is a grim and urgent reminder of the 
forces of hate and violence that are at work in our country' and which 
imperil the freedom of the nation and darken our fair name.’ That is^ the 
resolution of the Government of India. Tliese forces must be swiftly 
controlled and suppressed, I have no doubt whatsoever that the Indian 
people as a whole oemand that prompt action should l>e taken and our duty 
performed. The Government is determined to deal with such forces of evU 
with determination and courage, AVe ask for co-operation of all right* 
thinking j>eople in our efforts to prevent further mishaps, but the individuals 
alone must not take the law into their own hands. Government today is 
of the people — it is theirs. If any action of the Government is not 
approved those with different ideology will take its place. 

Gandhi ji is no more. He cannot be replaced. But as long as we are 
here, we on our part should strive our utiiKJst to fulfil the great message of 
Gandhiji, i.e., the pursuit of truth and the practice of tolerance. He stood 
for the Kingdom of God. He brave«l ever\ thing — lie lost his life but won 
the Eternal Crown. 

dtnab MDt KHUDA BUKH8H: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the foul hands of 
a cowardly assassin have robbed the world of one of its greatest treasure#. 
It is impo.ssible tor us to as.sess the gravity or the magnitude of the cala- 
mity, for Mahatmaji not only belonged to the present but he also belonged 
to the unborn future Tie not only belonged to India but he belonged to 
the world.

On an occasion like thi'<. words are of little avail to 
ex(>ress sormw, or to pay tribute to the departed great, and for mv part t 
would consider it presuniptuoi^ for me to attempt to sing the praises of a 
man of the calibre of Mahatmaji. On the single ociasion on which we 
had the privilege of coming into personal contact with him, we were so 
impressed with his innate goodness and with the charm of his magnetic 
{ktrsonality, that we still And it difficult to realise that any human heii^ 
ihosiid iiave dared to raise his hand against him. The world-wide respect 
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im^] 

veneration in wkich he was held were due more to the instinctive 
» rl^gnition of his greatness than because of a thorough apprei'iatioa and 
understanding of his doctrines. India had grown so accustomed to 
depending on him to solve her difficulties^ that it was impossible for us to 
visualise a time when he would no longer be there to guide tuid lead us 
in his own inimitable way. His sincerity, his convictions were so stmng 
that they could not but influence others, and wear down all opjwsition, 
and we who ha<l seen him pass from victory to victory, had almost come 
to believe that he was not cnly invincible, but also immortal. 

To one, however who had Inirne the burdens of a nation for over half a

8ri JYOTI BAiU: Mr. .Speaker, with the whole nation mv party 
mourris for (Jandhiji I shall not attempt to describe tcKlay Oaiidhiji'/i role 
in Indian politics and struggle for emancifmtion, nor do f feel it necessary 
to do .so because it is common knowledge that for over a quarter of a 
dominating Indian politics. In recent months 
Gandhiji, with whom we also came in very close contact, appeared to ua a* 
a distinct personality grasping with keen insight that communal strife 
would once more to the forging of new imperialist shackles of bondage.

The 
passing of a pious resolution, or joining in prayers, or erecting a monument 
will not help in fulfilling the task dear to Gandhiji. It is a false cry to 
say, as is being done through the radio and in public meetings, “Father, 
forgive them for they know not what they do!” We must pledge to 
declare war on malevolent forces of coinmunalisra, to hate tLise wretch^ 
and powerful forces which sow bitterness amongst us, to rouse just anger 
in our people against those, whether inside or outside the Government, who 
are attempting to crush the common people. We .'?hall declare war on them 
and we shall move forward for the establishment of a truly free and 
denmcratic government of the workers and the kishans. We shall wait and 
see whether the Congress Government which has so far failed will change 
their attitude after the supreme tragedy an<l not merely pray but act in a 
manner which will be a fitting monument to the menior\- of Gandhiji.

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Mtli #nd li€ wa» our greatoat advocate in il»e oonnciU of tliose cOuM 
aee eye to eye with m, Oandhiji may not have aeoepW our idemgy 
in it* totality but Oandhiji understood the paychology behind it ana I w* 
that if he had been spared to us longer who knows the whole aspect of the 

f resent Indian political situation might nut have changed for the better, 
n apite (»f the division, in spite of the bitterness obtaining in the country, 
he. the man of peace, the man of friendship, the man of universal 
brotherhood, would have succeeded in bringing mutual friendship and 
affection among the Muslims and the nou>Muslims not only of the Indian 
Tnion but of the part of India outside the Indian Union. 

I had the houour of meeting Mahatma ji s<i far back as 1917. Since 
then, Sir, off and on I have b^n associated with him through the year*. 
Sometimes 1 took the liberty to question his decisions. Not by anger, not 
in any other way but by a smile and by argument be put me right. Only 
three years ago I had the hoimur of going to him in Hombay and placing 
mv grievauc'es before him — why had he left ns alone. He was not a 
Congre<^.‘* man, hv wu** not a Muslim I.eagui*r; he was the leader of united 
Iniiia and 1 wanted him mice more to come out and lead us. I 
guaranteed to him that the (dd Khilaiatists *aml the senior memliers 
ot the non-slogan ehuntiug part of my «‘ommuiiit\ would rush to 
him in their hundreds and thousands and it (landhiji led that Muslim 
ciowd he would have a ten times larger crowd of non-Muslims with 
him and thus he would be able to settle outstanding problems. He could 
not .stH' his way to <Io tliat immediately then but (landhiji could not ignore 
things as they were happening. He brought peace to ('alculta, he brought 
peu -e t(» Hihar and he hrought ]ieaee to Delhi. It is a nity that Providence 
did not permit him to go to Pakistan. I wish he had been spared to us 
even tor a month for that vi*iit. Had he gone to Kartiehi and Lahore the 
whole set-up of the <ountry might have clianged and then both India and 
Pakistan could have started to build the tw'o Dominions as they should be 
tjiiilt — not on animosity, not on uiifriendlinesN hut (Ui amity and concord 
a-' brotiiers huihliiig their own two different hmue.s but with the one object 
to build the <'ouniry as a wliole. 

(jod in his wisdom, Sir, t<K)k away the Man of Peace. We mortal human 
beings caiindt umlo tlie act, but 1 feel coiifiilent in my own heart that in 
death Uandhiji will have served his people Imtli in India and Pakistan—

fills u.s witli an ovei w helming .sense of shame and hitler jkiignancy. If our 
grief is natuial, our al<uieuieiit foi the sin Is \ery iiece.s.‘iar\ . We must 
strive to hring aliout tin* fultilment of tlie deslinv of India as Mahatma had 
foreseen it. We must strive ti> a< hieve a new India in which (he dignity 
of lalwiur Is r(iise<l to its pi'tipfu le\<d w liere unloiii hahilily will he an 
unknown ihiiiL'. wlierc tlie different (xmimnnities will mingle with one 
anothei in traferual affection like milk and sugar. We must search our 
heait and purine ouiselves nt the slightest vestige ol We must,

ue must !es(d\e to bring about the .sot lal revtdution h\ means <‘onipatible 
witfi the (iandfiian sense of toleiaine and cliarity. patriotism and diseifdine.

The West Bengal Special Benches (Continuinoe) Bill, 1948. 

The Hon'ble Sri NIHARENDU OUTT-MAZUMOAR: I beg to introduce 

the West Bengal .Special Benches (ContiDuance ) Bill, 

(Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.; 
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Sir, I bejf to move that tiie We.st Bengal Special Benches (Continuance) 
Bill, 1948, be taken into consideration. 

As it is clear from this Bill, it is a non-coutroversial measure which 
this Government has to biing before this House a> we are saddled with a 
sour legacy from the past (jt)vernment and the date on whicli the Special 
Bemhes will ex jure is the H>th of March this \ear. There are still ca>es 
pending before tliese Special Benches and the^e are JO cu^es of crimes com- 
mitted during the jicriod of riots, (roverinneiit examined lor a long time 
those eases ami paiticularly those involving lieiuous offenees are 
now jiending throi Inal, and it is not jio^^ilde that the trial 

will h(* ov(U fj.\ I lie Kith <d Mal'cdj. Iheiefore, to meet the 

anomaly uhiclj i- likel\ to arise. Government i- < on>traiiied to bring 

this measure hefore this House with a view to ju-o\ide for the continuance 
of the Sjieciul Bem lie.s. 

8ri ilYOTI BA8U: Mi Sptuiker, Sir, the Hon'ble Miui.^tei lias made out 
U caise that this I*, a nou-coutio\ei -^ial Bill which is hefore us but wv have 
not been told as to v\ li> , toi iustaiice, tho.Ne < uses whicii vveie jieiidiutr iitdoia* 
the Special Benches were iiot gouie into as yet.

also We shall have to lie niled b\ Spi*eial Bemdies. ( tn pi incij)it*>. I am 

against this particulai kind of justice, and 1 tliink all dimiocra-t i( opinion 
would be on ni,\ side. But I know that theie m.iv i>e ociasiojis vvjien 

such things iiia> be iiecessaiv. but those (tccasions li.ivt* yone b\, ami I 

do know why ayain at tills partnular si.iu»* we an* iiciiiy subjected to 

tins kind of law. It would have bemi mmdi better if those cases vvhu h 
are jiemling before the Special Bemdies could have been leferieil to the 
ordinarv <ouits id law, and as fai as the futun* is (oiiceined. 1 am against 
giving iin\ powei to the ( iovernimuit wheiebv tln*\ can constitute siuli 
Sjiecial Bemdies even if it be for trving- sinli riffeiices 1 think the mdi- 
nary laws of the land and the otdinarv cnints of pistu'e are sufficient to 
meet the sittiation. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Mr Speaker. 

Sir, I ■.should like to sa\ that in> liononrabb* liituid lias luouglit forward 
jioinfs, 1 am atraid, under a nuseoiieejgion id the whoh* situation. It i.s 
not for mi' to sav why those cases have not been cone into. As I have 
alreudv stated, tliose cases are jiending before the Sjiei ial Benches, and 
the gentlemen who are membeis of tin* Sjuvial Benches aie tryinc to dis- 
post‘ of them. Bill tlnue is an inordimitelv large numliei of i ases Iiefnre 
ilieiii vvhltdi have been disjiosed of. I would have been verv happy if sO 
many ease.s had not ciopjied up and if the riots did not take jdace at all. 
An immense volunie of riot cases have been disposed of — bv far the largest 
number of them — and the number pending to-da\ is 29, as I have ascertained, 
and 1 find that it is not jio.ssible for those 29 cases to be disposed of within 
this short time. Therefore the Special Benches have to be continued until 
those cast's arc disjmscil of, and 1 do feiveiitlv hojie that tlierc will hy no 
occasion for fresh cases to arise. The tjuestion of allotting cases that has 
been mentioned are the east's whndi have alreadv lieen t,iken imtice of by 
the jmlice, investig'ation (‘ompleted and at the trial .stage, these cases are 
to he allotted. 

T do fervently hope again that Tio fresh episodes may take place which 
would necessitate fresh prosecution on the ground of these riots and there 
is no question of anyone being ruled by these Snecial Benches. These 
Special Benches are not ruling over the country, nut thev are entrusted 
with the task of trying offencec ''Inch are committed. T do hope that no

Finance Mini.ster a- to why it was nc'iessary to introduce this Bill to-day 
before the House. 1 sltouid luive thought that there was sufficient petrol in 
the louiitry wiieiebv it was not nece.ssarv tor us to eiihanee the rate of 
taxation. (fOvernment'H information may lie different — we do not know. 
1 am reluctant to ^^ive this power to Goxernntenl whereby fhey are i;,^oin^ 
to iuti'odiK'e such taxation I know that it max la* said that this affects 
(ertaiu rich people wiio run cars, hut xxe also know — and that is wliat I am 
con<*erned w’ith — tiiat if thi.s Bill is introduced and these rates are coiifinued, 
It m.ix so liappeii that bus fare*' and -o on mav m\ up aufl tiiat will certainly 
affect tbe public ^j-enerally. Therefore, a.s we »lo not kn<m' whether a war is 
ou the a;feada of the Guvertffneiit and so they are .storing/ uji petrol, it would 
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have been Finance Minieter to kindly explain to us as to why 

this was necessary, 1 think that every effort should be made by Government 
to briiiff down such kind f»f taxation of the public jfenerully, but, on the 
other hand, 1 find around in Bengal, for instance, that the cost of living 
index has gone up to about 3*')0 or 3G0 during the last three or four months 
awl the (government are unable to deal with the situation ut all — with 
ameliorating the people's livelihood at all — and yet they are coming and 
asking us to erihmice the petrol tux or to continue that in oi)eration so that, 
they Huy, their revenues may increase. But 1 am sure that for a people’s 
Uovernrmoif, which the present Gnveniinent claim themselves to he, this 
is not the pioccjlin <*, this ih in»l I he method wherehv tlu*v should increase 
their rev(-nues. Increase of revenue should he firstly hv taxation of the rich 
as much as they like — we would m»t mim) fliat — natiouali^ation of industries 
and HO on, hut this kind of taxation — as I have said. I repieat it once more — 
does affect the public generally We would have liked the hiis and tram 
fares to go down, hut we find that that is not happening and the Govern- 
ment ar(‘ not helping us to do tliat hut are doing tlie very opposite and, 
therefore, on juiiiciph* 1 am opposed to this kind of taxation.

Finance Minister’s Statement. 

The Hon’ble Sri NALINI RANJAN BARKER: Mr Speaker, Sir, 
j rise to pia'^erit the fiid Annual Hudj^et ot We^t IbuiLiiil. one of the two 
youiiK'esI l*r((Vinces in tree India brou<^ht into bein^^ under the new order 
of thin^*‘r<. As 1 recall the tuaaision when it tell to me. a^ the first I'iiiaiiee 
Minister ol Autmiomoiis lb‘nv’'al uikIit the (ioveinnieut of India Aet. lOdo, 
to present the hj^t Hudp-t, 1 eannot but feel the lrresi^nble inipai t ol the 
momentous (haiiues that have taken pbiee in our laml duiinu' theNe inter- 
veniiiff >ears. Toduv . \\v breatlie the air of treedom and tin* jtower to 
shapt* our (b'stinies lies m the hainU of oui own people*. And yet on the 
morrow -ol our newlv -a(-(jiiiu*d tieedom, a irreat national ealaiuity has 
rohhed O'* of our proiKle.^t ponse-^sion ami leaves us stiiniu'd with an over- 
powering'- se*iise of sorrow. I sliare with million-H <>1 our people* anel with 
eemiitless me‘ii anel weuiien all ovit the ^dohe the profoundt\st sense of ^rriet 
at the truKi'’ eve'iit It is diHieoilt to iee*oneile oiu'self to this stupendous 
leiss; dittie-ult ami awful te» e'ontemplate that the ship ot State will have, 
hemefortli, to suil the iimharteel s<.u of freedom without the wise and 
Ha^-aeious pile>t at the* helm For e»ver a ejuaite*r ot a century Mahatma 
(Gandhi has h(*en our never fiiilinjr iruiele ami menterr; that vast .shaelow 
under which wv have* lived ami ^^rown ; ami the mainsprinj^ of all our 
national urvres ami aspirations In fact, he re|ires<*nteel the .soul of India 
nml the (|\iintesst‘m-e* e»f he*r e-ultuu* ami civilisation with its ideal of idain 
liviu/K'- ami liiu^h thinkinjr ami seoviee le» the (‘oiumon man It was his life’s 
mission to attune* emr livedom to the highest eeuieept (*t Imlian life of which 
h>ve, ])it‘ty ami simplieit\ are the ke> -notes. Ami our desire for deimecracy 
ami e)ur eletermination to achieve* it have their .sprinjrs of inspiration in the 
tern'liin^H of the Masp*!, who lived for the lowl\ and the |)oor and .Hvmlxdised 
in his hare and spare physie'ai frame their mute yearnirur for self-expression. 

By his experiments with truth and mm-violence, he was weavinjr into 
paitmu a unique synthesis between, different classes, creeds and f*ommunities 
which was openin*ir up a new awl hitherto undisclosed chapter in human 
history. He more than made up. in himself, for the defects and short- 
coming, not only of Ministers of State, hut also of the ya.st multitude of 
his countrymen. In fact, he tilleil the paps in our nationhood until we 
hccaine a nation; and yet the infant nation, mothered by sorrow and 
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travuil. in today, aliuost at its uatinty, bereft of the solicitous care of 
the iiiinisteriu| 4 ’ aoftel. The baud that jruided us along' the path of strife 
and strugg'le. towards the goal of iudepeudeuce, is today withdrawn behind 
the veil of death. Today, when our need for his advice and guidance is, 
if anything, greater tluiu ever before, he has been snatched away from our 
midst by a cruel <lestin> . As a barge in a perilous sea looks up to the 
lighthouse for a s;ife haven, so our leaders used to bH>k up to him for 
light and guidance. Now that light is gone, and ^one is that central 
unifying force in (»ur natitmal lite. Let us not forget, at this turuiug 
poiut of our history, to try to translate into our polii'y and actions the 
lessons which he has left behind as our heritage — to serve the common 
man and to bring into bis life the bracing air of peiice, pix)sperity and 
happiness. Let us not forget that in a se(‘ular government moulded in the 
form of true democracy, the emphasis must always remain on the tHun- 
nion man irrespective of religion, caste or creed. 

As I reHei't upon the life of the Master, my heart also goes out in deep- 
est gratitude to tliosse fighters for our national lilaMatiun — known and un- 
known — many of whom made the Nupreme siuritiee l>\ laying tlown their 
lives so that those wIkuu the\ lett behind eould live and die as free men 
in a free India They have iiou passiMl into history; hut the light that 
they hail lit will ne\er i-row dim and will illumine tin- long and arduous 
path that lies ahead. 

Maliatmaji's pas^ino aua.\ marks the einl of a rro\V(h*d ejaxh iu our lus- 
ter'. , the <*Utsing jdiase of whnh. full of stoim and str«*ss. has maile our

that he ahead of Us. 

The liirtli pangs of our infant I'roviiiee have indeed been terrible. The 
insensate outliuist of conimmial frenzy, genenited h\ (he pernicious two- 
natioii theory and its attendant eiilt ol hate. lia\e left behind it a trail of 

miser\ T(M) deep hu words and gn»*n rise to pi*ohlems loo baffling for the 

iiiu*'enuit> of human endeavour Tli.inks to the wise (•oiinseis of our leaders 
and, above all, to the mightv spuitual influem-e of Mahatma (jaiidhi, the 
innate good sense ot our people lias begun to reassert itself and to West 
Bengal belongs (In* piond flistinetion of heiuj^' tlie first to reeover sanity. We 
have upheld in practice the tundamental tenet of our m‘w ( 'onstiiutiou that, 
under the Hag of the Indian Lmon. all its citizens are equal as brothers ami 
<-oinrades. irrespective religion, caste or <T 4 *ed. 

It is most utifort unatt', however, that it ha.s not been givtm to us to 
share the fruits of our new 1\ -ae(|iun*d freedom with <mr kith and kiu 
who have been severed from us by the immutable course of events culminat- 
ing' in the new frontier (d Last Bengal. It is easv to leulise the sense 
of frnstrution and the wrench of heart which they must he feeling- whmi 
they find that all their sufteriugs and sa» rifiees ff>r the cause of freedom 
have pr(»ved to he so barren t«» them. With the limitatimis imjMised on m 
by the new political changes, it may not he iKissihle for us (o render all the 

relief they may need or all that we ma\ wish to render to them iu the new^ 

predicament, hut I give vent to onr sincere feelings when I say that they 
hare our dee|>est and most sincere sympathies in the situation they find them- 
selves in gnd that their interest and welfare shall ever reman a matter of 
vital concern to us. Whem*ver uecesvary and wherever jiossible and to the 
full limit of constitutional proprieties, we shall use all our good offices with 
our neig^hbou ring Dominion to secure for them political and ec onomic justice. 
Political division and rnan-tnade frontiers cannot. I sincerely think, alter 
the fundamental cultural unity of the great Bengali race, Inirn and brought 
up in the midst of a multiTude of cultural, economic and social ties. I 
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devoutly hope that, given gofwi-will, the two sister Provinces can yet regain 
and re-establisli that gmxf neigiibourliness which inust ultimately tend to 
nerve the Wst iriterents of both, culturally and economically. 

In the present political hct-up it is necessary to take a closer view of 
the area t<» which oiir activities, political and administrative, have to l)e 
confined. Partition of the Province has, indeed, ciianged the complexion 
of our economic problems in many important respects. An appreciation 
of these changes is essential before we <*an pns'eed to tackle such of our 
problems as fall within the scope of the Provincial liovernment. In ]M)pu- 
lation and area. West Bengal is about a third ot the old Provinee ol Bengal. 
Aecordiiig to the t'eiisiis of lfl41, its pofnilatioii is about 2 crores 12 lakhs 
or do'l per cent of the population of undivided Bengal. This number must 
have increased siibstaiitialK’ due to tlo* genera) ^roMlli in fiopulation (liiring 
the inler-ceiisus period offer Hf41 and also during the war years when influx 
ot jiopuiatioii to (’alcutfa and arljacent are.is from otlier parts of the country 
Was c{)iisi()(‘rable. The latest ('ontiibutory factoi to the increase in po[mla- 
tion has been the stead\ influx of people from East Bengal after the Partition. 

The area ot \\b*st Bengal i.s alamt 2H,2lo sipian* miles or dO’4 per cent. 
<d the urea of flie [uireiit Province. The densit\ ot jHijuilatiou is Tol per 
S(juare mile which must huvi* risen as a result ol the imueast* in population 
in recent years. According to the (M’cupational statistics, about bO per cent, 
oi the fMipiibition follow noii-agncuPural occujtatioiis and of them about 
Ifl per (M‘ut. are believed to lie engaged in iiidiistix ol ^ome type or otlier. 

As regards di.stribut ion ol [lopulation in "West Bengal, about 22 j)ei’ cent, 
live in towns while the coriespondiny figure lot I'iast Bengal is about 4 jier 
eent. onl\, Siiiee the influx from East Bengal is mostiv swtdliiig the po])ula» 
tion in the towns, W’est Bengal’s pioblems of food-sup)»ly. housing, eduea- 
ti<in and public liealtb as also of finding emplo\nient for hirj.ie blocks 
ot floating population are rapidl.s growin-' in maunitiide and rom)>le.xity . 
For examfde, bousing shortuL^e in the towns is ver\ .uute; ow'iug to ^udden 
influx of population, the existing sauttuiv arrangements even in "tnaller 
towns are proving inadecpiate and unecjual • the need foi increase in agri- 
cultural production has become urgent foi the purpose (,t jiroviding the 
Ueeessar> foodstuff and aNo the raw materials for certain industries. This 
process of rapid urbaiii/.atioii of the Provinee slombl no douht he welcomed 
for it h 4 »s a brighter side as well. It is easier to organise lietter tai ilities 
for ediH’atioii, public health and other social amenities in urban areas. But 
at the same time urbaniKatnui tlirows a irreat res|Kmsibilitv on the people 
and their (ioverument to find the neeessaix funds for all these purposes us 
also foT (eeditig the ^•ntire urban population. Urban areas provide the most 
lucrative inark(‘t for agricultural produce but the agricultpral economy of 
the Province must be so planned as to fulfil this gre;it responsibility of feeding 
the urban jmpulation by the iutensifiration of production. Rural economv 
should, therefore, be more efficient, im»n* pioirressive and more elastic. 

Agricultural land in AVest Btuigal has l<»w productivity. Uompared with 
East Bengal, it has u lower percentage of low lands and u smaller average 
rainfall. Irrigation is ill-deveJo|H*d, only about 1,(*4S,0(W) acres being irri- 
gated. Of this, again, only about 244.1)00 acres are irrigated by Government 
< anals while some 800,000 acres are irrigated by tauk.s. Uomivired with Etist 
Bengal. West Bengal has larger percentages of agriculturul land classified 
as ( urrent fallow*, cultivable wa.ste and nncultivahle : and it has a lower 
percentage of good arable lunds^ The high location factors of current 
fallow, cultivable wastes and uutwiltivalde lanil measure the further possi- 
bilitit‘s in the direction of extensive cultivation. Such possibilities can, 
however, he tapped onlv by suitable irrigation facilities, including multi- 
purpose projects like the Dainodar Valley Scheme. There is also much 
scope for intensive cultivation by double cropping and other nietbckls, for 
which also suitable conditiou.s have to be created, the existing conditions 
being not very favourable. Generally sjH*aking, lands in West Bengal 
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eufer not so much from any serious inherent deficiencies as from ike 
scarcity of mater which is now the jrreatest drawliack; for even the best 
manure can have little effect in the absence of necessary moisture in the 
land. 

A^rricultural land per nifufa uf fsipulation in undivided Renj^al was 
nearh' 0-49 acre. In \Ve>t Bengal it is now 9 44 ocre inchidinjr land under 
f(K>d-crops to the extent oi 9 49 acre. The Province is deficit in nn»st crojN, 
jute, sugarcane and mustard, and po>sibly in rice as well. 

The problem of jute one «d vital imptirtanri^ ti* us. l^o far as jute 
manufacturing industrv is »‘oneeriied, West Hcnj^^nl retains all tbt‘ mills of 
undivided Ileii'ral, but more than 79 per cent. <9 raw jute is bein^ luodm’ed 
b\ Kast Renjral althoii^rli ^lie li.i^ no imiMuta< turintr industry of her own. 
In such <•i^cumstaace^, the intei-<lepeiidence of the two l^rovinces should 
act as a potent factor foi ♦*'«tabli'<hin^ friemll\ commercial lelations between 
them. Should this pnive mU to lx* possible, it may In* necessary to meet the 
raw material requirement of our jute mills b\ increased production in 
Assam, Orissa and Rihar. and b\ removinir the exisfinjr restriction on the 
«icrt‘a^^* of jute in W»‘s| Reii^^al

.since exceeded bv 9 lakhs. The Partition has put nearly the whole of indus- 
trialised Bengal within the or hit of the new Province of West Rental. 

IV e.st Renfjral retains all the resources of co:il. iron ore and other minerals 
80 far found w’ithin the old Provinr'e as well as a suhstantiul area under fen. 

It also includes the major imlustries in and arouml ralcutta and AHans<d. 
With (he principal industries in Kast India situated within its teiritories 
and with ralnitta as its p(»rt of ju'e-eiiii nenf iiiiportaiifu*. West Rentral still 
offers an Httrartiye field for new industrial enterprise which will improve 
further with the implementation of the new electrifii’ation wheines. 

Factories and commercial orjra nidations in Beupal frrew up in the ptunt 
on the basis of the Province trein^r an economic unit and necessarily one 
marketing jsone. Xow. un<ler chanjred coorlitions, it is doubtful if the old 
markets in East Bengal can 4»e counted ujwn with a.s much confidence. Ho, 
in planninjf our industrial and commercial expansion, more reliance will 
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have to he |»lam] on the markets in the Imliau Dominion than on those of 
our sister Province which kulay form« a part of a dift'erent Dominion. This 
may create considerable difficulties for some of the industries in the matter 
of development and expainion and the Province will require the effective 
g(H)dwill and support of our Dominion Oovenimeiit for i)rovidinjr oppor- 
tunities for expansion alonjj new lines in the framewf)rk of all-India ]ilans. 

As rejfards ^eo^rafjhical compactness West Beiiu^al has ‘■'uffered yreatly 
from the Jtadcliffe Award. The two northern districts of Jalpiiiffuri and

re^mrd to the former, had the (toverniueiit of l.a-.t Beni^al agreed to a 

standstill arrangement lor a short peiiod and e(tn»(‘nled to offer to the 

(lovennnent servants an oppotlunity for ri‘visini,' theii choice at the end 
of the period, as was done at the Centre, both the Provinces would h.ive 
benefited. This Province would not have been •'addled with a laro>e sur- 
plus service personnel and the ( loveriinient of K;t^t Bengal would not 
nave lost the benefit of the expeneiu'e (d .i laru'e bod\ of trained personiu*!. 
But, as in spite of repeated attempts it was not possible to persuade the 
(Joveiimient of hhist Benu'al to ajrree to such a course of action, iiuiue- 
diate niov(>men( of a very larire pei’MUinel from Fast Beii^ral had to In* 
undert.ikeu on the loth .\u^’‘Us(. Iff47 ttwinir to the limited scope for 
f*mpbtyim*nt available at the present moment due to a substantial shrinkaire 
of (he adiuiuisti ative area of tin* Province, it has luq been possible to 
jirovide useful oeeu]»alion for all these persons. The ]>osition is partieularh' 
diftimih in rejirard to subordinate staff'. We have ^een to it, however, that 
avoidable hardship is not (aused to this sei tion of our service personnel. 
Some ot them luive been jrranted lea\e pemiin^j absorption; others have 
already be«*n absorbcrl in suitable services; and the rest have been attaehe(l 
as supernumeraries pending'' abs<»rption in permanent posts. It is our 
Intention that all such [)ools of displaced manpower should l>e liquidated 
a.s early as possible by absorptnm in our expandiujr schemes of develop- 
ment. 

In rejrard to the division of ^ssets and liabilities, a larjre numl>er of 
Departmental Cmumittees on which both the ttovernmeufs of East and 
West IWu^al were equally represented were appointed under the tejris of 
the Sej>aration Council to tabulate all the known assets and liabilities of their 
respei’tive departments and to sujrtfcst the mc»st reasonable basis for their 
nllot'utiou. These sujrsrestions were considered first hy a main Committee 
and thereafter by the Separation Council and afrreements were reached oa 
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a muuber of jwiuts. Division of varums like furniture, e<|\ii})ment, 

motor vehicles, launches, dredjrers, mesliiMil stores ami stm‘k of foml^rtiina, 
et<s, were carried out by ajrreemeiit. ]>;U)f)s ami building were allocated 
oil the basis of their territorial location. But it was a^’reed at a later 
stage that their values should be determined for the pur]>ose of fiuantdal 
mljustnient between the twti Pi'ovimes. The basis of valuation is pending 
before the Arbitral Tribunal. In regard to nonie other important points 
als<*. as for example, th<‘ ratio in uhiili the net excess of liabilities over 
a‘'>ets should be ili^trilmted between Kast and West Bengal, no agree- 
ment was found possible and these had to he referred to the Arbitral 
Tribunal for <le(ision. lu an Ajipemlix to the Beil IViHik which has been 
jdaeeil in llie hands of the Hon ble Mcmbi^rs will be found a statement 
of the a>sets and liabihtii-s (tt undividt'd HeiiLral showing the value of 
items speeifii'all y taken o\«*i by hast ami West Bengal eitlicr as a direct 
conseijueme «»t tlie B.irtitum as m tin* ease of linildiiigs, or on the basis 
ot negiUiatious as m tlie ( ase <»f sto« ks at ft»odgiains The estimates of 
value are in most eases approviniati* '‘ima* the aetiiai figun‘s will not be 
known till the aeeounfs <»1 the old Brovinee of Bengal aia* finallv settled.

ernnient of Bengal, the idd (bnemmeiit left a large financial liability of 
a iniseellaiieous imtuie Thus. the\ md only lelf bi-hind a puldir delit 
in the form td treasury bills, fmt had also sjiioif up ail the Provident Fund 
dejiosit.s of (jovernnieiit servants ,i. well as eivil, <-riminal, r»*venue deposits 
and de|Kisits of mihlic bodies whnii formed a pait (d’ tin* easli balan<‘e of 
undivided Bengal, West Bengal will have to fake a further share of these 
liabilities uerording to the award of the Arbitral Tribunal in addition (u 
the finaueial liability of 2^ erfires taken iiiiiiiediately after Partition, which 
I shall explain lati-r. Finainial ad.jiiHtiiienf will also lie against West 
Bengal in res)>ect id asst^t- like land and hiiildings, institutions with filant 
aud machinery, etr.. whi*h arc g-eographirally Imated in this Provinee. 
Fnles.s adequate help is fortheoming from the Centre t<» enalde this Pro- 
vince to start on a clean sbde, the new Province will have to ]a*giu it# 
career with a financial handicap. 

Let me now explain the imsition of the (tovernnient Account as it stood 
on the 15th of August. 1047, The House is aware that the Oovemment 
of undivided Bengal had a siici-essidn of deficit budgets during the last 
few years and their budget tor the current year left an uncovered gap 
of erores between revenue and expenditure. It is not surprising in these 
circumstances that on the date of Partition, leaving aside the cash in 
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Treanury rkests, the Afi-oiint of the late Government of Bengal with the 
Keaerve Bank showed a debit halanee of over 5 crores. This dehit bjilance, 
was, by direct negotiation l>etween Pakistan and the Indian Union in 
Delhi, all(Krated in ecjual proportions to Hast and West Bengal. This 
Government accordingly started with a dehit balance of 2^ crores in the 
Keserve Hank partly counterbalanced by the cash balance in Treasuries 
umouiiting to abcmt Inilf a crore. In other words, it started with a net 
negfitive opening ladaiue of ci’ores. The debit babince of crores in 
the lleserve Hank vva^ lifjuiduted with the help ot a special advance of 
an equivalent amount obtained from the tbivernment of India. A further 
Wavs and Means advance (d 2 crores w'as taken from the same source t(» 
enable the Pntvincc to cairv on till sufficient revenue had been colle<ted 
for the purpose ot a icasonable working balance. Tlie Ways and Means 
advance ot ( rores has since been fully lepaid. The terms of repayment 
of tin* other a(hancc of crores have not \et been finally settled. 

I sliall now review, very briefly, the financial estimate.s for the period 
from loth August, 1947, to dUt Manh, 1948, as introductoiy to the Budget 
for liic coming year. 

The total revenue expected during thi^. pejicM] ot 7J months is close 
upon 19 crores out of which cror»*s rcjueseiit grants tiom the Centre for 
finaining (d Development I’ntjeets ’['\u* yield trom noiinal sources thus 
amounts to 17 crores 'I'liis tiiruie ineludes .')t) lakhs on account of Jute 
Duty and J crores tit) lakhs on account ot Income-tax receipts. Both these 
estimates are provisional hecuiHe the Government of Imlia have not yet 
decided what eliunge should be made in the basis of allocation of these 
two items as a result ot the Partition ot Bengal. In regard ts) Jute Duty 
the jiositioii IS that in terms o) tiie Nieineser Award, per cent, of the 
export duty on jute used to be divided among Bengal and other jute- 
growing Provimes in (iroportion to the amount of raw jute produced in 
each 1‘idvinee. Tliis method ot ilistribution is no burner suitable since the 
Partition has ri'sulted in a ileaNage la'lween Ihist Bengal wliicli cultivates 
the hulk of raw' jute and West Bengal which maiiutai tiires the bulk of 
jute goods. It seems necessar\ in these circumstances that the divisible 
export tluty on jute should be di\nle«l into two categories, namely, duty 
on raw jute and duty on jute g«)ods: and that, wdiile the former may corf- 
tinue to be ilistributed on the basis of acieage. the latter should be dis- 
tributed on the basis of production ot juli* good-*. I’roposais to this eftect 
have lavn snlmiitted to the (iovcriiment of India and are still under 
their consideration. 

hi regard to Income-tax. the arrangement based on the Xiemever Awanl 
lia.s been that Bengal should get 20 )»er cent out of tile divisible pool of 
income-tax colba ted by the Centre This p<Kd consisteil of half the net col- 
bM'tious reduced h\ a sum of 4^ crores. As a result of the I*artition and 
cousecpient reduction in the size of the Piovince. it has been suggested bv 
the (\*ntre that the allotment to West Bengal should l»e reduced from 20 
per (piit. to 12 per (ent. of the divisible pool. The value of the piml being 
estimateil at JO ('rores. oiir share according to the revised fonnula cnme.s 
up to J crores t»0 lakhs, the figure adopted in our estimate, as against 6 
crores to which we should have been otherwise entitled. In our view the 
proposed (diange in the basis of allocmtion is not iustified and we feel that 
our share of income-tax receipts .should not be reduced by a figure greater 
than the aitfial amount of ini'ome-tax ccdlected from East Bengal which 
comes up to n very insignificant^amount. We have submitted our views 
to the Government of India and are awaiting their final decision. 

In regard to the remaining heads, the estimates have Wn based on 
amounts actuallv derived in previous years from areas now included in 
West Bengal. The more important contributory items are IJ crores from 
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R 4 *venii^, li cron»#i from Stamps, crores from Excise. U erores from 
Sale Tax, 70 fnmi llettinjr Tax. .‘M) lakhs each from Entertainment 

Tax and Electricity Duty and 40 lakh.s from Motor Spirit Sales Tax. 

On the expenditure sitle of the Revenue Account, the estimate for the 
7A-month jjcriod of the current year stands at lUJ crores out of which 2 
crores is on a('<‘Ounf of Development Project financiHl hy grants fiom the 
Ooveniment of India. What may l>e called the onliimry revenue exjH*n* 
ditiire for the iK*rio<l under review thus amounts to 144 cTores. The Develop- 
ment l*rojects undertaken in the rurreiit \ear are, to a great extent, conti- 
nuation of schemes alreudv taken in luiud Indon* tiie date of Partition hiit pro- 
vision ha** alsfi been made tot a luiinher of new projects whicdi have In'eii 
worked mit in sutliident <letail to admit ot thtor partial implementation in 
the i nrreut >ear. Among these may l»e mentioned a orovision of 17 lakhs 
for tlie mtrodm tion ol lk»M< Pmn,ir\ Education, 1 lakh for a PLinning 
('Irgani-ation tor lieavv chemical industries in «H>llal>oration w’ith Bihar and 
the D.iimular Valley < orporation. 5 laklis for the rehululitatioii of ('oitage 
Industries, 1 hikh tor production 4d hamUiuade )>4t(>er, t>() thousand for 
Khinh and IJt thousand toi the jiroiiiotioti industry. The estimates 

also provide tor the e.\c< ution ot a largt* number ot irrigation schemes 
in various hn'iilities, the more impoitaiit oiie*^ being the I’runs-DaiiUKlar 
lntern.il Drainage Scheme in the distnei^ of llooghlx and Howrah, the 
Soadigiii-I langakhali Dr. image S< heme in the Miilnapore district, tlie Berai 
('anal Project and the Suhaiikai Danii in the Bankina distriet. re- 
e\ca\iition ot the Saia*>wati Khal in llooghlv and Howiiih and the [irepa- 
ration of a master plan toi the drainage «d (’aleiitta and the siirrountling 
an*as. Detail oi all the ilenis imlmled in the Develo]uneut l*rogramme 
will be found in an Apjiemlix to the printed eop\ ol this stutenieni. 

As already stated, the reveniU' expenditure in the current year, outside 
the Develoinneiit IVogramnic, is estimated at ID crores This includes 57 
lakhs tor fainiiie relief. Id lakhs for the rehabilitation of riot, 
victjnis. 4S lakhs tm giant** to liM-al authorities for payment of 
deariics-* consessKuis te their einplo\ees and J crores for the ad- 
ininistiation ot the t'lvii Supplies Department Ender other ad- 
luinisf rat i\ e charges imt\ be mentioned about 1 cTore under (reneral 
Administration, erores under Ihdiee, kS lakhs umler fails, 50 lakhs under 
Administration ot Justne and an e<|uivaleiil amount foi the discharge of 
|»ensionar> liabilities. 'I’lie provision** under beiietieent activities include 
1 crore and H lakhs for Agriculture. laklis for Irrigation, 1 crore and 10 
lakhs tor falncation. O.S laklis for He.ilth Serviees. 0(» lakhs tor Industries and 
00 lakhs for ( ivil Works. ])etails of all these jirovisioris will be fmind ill 
file Red B<»ok and I need not tax tlie patienr’e of the House by recapitulat- 
ing them here. All that 1 would like to mention is that increasesl provision 
has lieeii made for the development of fm ilities for edmaition and ttiediciil 
relief Imth in State-owned and pr ivately-iiianaged institiition.s and due atten- 
tion has been paid to the urgent need for irrigation, seeds and manures in an 
all-out attempt to inr ivase the puHlnetion of OnKl-erops, Stejn have als*) 
been taken to carr> out ess4*niiul improvements in our means of commu- 
nication M'hich is so necessary for speerly transfiort of agricultural and other 
produce. 

W'itli an estimated revenue of 19 crores and an expenditure budget of 
HiJ erores, the Revenue Account for the current year closes with a balance 
of 24 crore.s. This has been carried over as the opening balance for 104H-49. 

T have alrea<ly referreil to certain transactions outside the Revenue 
Account. These iiu lude a Ways and Means advance of 2 cnires which has 
since ^n repaid; and a further a<lvance of 2} crores which has Wen utilised 
wiping out the negative debit balance in the ac/ount of undivide<i 
Bengal with the Reserve Bank of India. This second advance remains out- 
standing at the (dose of the year. The only other item which requires a 
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word of explanatiou i« the provision of 2 crores under “Capital Expendi- 
ture”. Out of this lA (Tores represents the net outlay on the' procurement 
of or, in other wonls, the value of stocks acquired in the current 

year which are exi)ecte(l to remain in hand at the end of the year. Procurement 
operati(m.s are financed i)y means of a cash credit advance from the Imperial 
Bank of India, the advance heiu^^ secured liy hyi)othecatiou of the stock. 
The balance of the Capital Expenditure reIate^ to the outlay on productive 
develofunent project^, tin* most imj»oitant of these beiiik^ the Mor Irri^fation 
jjroject for whicl] 4ii lakhs has been presided in ilie cuiTeut year. The ex- 
penditure is to be financed b\ a loan from the (jovernment of India, for 
which refjuisite provision has been included in the estimates. As in the case 
of thest* transactions receijit and e\|»eudilurc balance each other, the (do,sinj,l^ 
balance is not affected, 

T now turn t«) the estimates toi tlie comin^r year. The year starts with 
an openinkT balanc** of JA crores, Kevenue Iteceipts are estimated at il 
crores out of uliich (ij. crores are on account of jrrant from the Centre for 
financin;,,'' Dcvelojuneiit lb'oj(*<*ts. The “ordinary ’ revenue, therefore, 
amounts to 24A ciort*s. The |)nncipal items eontnbutink^ to this revenue 
are 1 crore undei .lute J)nf\, .4 crores tIU lakhs under Inci>me-tax, 4(f lakhs 
under Agricultural Income-tax. 2 croi(‘s umlci I. and Itcvenue, l> crores 
under I-xcisc, crores under Stamps ami ’> cion's under Sales Tax and 
co^.'nate b‘Vies. Tin* estimat<*s umlei .lute l)u1\ and Income-tax are teiit.itive 
om*s and reasons ioj this have bi*en alread\ stated 

I'liere are tuo fioints in le^'-ard to the Iteveum* l\s(imate to uliicli 1 wish 
to invite the attention ot the House, in the hist pl.oa*. two ot the most 
important sources ot levemn*, viz.. Inciuiie-la\ ami I xU'C. are veiy sensitive 
to trade conditions, the lattei bciiik'' ])art iciilarh comlitH)ncd ])y the exise 
pidicv of (lovcrnim'iit SecondI\. the ]in sent estimates .m* based oti the 
existing'- structuie oi tinam lal allocatnm between tlie Ceiitie and the Province. 
It will 1 le only altet the new Coiistilntion h.is been finali\ st*ttled that we 
nhall be in a jHisition to know wbat out future financial it*sourct*s an* likely 
to be. 

The Heveiiue Expendituie in the <‘c>miny \eai is estimated at 42 crores 
out of whiell (iA ctoies ale oil account t»l J)eM*lopment Piojei ts fin. meed out 
of the ^''faiit obtainable tor the juirpose Irom the (ioveinment oi India The 
estimate also includes a lump proMsion ot I enue with a view to atiord 
some further ineasuie id financial relict to lowei paid (io\ernment employees. 
Leavinjr ihest* (wo special items out ot account, th«* t*stimate of what may 
be termed tlie ordinary expeudiliire ot tin* Piovmce stands at 24A crores. 
'J'lie Iloii.se may be interested to know how this figure comjiares with the 
e,s)>enditure in undivided Hen^nil. It appears from the Accounts that 
BenjK’ar.M revenue expenditure .stood at 4(i crores in 194*>-4t). The actuals for 
194tl-47 amounted to 42A crores but as tliis was ini'lusive of 3A crores on 
account of Development i*rojects, the ordinary revenue expenditure was very 
nearly the Huine as in the jirevious year. The estimated expenditure ai*eord- 
iuk^ to the Bengal Budget for I947-4S. amounted to .">4 crores including'* 12A 
erores for Devel(»i»ment Projects; vshioh places the ordinary expenditure at 
41i crores. An m/ interim increase in pav granted to (loverninent servants on 
the eve of Partition raised the estimate by 2A crores to a total of 44 crores. 
It will thus appear that the estimated expenditure in this Provime is nearly 
5(» per cent, of the estimate for undiviiled Benjfal That the proportion is 
not in (‘loser accord with the reduction in the size of the Province is due 
to a variety of factors. In the first place, there is a larjre body of surplus 
]>ers(mnel opting from East Beiikml for whom [Tovision has had to be made. 
Then, a^aiu, the administrative anti other char^^*s in the city of Calcutta 
which form a larjre part <»f the expenditure have not underpme aiiv diminu- 
tion as a result of the Partition. These include. aniouLr (^ther thinj?s, the 
cbarjyes on account of the Calcutta Police, the rationinsr ors:anisation in Cal- 
cutta as well as the larjfer medical, educational and other Government insti- 
tutions situatec^ within the city. Apart from these, the most important reason 
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for thf enhanced expenditure in WcNt IVug-al that expenditure ou bene, 
fieent activities has been veiv sub.stantially increased over the limit fixed 
for undivided Beniral. This is most noticeable under “ Aijrii ulture ‘ where 
the provision in the jueseiit e'.timate> stamN at erores dl lakhs against an

School 
for diploma course.s. A provision of 7 lakhs has been made for the over-

The largest individual provision for Medical Belief is one of a crore 
and d lakhs under the Devehqmient Programme lor the estahlishment of a neG 
woik of Union and Tliana Health (VMitres throughout the Province, each 
centre heinj/ equipjied with an indoor hosjiital, an outdoor dispensary, a 
maternity clinic and an anti-iualarial ‘^quad. tlthei provisions include 72 
lakhs lor thi* inainteiiance ot Auxiliary HospitaU in rural areas and (i lakhs 
for the e^lnhlishmerit of a rural Niii'^iiig Service I^rovisions for the im- 
provement f)f mediral facilities in (’alcutta imhnle 211 lakhs for the Lake 
Medical Uollegc, t» lakhs for the improvement of the Uami>hcll Medical 
School with provision for an extra BM) beds. I lakh ioi the ehildren's ward 
in flit' Medical f'ollege Hospital and 1 lakh for preliminary ex])enses in 
eonnection with the estalilishment of an Infectious l)iseas(‘s Hospital. Among 
measures lor coiuhatinj^ tulierculosis are inchuled a ])r()visiou of KlJ lakhs 
for the hosjutal at Kauc}ira]»ara, lakhs ioi th<* estahlishment of a Sana- 
torium.

.site trained statf for inijiroved agricultural activities it is proposed to 
start an Agricultural Uollege in West Bengal and a provision of 2 lakbs 
has accordingly been iiud tided in the Budget for land aci|ui.sition and other 
pndiminarx’ expenses. ()ne lakh has been provided tor the establishment of 
a dry eow’ vsulvage farm and 4^ lakhs for the running of ♦he Brooklyn Ice 
Plant and Cold Storage chambers which have been accjuired from the Army 
authorities. Finally, there is a provision of 25 lakhs for the completion of 
structures and provision of equipment in connection with the Central Live- 
Stock Station at Haringhata. 

The most important item in the Irrigation Budget is the Mor Irrigation 
Project for which a provision of 86 lakhs has been made under a Capital 
head in the coming year. The Project is divided into two parts. Part I 
being the construction of a reservoir behind a high dam across the Mor in 
the Sauthal Parganas in Bihar and Part II being the setting up of a 
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baitttge in Suri along with pick-up weirs across the rivers Dwarka, 
BrahmaBi, Kopai and Bakreswar and a network of canals which are expect- 
ed to irrigate an area of six lakhs of acres in Birbhum and parts of Burawan 
and Murshidubad. The present provision is for the second part only which 
will irrigate about a lakh and 20 thousand acres and is estimated to cost 4 
crores d 8 lakhs in all. Kxe<'Ution of Part I of the Scheme awaits an agree- 
ment with the (foverument of Bihar. It is hoped that thi.s airrwment will 
l>e soon forthcoming as Part II by itself will not be sufficiently productive. 
Other important provisions include 17 lakhs for the Soadighi-tfungakhali 
Drainage Si’heme, the Jhargrain Sr heme and the Dolong Project in Midna- 
pore. 10 lakhs for the Bcrai Canal and Subunkar Daura Scheme in Hankuni, 
8 lakhs tor the re-4*xcavation of tin* Saniswati Khal and the Tnins-Damodur 
Internal Drainage Scheme in Hooghlv and Howrah. 4 A lakh.s for the develop- 
ment of the Kiver Hesearrh In.^titutc and f* lakhs for the preparation ot a 
master plan tor the drainage of ( ah'Utta and the *5111 lomiding* areas. In 
c(»nuection with our plans for irrigation. I should like to refer to the 
Damodar Valley Development Piojerf whirh is a multi-purpose scheme of 
unique importance and interest The stheine involves tin* crei'tion of as 
many as eight ilaiiis 111 Hihar and is estimated to (ost 00 rrores. It will 
not only ensure^ adeipiate protection from the danger of flootls hut will 
also irrigate a vast area in this Provime and generate d lakhs kilowatts of 
electric power which will be available Imth to Bihar and to Wi^st Bengal. 
The scheme when ('omplefed will help in the production »d additional food- 
(TO})s of between 2 and -i lakh tmis; and the h\dro-electric power gem*rated 
hy it will he of great benefit to the coalfields

By this it is not suggested that under nn circumstances will ific Piovin- 
cial Government venture uiron any iDdu.stna] enterprise on their own 
account. In reg-ard to industries whif h are of a basic nature fir which 
constitute public utility serxices. Government may de( ide to undertake 
such enterprises with a view either to carry out pioneering work or fo create 
maxim^ employment for the people or to supply raw materials for other 
industries. The generation and supply of electricity, for instance, is a 
typ® of industry which Govefttiiuent has decided to undertake on their own 
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account, with the object of lu'ovidiu^r j>oAver to be utilised in irrigation, 
agriculture and industry. (Tovernuient i-. also considering the question of 
developing the suit industry either on their own account or through suitable 
public (!r)i fMtraiioiis and Boards and )>y aftording nece''.''ai v assistance to the 
existing concerns. 

('on.sisteritK uilli ilii^ I»olic\, a provision of lo lakh.s has. been made 
in the Budget tor ])arlHipation in the (Vntral ( Tovernment’s scheme for 
the manntactujc <d tertilisers on a large scale at Simlri in Bihar. A sum 
of 14 lakhs has been providefl for the development of the silk-reeling indus- 
try. tttlier Items concerned with the devcdopmeiit of the silk indus- 
try include reorganisation of the Silk ( unditioning Hniisp, the Silk Tech- 
nological Institute and the Department of Sericulture at a total cost of 
8 laklis. f ive lakhs hav(‘ been provided for the development of salt pro- 
duction and d lakhs tor the ciK'Ourag-ciiieiit of various types of small-scale 
imlustnes such as hand-made paper, r/i/r, etc. There is a provision of 4 
laklis tor the promotion of the Khadi Industry and of -S lakhs 
for the reorganisation of the industrial Research Laooratory. With 
a view t(» ensure an adequate siip])ly of eletdrical energy which is so neces- 
Bury for industrial devclo})iiient lakh^ hu.s been provided for the Xorth 
Ualinitta Ubatrification S(dieme. lakh^ for the appointment of jiower 
engineers and lakhs f(*r the Khaiag‘|nir»Midiiapore Elertrihcatiori 

Scheme There is also a provision of '1 lakhs tor Diesel alternators for the 
supply ol' power ami eiierg\ to areas uhere electricity is not yet available. 
The Tanning In.^titiile and the Textile lintitute under the Direetorate 
of Industries aic going to be considera)d> expanded and a total provision 
of Id laklis bus lu*en made for these two items. A number of j)rovisious 
huH be*en included in the Budget for the development of technical training 
institutions m West Beng:il A sum oi ti\ lakhs ha> })een ]>rovi(led for the 
eBtuhlishmeiit of tw'o Techni(*al Schools at .Talpaiguri ami Darjeeling and 
of b lakhs for tlie pia^vimialisation of the existing* Teclinical Schools at 
Burdwau ami Bishnupur. A jirovision of b lakhs lias been made for the 
ac(|vnsition of land for a flig'her Technological Institute to be established 
by the (lovernment of India in the vicinity of Asaiisol. T would also like 
to refer to two other important provisuuis. namely, one of 4 lakhs for a 
general Planning Organisation for indnstiial development and another of 
5 lakhs for a IManning Organisation for Heavy Chemicals in collaboration 
with the Bihar Oovernment and the Damodar Talley Corporation. 

I hope, in due course, to place before tlie Hous<* a proposal for the crea- 
tion of an Industrial Finame Corjxuaf ion for finaming the development 
of mediiiin-sii'ed uml small industries in this Province. The proposal is still 
umb'T the ('onsi deration of Oovernimmt. The organisation is j>roposed to 
be fonmnl on the hues of the recent srheme for Industrial Finance Corpora- 
tion formulatei] b\ the Government of India. Xo provision for this item 
has been included in the Budget but when the scheme matures, it will be 
placed before the House ami the necessary demand for funds will be made. 


Earlier in my statement I have referred to the urgent need for develop- 
ing our means of communication. The total provision made for this pur- 
po.se in next year’s Budget amounts to 1 crore TT lakhs and covers both 
Provincial Highways and important District Roads. There is also a provi- 
sion of 4b lakns for the section of the Calcutta-Delhi and Calcutta-Bomhay 
Xational Highways passing thmigh this Province as well for a road link 
with Assam from the border of Bihar t<» Bagdogra in Talpaiguri. Work 
is also in progress on the Xational Highway connecting the southern part 
of West Bengal with the northern part. The entire expenditure on account 
of all these Xational Highways will be met by the Centre and the Pro- 
vincial Budget is accordingly relieved of the charges relating to them. 
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The Houfie is wt-ll jiirare of the extreme hardship to whi< h the people 
going about their bu-'iuess in greater Caleutta are subjected daily for 
absolute inadeijuac\ of transports fjo ilities As this area is the nerve-centre 
of the ec'OiioMiic at'tivilics ot the Province. facilit\ (»f movement is 
absolutely essential, and (ioverninenl have ilecided t(» cieate aii organisation 
for putting a large number of bu^es on thi* roatls immediattdy. Heside.s 
offering the neeessar\ relief to the people, the sidieme nill also provide the 
requisite experieme which \\ill fie helpful in eonnection with tln‘ eventual 
iiatumaiisation of trans[iort services in Calcutta. A provision of oO Inkhii 
ha^ been included in the e‘‘timate> with this object in view.

The fiovernment are aw’are that 
some of them are living a life of povaoty and are desperately trying to find 
their feet in life A s( heme of a""i"’ance for tlieiii is under the coiHiderat ion 
of (iovernnient \\ lien all over tlo* vMirld it is found that the w ar-v’eferaus are 
Ireing helped in many material wavs }»y the ftovernrnents, we owe it to our- 
selves to do what we ran to these veterans in the figlit foi freedmu in 

the I»est ]»racrir ahle manner 

The welfare of labour is engaging the earnest cosideration of Government. 
It is fully recognised that contented and efficient labour is a vital asset to 
industrial prodiictirm The labourer is entitled to his fu]| share in firodnetioa 
and to a<le<|uate attention to his problems of w’elfare. At the same time it i« 
obvious that increasing prcaluction in the surest road to increasing wages. 
Production being a co-operative prfK'eaa, the maintenance of good relations 
between the employer and ihe emjrloyed is essential to increasing production 
which is t<i the mutual benefit of both partie#. It ia, therefore, the duty of 
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OoTemment to aasist in the development of trade unionism on sound lines an 
to provide the necessary iiiachiuery for the settlement of disputes by bringin 
together the parties on a of reason and discussion. In consonance wit 
this policy a provision of 1 lakh 68 thousand has been made for the establisl 
ment of a conciliation imu hinery, development of trade unions on sound line 
and the opening ol new labour welfare centres. There is also a provision o 
1 lakh 25 thousand for labour welfare centres with attached (ftspensariea 
radios, reading room',, etc. ; and 40 thousand from the publication of th 
Calcutta Laboui Journal. 


There is a jirovision of 10 lakhs included in these estimates for preliminar 
expen.ses in cf)niiecti(»n with the abolition of the Zemindari System which i* 
has been de( ided to carry out in the shortest po.Hsil)le times. "The details o 
the programme of abolition are being worked out jointly with other Province 
and ron.siderable progres.s has already been made ’ The niiestion of the amoun 
compensation as well a.s the method of its payment has not \et been settled ai 
it IS ji(»w l>eirjg discussed at the all-lndia level. The provision of 10 hkh 
represents meielv the jireliminary expenses in connection with the preparatioc 
ol lecoi’ds and the assessment ot claims to compensation. 


It u ill be seen that m the estimates before the House for the coming veai 
an additional provision of 1 crore has been made for increasing the emolu- 
ments of lower imid Government employees. This increase. I may point out, 
comes in addition to an increase of 2^ croreN per annum provided for on the 
eve of (he Partition. Both these increa.se.s ai‘e tecuriing charges. I am well 
aware that in the conditions of tile present times even these iniTeases may be 
found ifiadtMjualc to no'et the lull luaMU of those fn? whom tbe\ are meant. 
Put I am sure that Goverument em]doyces, eimsisting as they do of a large 
proportion of edmated nuMi, will not fail to appieciate tb(‘ di'tficuhies in the 
wa.\ ot niuking larger appropriations tor this purpose. While there cun lie no 
denying that conditions of living in the urban area-' have become difficult for 
many, particulai I\ those with fixed incdiiies, it will in- recognised that the 
Hulanes of (iiivernment employees must bear a eeitain relation to the ineome 
pud the standar<l (d living of tlie vast masses from wliose toil the coffers of 
the State have t(» lie filled, The Go^ernment of a counfrv is not a profit- 
making institution like a commercial enterprise in whieh increased emolu- 
ments can be claimed on the basis of the profits made Besides. (Govern- 
ment service can have a real signifieance onI> when it is actuated by a genuine 
spirit ol service to the public. That doo not mean that Governinent should 
be niditterenl to the e.-onomic welfare of their eiuploNees or .should not reward 
tiieir devotion to duty h\ improving their eimrhiments. But this shoubl be a 
gradual proeess. eouditioiiiMl by our ability to acliieve an imi»roved standard 
ot living for the masses and eouseriuent availability of requisite resources to 
the State. I am fiillN ('onfident that Bengal is sei'ond to no other Pnrvince 
in the disphiN of public spirit which 1 have just now mentioned. Aud I make 
the appeal in the tuliest confideiiee that Government employees of everv 
grade and in every hraneh will eGnee that .spirit of service to the cnuutrV 
without which our new-t(*\ind Ireedom would he of no avail to the masses anil 
may, indeed, prove to he a hitter disappointment to them. T mav assure them 
that after our present developmental plans for the ‘ amelioration 
of file lomlilioiis (d the masses have progres.sed to some extent aud the full 
pictuie of our hn.iiiciiil ro'iouncs under the new Constitutiou ia known we 
e-xpeet to see our revenues expuiid and (lien the (|uestion of raising the emolu- 
ments of lower paid (mvernmeiit servants will attain lie considered. For the 
present, let us not for>ref that th^ masses ton are lookinft forward to the first 
fruits of freedom and the most essential amenities of civilised Government in 
the shape of lietter educational and medical facilities and other measures of 
90iual service. 


Irft me now statue briefly the finaneial results of the workino of the cominx 
year according to the estimates placed before the House. The year starts witt 
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aB opening balance of 24 crore». Revenue receipts amount to 31 croros 
against an expenditure of 32 crores thus resulting in a revenue defiott of 1 
crore. The net effect of operations under the Debt, Deposit and Capital 
^Sections of the Bedget is a debit balance of 1 crore representing mainlv the 
net outlay on procurement operations, that is to say, the value of stocks of 
foodgraiiis purchased but not sold off during the year. 

The outstanding liabilities at the end of the year include the advunco 
of 24 crores taken from the (Vntre t(» liquidate the share allocated to this 
Province of the debit balance of uudivide<l Bengal with the Reserve Bank 
of India. As alreu(l\ expluine<l, other liabilities of substantial diiueusions 
are likely to accrue us u result of the albuution by the Arbitnil Tribunal 
of the outstanding financial coniinitments <»f untlivided Bengal and the 
value nf a«*Nt‘ts like buihlings included aithiii the b(»undaries of this 
Province

it will lie possible to fit them together into an integrated whole. 

The central ohjeenve of our Devehipiiieut Programme is admittedly to 
raise the standard of living of the masses. This, in ultimate unalysiti, 
conditioned by two obvious factors, namely jiroduction of more vi'ealth and 
its equitable distribution aimmg the people The foremost emjihasis should, 
of course, be laid on the first of the factors at thi.s stage of our economic deve- 
lopment. Even the most equitable dirttrihutiou of our existing national 
wealth can hardly ensure any substatial improvement in the standard of 
living and more wealth muit l>e created by tne improvement of agriculture

and industry. The resu^jcftation of our rural economy is naturally to be 
placed in the forefront of our programme of work and will depend mainly 
on the pr<jvisioii of cheap electricity and a(le(juate irrig’ational tacili- 
tien. Cheap electricity can alone as'.ist the cottaffe and sinali industries in 
a material way aufl /jiace tijeiii in a po^itinn of competitive efficiency in 
regard to oiyran ized indintries — not indeed, with a view to replace them but 
as an effective pait of an iiite^'Tated w lioh^ coiiipi isin^r |ar;re-scale. medium- 
sized, small and coffap-e nidiistries The impnwemeiit of irri^rational faci- 
lities in the nnul areaN uill impro\e the yield of ajrriciilture and help its 
extension in the I'toMiiee in uhieh many thousands of acres remain arid 
and uncultivated in the aliseiiee of adequate water-supply. Schemes for 
tacklinj^ all tliesi* problems are, of course, bein^r taken in hand on a ^^ra- 
duated scale and accordiri^r to due order of priority. 

In thi' pjdces', (tf dfvjdopiny our resources and creatiiid- new wealth, it 
shall he ouj constant endea\our to ‘(ee that the increased production and 
prosjieiity is shaie<] in its full m(*asur<* i)_\ th(‘ common man both in rural 
and uihaii aieas. It uill Ite our aim to abjure nn\ policy that 
fends to concent rate wealth in the liamls of a fortunate few, thereliy 
m.ikinp, rclali\ely. the rub neber and the pool- poorer. It should, how- 
ever, lic icnicmbeicd tliat it Is not within tlie c(unpetem'e ct any l*r(*vnicial 
Giu'enmient to contnd all the taetois respousilde for siudi inequalities in 
the socief,\ . I need haidU stress that no countiv can he a true detmuTacy 
if it allows ;j?cat iiie(|ualit ics of wealth and latik to cm>.1 except sindi as 
are w at ranted by liitVeiences lu merit Foi, it is hasieall\ wTou^r tliat one 
should P '0 throupli life willi evety coneeivahle material advantap-e while

If does not 
automaticalK or by itself ciianp-e in a moment tl»e re.sonnes at our eom- 
tnand, Those who e\}a‘ct that free<loin. h\ itself, will, in the twinklinjCf 
of an eu*, wavi' all mir wants and troubles a wax and at om*e re-establish our 
deranp-ed economy on a siuiml Imsjs, are count inp: without tin* inherent res- 
}‘onsihilities of freeilom. While (ioveinmeiit may find ways and means of 
makinp- larp-er outlays on hiu and heiiefieial schemes, the aicomplistment of 
the various eonstnudive schemes and projects would de|>end n}>on the expert 
personnel at our ciunmand, the ca})acity few i-o-operation and eo-ordination 
W'hich we have in our ranks and also the availahility of reijuisite materials. 
That cajiacity can he preatlv enhanced if we are cajiahle of eliminatinfr un-* 
healthy differences, and enthusing one and all for the common aims we have 
before us. ^ 

While our endeavours as represented in this, the first Budp^t of our 
Province, in Free India are not spectacular or far-reaehinp. let ns prav to 
Almighty God that these may lead to greater and more comprehensive erforta 
on our part. Let us also invoke the blessings of the Father of the Xation, 
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Mahatma Gandhi, in all our endeavours to build up a society in wbicb there 
will he ho poverty, uo feeling of hicrli (das-j and low* class: a society in whose 
making the common man w*iTl have an elective voice and in which all com- 
munities big or small >hull live in perfect harmony.

There it has been 
mentioned: ‘'Land, that is to say, rights in or over land, land tenure, 
including the relation of landlord and tenant, and the collection of rents; 
transfer, alienation and devolution of agricultural land; land improvement 
and agricultural loans; colonisation ; Courts of Wards; encumbered and 
attached estates! treasure trove”, etc. All these are items for provincial 
legislation. Therefore, in view of these facts, I submit that it is quite 
W'ithin the comj)et«nce of this House to legislate on the subject and you 
would be pleased to rule Mr. Khuda Bukhsh’s point of order out of order. 

Jiflib MDi KHUDA BUKH8H. May 1 be ])ermitted to elucidate 
the point that I made before \oii give \oiir ruling. My point wa.s 
not whether it was within the competence of the legislature to legislate but 
the subject of acquisition. I am aware quite as much as my nonourable 
friend is aware that it is within the competence of the Provincial Legi.sla- 
ture to legislate on the subject. The point I wanted to make out was 
whether it was in ehect an alteration of the provisions of an existing Act 
which w^as also aj>p!icable over Bengal. At present land is acquired under 
the Land Acrjuisition Act and in the acquirement of that land Government 
has to follow a prescribed procedure and the Government has to nay com- 
pensation as lai(f down hy the Land Acquisition Act. If you find that bv 
this s4‘ction 7 the [Provincial Government .seeks to amend or to alter the 
provisions of that Act, then, Sir, it is in effect trying to amend the provi- 
sions of a Central Act. 'I’hat is my point of order If you find that it is 
an attempt to alt«‘r the provisions of a Central Act, you will rule that it is 
ultra rirt's and that cannot he done. 

Tha Hon’bl« 8ri BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Ma> 1 .submit. Sir. tiut 
it has been specificaliv laid dov n in sei tion 299 that we have to lay down 
eertain principles. That is tiie only limitation placed on the functions of 
the Provincial Is-gislature and what we have done in this Bill is that we 
have onU laid down that the ]nin<i])les which we have to follow are the 
principles which have been mentioned and (uiunciuted in the T>and Acijuisi- 
tion Act. Therefore, Sir, if we take a leaf out of the Central Act. it does 
not by itself make this ultra nrrx or vitiat-e this Bill. Therefore, 1 submit 
♦ hat us it has been laid down in section 299 that the principles on winch 
compensation should be given must be mentioned in the Bill, we have done 
only that mucli, viz., we have mentioned tlie jirinciples that are to be 
enunciated in <’onnectioii with the grunt of compensation and the principles 
are tho.se which have be<'n followed in the liand Acquisition Act. There- 
fore, Sir, 1 think this Bill is cmite in order and does not in any way go 
beyond the jurisdiction of the rn»incial Legislature. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: In m\ view this Bill is within the purview of this 
Legislature and 1 do not agree with Mr. Khuda Bukhsli’s point of order. 
The .subject after the Act t)f 19)15, has come within the purview of the 
Provincial Legislature and the Provincial Tiegi.slature is now quite com- 
petent to deal with the same. When the Land Acquisition Act was passed 
It was passed ])rior t<j 19.'{5. At that time this list was not there but after 
the Act was ]mssed the list I*' there and the list empowers the Provincial 
Government to pas.s legislation on this subject. Therefore, in my view it 
is within the competence of this legi.sluture. 

So far as Mr. Khuda Bukhsh's objection to second provi.so to section 7 
IS concerned, in my view' .section 299 clearly savs that there should be com- 
pensation and the compensation may be fixed by the Act or the principles 
mav be laid dow’u. 1 find that far as the principles are coueeined. thev 
have been laid down in this proviso and I do not find that that offends 
against .section 299. I, thereiore. hold that this Bill is in (oder and it is 
within our competence to pass this Bill.

It has 
been laid down in section 11 that “No decision or order made in exercise 
of any imwer conferred by or under this Act shall be called in question in 
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any CmrV*, but in section 8 we have said that reference to court is possible. 
Therefore, unless we add tl>ese words, vis., “save as otherwise expressly 
provided in this Act”, the powers given to the Courts under section 8 
would l>e nullified. Therefore these words are being added to clause 11 
whereby we are giving the powers to Courts as provided in section 8.

< hance tii see wliat lules are being made - whether the\ are eonlrai> to or ' 
wlietlier tlie> ari‘ in agreement with the wishes of the people or wliether 
tlie\ me in agreement witli the purposes set out in this Bill. 

Sir, there is jirecedent also of this procedure. In respect of the Motor 
Vehicles Act (loveniment agreed that rules made thereunder should be 
placed before the Provincial Ix'gislative Aswmbly and also, Sir, there are 
other Bills wliere (lovernmiuit, liave accepted the principle that the rules 
should be laid before the House. Therefore, Sir, I suggest that ray amend- 
ment should be aceepted by (ioverimient . 

The Hofi’ble Sri BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: Mr. Deputy Speaker, 
Sir, I think the proposal put forward here is really redundant b^ause it is 
one of the universally accqited principles of legislation that only the 
general principles r»re laid Oown in the body of the .statute and there must 
be given some powers to the Provincial (tovernment to make rules without 
infringing the letter and spirit of the statute. I quite agr<*e with my 
bonoupble friend that the Government in certain cases have the chance of 
misusing the powers, but Sir, no legislation, I submit, can be fool-proof 
and knave-proof. Therefore, the ultimate test is whether you have 
confidence in the Government or not because you have to give certain powers 
to Government if you have to » arr\ legislation into practice. 

Sir, I could not really follow' the argument of my honourable friend. 
He said that the rules should be laid before the Assenibl.y. I do not know 
whether he meant that the rules shall have to be approved by the Aasembly 
or shall have to l>e laid before the Assembly only for information. Well, 
Sir, 1 find that the honourable member says that the rules will have to be 
laid before the Assembly only for information. If that be the object of ibis 
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I beg to eubmit that this is really quite mmeoeeaery, because 
^re published in the gazette and the gazette is also laid <m the Assembly 
fabh a»d is sup^ied to the members of the House free. Therefore, if the 
inembers of tbe House want to have any knowledge of the rules, they may 
also go through the gazette and have information on that point. There- 
fore, Sir, my view is that tliis amendment should not be accepted. \ 

MD. KHUOA BUKHSH: Sir, may I rise again to clarify 

the point raised ^ M> honourable friend has said that the gazelhte 

is available to the inernbers as also to those of the public who would care 
to read it. Sir, laying of the rules before the House has an implication. 
When they <'ome before the Assembly, members can express themselves on 
them and iimoii tiers cun take the Government to task, if they disapprove of 
those rules, hut mere publication in the gazefte, Sir, does not give thb 
members that opporlunil}. What 1 vranted from Government is an oppor- 
tunity to Ix" able to express ouri^lves on the rules made by the Government. 
My honourable friend is quite right in thinking that rny intention was that 
the rules should not have the prior approval of (Government but the rules 
made in exercise of the powers given to the Government unaer this section 
should he laid on the talile, .so that the members may hav^ a look at them 
before the^ ure jirinted and they can ask questions nr probably by a resolu- 
tion disapprove of a ( ertain rule. And, Sir, in another ' Bill " tbe same 
llon’ble Minister has accepted the principle of laying down the rules on the 
I aide.

danab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Mr. l>eput\ Speaker. Sir, the clauses 
ul the Bill have been uccejited b\ the House on the strength of the 
iiiapuity (it the (Government bencheH. All the amendments that this 
'ilide <»f the House suggested have been rejected on the strength of their 
majority. 

Sir, in the Statement of Objects and Iteusons it has been stated that in 
consequence of the paitiiion of Bengal it has liecome urgently necessary to 
obtain jiowers for Oovernment .so as to ensure at short notice and fair price 
pr(H urement of land for public se(‘urity, etc. Sir, whether this urgency 
ha.s evolved or lias come overnight, the Hon’ble Minister has not l>een able 
to make out a case for urgency. Sir, as I have always maintained and I 
wish to repeat it here with all the emphasis 1 can command that all the 
j)rovision> in this Bill are to be found in the Land Acquisition Act but it 
differs only in this respect that it prQxidaa. ixir apeeilier acquisition of land. 
But *ipeedier a(*(jiiisition can only be justified by urgency. ^ 
has only said that a .situation lia^ arisen or that there is urgency, but he 
iias not thought it tit and proper to take the House into confidence and tell 
u.s exactly what is the nature of the urgency and in what manner or in 
what particular the Land Ataiuisilion Act is deficient for his purposes. 

Sir. we have tried U» improve the Bill in certain resjiedii, but in his 
hurry — 1 must sa> , in hi> indecent hurr\ —the Hon’ble Minister has not 
looked into the amendments with the consideration that they deserve. And, 
Sir, before tlii.s ]iill is jdaced on the Statute Book we are again asking tlio 
Hon’ble Minister to avail of this last chance of taking the House into 
confidence and tell u> what exactly i.s the urgency and wiiut is the necessity 
that (‘ertain provisions of ihe T.and Accjuisition Act should be waived ana 
speedier processes be sub.sh'tuled for proliably more lengthy processes. 

Sir, with the la.st amenllment that I moved for placing all rules made 
under this rule before Ihe Hous**, I again enter our protest that this should 
have been done and at thi.s stage I should like to nave an assurance from 
the Hon 'hie Minister that though he has had the amendment rejected by 
his party, he will lay those rules before the House, 

Tllft Hofl’llte $ri B|MAL pHANOBA liNHAl Mr. Deputy Speaker, 
Sir, before ine Hon'ble Minister replies to the points raised by the memberi 
opposite, mav I point out. Sir, that in presenting the Bill, the Ho&'ble 
Minister in charge of tills legislation made otit a cage for speedy acquisition 
of land. } thina it is unfair to complain that this Bill has been rushed 
through tjie Legislature by sheer weight of the majority because, firstly, it 
must be understobd that in the present time when parties are so'id and 
there must ^ clear-cut party lines, there is no use complainii^ about that. 
We also used to complain on that score for two years, and Hon ole Ministers 
from these treasury benches used to put forward the assurance that they 
Fould give sympathetic consideration to our suggestions but thev used io 
irejgct all our amendments.* ]l*hil« 1 do not froposp to emulate that 
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example, I should like to^, say a few words as regards the reliableness of 
this piece of legislation. ( "\Ve should not forget for one inii^t ' that the 
border of Bengal is also the border of India, and that it is therefore neoes- 
sar}^ to connect the border regions with good roads so that there ma#'be 
easy movements in all the areas. Secondly, you know West ^ngal vi%uld 
become a deficit province and it is necessary for good food procurement to 
have interior villages connected with towns with a good network of roadi. 

If we go through the ordinary' processes of land acquisition, it will take 
six months or seven mouths, to say the minimum, before any road construe^ ■* 
tion can lx‘ taken up. Therefore I put it before the House if the House, 
desires that six or seven months should elapse before even preliminaries to 
road construction should be completed. As the rains would intervene, a 
delay of six months would really mean that it will take one year more to 
iM'gin const rue ti(}n of roads. Is it the desire of the House that at the 
present moment there should be no roads, even dry fair-weather roads for 
food procureimMit for one good yearP 

Sir, it is quite understandable that we cannot leave the province in that 
slate of affairs, and if that be so, it is essential that before rains come, there 
sh(jul(l he at least dry fair-weather roads, and prej)arati()ns should be set on 
foot so that we mav have g(H)d roads wdtliin a year. This Bill has been 
hrouglit with this object in view, and as my Hon'ble friend, Mr. Niharendu 
J)utt-Mazunidar pointed out \esterda\. it should be the patriotic duty of all 
luteiested in the stuhilit\ of the State or in the interest of proper food 
procurement to see to it that land is voluntarily given up so tnat we may 
connect villages with the (h^'iitral liead(piarters and other towns in order 
that there might not be any possibility of famine or possibility of any 
dangerous activities. 1 think, it has lieeii made amply clear that this Bill 
has been drafted with that object in view and that has been stated 
Hjiecifically and clearly in the Preamble. I do not think there is any reason 
liiat the powers giv<*!i in thi> Hill will b(‘ misused because this Bill is after 
nil a limited Bill, limited to three years onl>. 

VVbth th#*se words. Sir, 1 entireK suj^port the motion moved by my 
Hon’ble friend, Sri Mohini Mohan Barman, and .suggest iliat this Bill be 
passed into law. 

Sri JYOTI BA8U: Mr. Deputy.Speaker, Sir, 1 had no de.i re vesterday 
to purticijiate in the di'.ciissioiis wdtli reganl to this Hill which i.s ]>efore 
Us Wenuse 1 felt that it was so vague — the Statement of Objects and 
Heasons, etc. — that it was not possible to say anything until and unless one 
heard, especiall> the Ministers, on this particular ^iil and its clauses. I 
heard them yesterday and today and especially just now I have also heard 
amither Ministei* on the j)urpose of this Bill. I feel as Mr, Khuda Bukhsh 
has rightly ]»ointed out that no rase has in fact been made out as to why 
this llill was mH-esHary. AVe are told that for quirk irrigation purposes, 
for roads, food procurement and all the rest of it we need this Bill very 
urgently. Of course, in the Objects and Reasons they do not «ay so. This 
is made out in the speeches of the Ministers. In the Objects and Reasons, 
n.s usual, tlie Ooverument trots out the reason that for public security due 
to the partition of Heiigal and for communication and transport this Bill 
is necessary, that is, to lequisitinn and ncmiisition lands, but we do not 
know — the Ministers have not told u.h — whetuer there is a war on between 
Pakistan and India. Those things are never told us. Yesterday I thought 
and on first reading of this Bill I thought that probably for the border 
districts bordering on Pakistan for f'ertain defence purposes the State of 
West Bengal would need .some lands and therefore it would be of limited 
application. But having heard ihe Ministers I come to realise that in 
actual fact it is of far wider application than what I thought at the begin- 
ning. The Objects and Reasons, as I have tried to show, do not mean any- 
thing, because, for instance, it says that for maintaining supplies and 
Jkervioes essential to the life of the commnnity such powers — wide TOwers— 
are necessary for the Government . Now, tliis has nothing to do eiuer with 
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the Bengal or with the creation of a new State, becauao it ii 

easy eno^^jpr any State at any moment to say that for maintaining 
j^n&lies fp^^nd such powers are necessarv* and therefore drastic legislation 
mtH l)e gosil throujfh. Therefore 1 feel that no case has at all been made 
ott|pg to why this Bill is particularly necessary. 

,^\ye are told that before the rains — that is the most amaaing part of it— 
jusf now we have l)een told by another JBon’ble Minister that oefore the 
x rains this road construction is going to he started. 1 would like to see this 
Government doing that particular thing before the rains. We know how 
the Government moves as far as giving benefit to the ordinary people is 
concerned. Therefore we shall wait ana see for another two months how 

thi.s road con.^tructioii is going to start before the rains. If I may say so, 

Mr. Deputy SjK^aker, it ivS no use trying to bluff u.s — 1 use that word and I 
know what 1 su\ — because vhen it was framed they did not have all this 
in mind. Now in crder prn}»ablv to hoodwink the pimple again a short- 
notice amendment was introduced that for irrigation pur|)Ose also to benefit 
the Kisans they neml tliese powers under this Bill. Again we are told, as 
always we are lolil these days, that the State is in danger — ^for public 
MMunt\. Now, if the Hon'hle Mini.sters specially are so enamoured of 
juiblic security, if tiiev so love their country, I do not see why during these 
three, four or five months all that the\ have been doing was to sauabble 
amongst themselv<‘s for p4‘tty olti<‘e.s. Todn\ there is no que.»dion ot doing 
service to the people. \\*e heard a few' day.s hack that again signatures 
were being taken by some or other Ministers or peoph‘ who want to become 
Ministers Of course the best tiling would be in such a case to make all 

of them Ministers- tliose who want to become Mini.sters — by rotation, if 

necessary. Howe\er, i made out that point in order to show' that really 
this ijuestion of puidic security or tiie security of the State has nothing to 
do with tlie purpo‘'es iis staled in the Objects and Reasotis. 

Mr. I)ejuit\ SjM'akei, Sir, I have also felt on hearing the .speeches that 
these gentlemen sitting opjiosite have enunciated a principle here which ii 
very dangerous and which may in future In* used for other purposes oven if 
this particular Bill or Act was used for the limited jiurposes for W'hich it 
is jmrported t(» have been placed before us. 

Now, with regard to compensation, that is, clause 7. Yesterday one of 
the Miui.sters was very eloquent. He said that somebody paid him a 
compliment by saying that thi.H was a revolutionary measure and that parti- 
cular Hon’ble Minister congratulated himself and his Government becauae 
he tliought that this was rea!l\ a revolutionary measure. 1 also feel that it 
is to .some extent a revolutionary measure because here the noverty-stricken 
pe{»ple, the ordinary petqile are told if their land is going to tie requisitioned 
or acquired from tlieni, as it i.s said in the Bible — Blessed are the j>oor for 
theirs is the Kingdimi nf Heaven — th<‘y .should not ask for more, the rate 
of compensation in their cane shouhl not be higlier than what would be in 
the ease of their triend*^, the ricli. That is why we firnl no distinction 
whatsiuner ma«le. That is their idea of fairness, fair play, fair price and 
all the rest of it, because w'e thought m our simple human logic that fair 
pnce cannot be th<‘ same for all persons. If a rich man’s land is taken 
away from him, J ran even suggest that if it is necessary for the State, no 
compensation shall be paid to him because even then he can carp^ on hii 
livelihood. But if a poor rnairs property taken away from him, then 
surely the rate of ronqieri.sation should be much higher than w'hal is given 
to either a middle (lass person or a zemindar and so on. Bui our present 
Ministers ‘do not believe in that kind of* logic l>ecause within a very short 
period of time they have succeeded in forgetting — almost forgetting— the 
people and therefore atcording to their present logic they think that 
parasites should be paid the same compensation as the ordinary toiling 
people. Of course, it would l>e, I know, a sacrilege even to iugrat to the 
members sitting opposite, specially those adorning the Ministerial Benches, 
that compensation need not^be paid at all in certain cases, becans# I know 
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tliEt in the constitution which has been framed by the CongripM it has been 
laid down that no property shall be taken away from a Mlfon without 
contpensating him adequately. I do not of course agree with point of 
yiew but I know that the gentlemen sitting opposite do agree with ^that 
point of view ]>ecause tliey are the servitors of the rich and they Will not and 
cannot serve the ordinary people. But I would suggest at the same time 
that even if tliey did not do that sacrilege, at least there must be some 
justice left in them, so that they might at some time or other look at the 
ordinarj' coiimion people and see that they at least, if their lands are taken 
away, get somethin^ more than what the rich get. But I know that I am 
shouting in vain, it is not possible that 1 .shall be able to convince them, 
because some of them Lave, during tJie last three" or four months, somehow 
or Ollier got otiif e and power. Office, of course, they have got, but as 
regards power some (jf them think that they are already independent and 
the Britishers are no longer there. All this has turned their heads. So 
naturally 1 cannot expect to convince them about my suggestions. But I 
would ask them ; is this the principle — the principle which has been 
enunciated in tlii.s Bill and wliich on first reading may sound to be very 
innocuous — which is going to be followed in future with regard to all other 
uiea.sures which may come about during the course of one, two or three 
years, if they get sufficient lime leaving apart their own petty squabbles 
and (juurrels)^ If they do bring the.se measures, measures for instance in 
order to get rid of the zemindari system, then would the same principle be 
f(d lowed, 1 wonder. And that is wh> after having heard all the debates 1 
would even at this stage suggest that since, in fact, no case has been made 
out that they need all these jiower.s, so that within the next two or three 
months tliey have to go tlirough some emergent work — since that case has 
not been made out, J would suggest to them that even at this stage they 
should not pro(‘eed with the Bill but halt here, so that as was suggestea, 
may take this up a little later on after having some more discussion, because 
some very vital principles are imi'olved. Therefore, 1 am ( onstrained to say 
fliat my vote shall certainly go against this Bill, because all these principles 
jiave been violated — princfples by which I stand, by wliich the gentlemen 
sitting there stood a few months back before tbe\ w’ere in office. 

Jamb ABDUR RAHMAN BIDDIQi: Mr Deputy Speaker, Sir, the 
very fact that vicarious dt"fence» are being offered for the relevancy of this 
Bill, is enough to conviiue me of the fact that it was not wanted. Imagine, 
bir, bringing forward the argument that because a new’ frontier has neen 
established on the eastern side of this province and for that purpose roads 
and all the other paraphurnalia of military strategy will lie required is an 
argument that <ould eoiue out (d' a brain full of enthusiasm hut not good 
sense. When you think of the frontier from the Bay of Bengal to the 
confines of .\s.suin and then if you consider the whole military problem and 
the manner in which the vicarious defence was put before us, had the 
Fniaiit^e Minister been here he would perhaps have given up the ghost. 
8ir, we have Iw’ard of Magiuot Line. I wonder if we are going to have 
another. After the fimincial statement that was presented to us only the 
other ila> I feel that the whole thing — to use an Americanism — is bunkum. 
There are reasons why this Bill is being wanted, but its sponsors are 
mightily afraid of giving out those reasons to the House. I wish they had 
come out openlv and freely and told us whj this Bill is wanted. Six, we 
all know* that tlie majority must support the Government : Otherwise the 
(iovernment would not be there. But to use the power of the majority 
either bv silence on their ow'ii part or by refusing to listen to those who have 
some criticisms to offer shows tendencies which, to say the least of it, m 
uuparliumentary and definitely undemocratic. These are tendencies which 
hoiioiirablf members sitting opposite would have described as totalitarian, 
liir, 1 know we are passing through a crisis these days. 1 am hoping that 

H I we shall come down to Jlouier Earth and that very soon we shall 
in to realise that evep the critic may have sincerity m his hMurt. ^ Be 
I gcA criticise mereb* to criticise, but the duty of the Opposition ie to 
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^41 the Government where it is ^ing wrong, to tell the Government wlif 
it ehould not do this and why it should do the other thing. OtherwifO 
there nwd be no opposition, there need |>e no legislature; they could sit in 
their rainiaterial offices and issue orders. Sir, to mention monsoon as a 
ROtt of time limit was another argument which made me laugh. Perhj^ 
there was something in the cheek of the Hon*ble Minister who was using 
it. We are in Fehruary. Monsoon will come soon. Whether roads are 
built in monsoon and whether irrigation schemes are taken up in monsoon 
is. to put it again in the most luodest u)aiiu<*r. laughable. Yes, the whole 
scheme and plan of roa<ls, irrigation and the thousand and one other things 
connected with military strategy — I am leaving aside the civil aspect of the 
matter — to use military strategy as the main argument and simultaneously 
to Talk of procuremeirt and joining the villages with the centres, again 
estaldisli the fact that there is something up the sleeve of the Cabinet which 
it is not jirepared to divulg<‘ to the House. 

Ju these (ircumstances, Sir. we can only utter our warnings, because 
we know that the Bill will become an Act in 10 minutes* time from now. 
Again is it possible to ap|H^al to the new Cabinet to go about their business 
in a friendlier way — 1 am rejjeating this o// naujteatu — for the simple reason 
that with our criticism before them they will perhaps be able to reconsider 
fbeu^u>>ition on some of the points. All that is uttered from this side of 
the House need not be brushed aside summarily. Tberi* may be sense in 
it somewhere, because tlie\ will theiiiselyes agree that a Cabinet or individual 
Ministers are not infallible It is po.s.sible for them to make mistakes, and 
the best jiroof of what I am saying, i.s the fantastic idea that all these 
sciiemes will have taken sliape before the monsoon and, as I understand, wiU 
have ( f»me into being within the period of the Bill, three years. Kir, let us go 
about our luisines.s in a more sensible manner than this. J can understand 
tliat the partition has created certain problems for us, and we have got to 
handle them as }»est as we can. but let us meet them sensibly, let us meet 
them with }^enerosit\ or statesmanship for the good of the province which, 
as the Hon ble flie Finame Minister t(dd us, needs combined effort and 
united emieavour to reach the goal %vbicb he con.siders will be a glorious 
one

urgency of (hi*, imutsure 1 do not wish to wa.ste mindi time of the House 
in replies or cntui>m.s oi all tlie spee(‘lje>. 

Sir, s(»me f>f my friends opposite .seem t(» have been neutralised, to start 
with, in the c'ourse of the debate yesterday and, as is their wont, to sit on 
the fence and then alternately to l»e on one sido or the other. Of course 
that liberty of tlieir.s must be recognised J do not wish to pursue such 
vacillating gyrations of that point of view any further. But I wish to say 
this only that it should have been obvious to my friends opposite what the 
urgency of thi.s Bill is. Jn the first jilace, thanks to all men of good will, 
we are enjoying comparative [leaco and tranquillity in Ibis West Bengal 
province of ours. Here is no question of communalism in our politics any 
longer ; ciiisens find absolute protection of the State : the State is unsparing 
of lawlessness and hooliganism, no matter •what community the hooligans 
might belong to. Thanks to that, we have been fortunate so far as this 
province of West Bengal is concerned. We are also fortunate that in the 
neighbouring sister province of ours which is now in a separate State, we 
have got a fiovemment about whose intention 1 have no doubt that they are 
absolute!}^ friendlv to this their sister province of West Bengal. Sir, we 
look forward to the best and utmost cordial relations between the Govern- 
ments of these two province.?, but at the same time it is not possible to 
shut the eyes of any thinkii^ or seeing ]^ple to the fact that very nn&lf* 
innately the Government oFEast Bengal does not seem to be able to ^ei|arol 
the people as it ought to be. Sir, we have read only recently that 
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hare been burnt down just a few davs ago. We have seen that there are 
elements of lawlessness there. Incidents have taken place when such 
elements have crossed the border and created trouble. 

Sri dt Oe Gupta: tJn a point of order, Sii. I tliink criticism of another 
State in this connection is not permissible. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: It is not permissible. 

Tht Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: No, Sir, 1 have 
not said anything against another State. 1 have said, to start with, that 
we are very fortunate in liaving a friendly neighbouring Government, but 
at the same iiiiie I have said that there are element.s who have crossed jnto 
Indian border, and it is with a view to ensure that in any emergency wjien 
such lawless elements who in spite of the best of intentions of the 6overn- 
ment transgress all r<*strif‘tions of law and international decorum our people 
must be forlified and we must see that they are supplied with good roads 
so that even citizens having the advantage of good communications may be 
able to defend themselves against the inroads of marauders whom the 
Government of East Bengal province, I am sure, decry. But if it is beyond 
their j)ower to r<‘sist these elements, at least our people in the border land 
who are i)recuriousl,\ situated must he able to defend themselves. That is 
one renson why in the ]tarticular region there ought to be good roads for 
the purpoM* of st*eiug that no smuggling out of the province can take 
place: there is proper arrangement for patrol: there may be proper cordon- 
ing to save this province from foodstuff and other esseptial articles going 
out illegall.^, and it is well known that a lot of these free hooters are about. 
W hen this ])rnvinc(‘ is in a j>recurious state as regards essential necessities 
and footlstuff, 1 do not see wh> there .should be an\ objection to make this 
jirovision. There is no question of any panic in this jirovince but at the 
same time this orovince is faied with this situation that thousands of 
people are flockiiig in as immigrants out of pani<‘. That constitutes an 
enormous ]>roblem nir this piovime, hut the same situation does not Prise 
in the case of our sister province. Taking all tlieM* points into considera- 
tion it is necessary that (»ur Government and our people should he in a 
position to provide* for gijod roads, good communications, and places where 
refugees may find shelter, where ]>roper ])atio!ling an ang(*ments may be 
made so that food.Nfufls (annot go out. and where our forces may be in a 
position to restrain the marauding bands wlio cross the border. 

8ri «IYOTI BA8U: Gn a point <»f order. Sir. There is no sueh thing 
in the Bill us housing of refugee's. He is talking irrelevant. I think the 
Hon’ble Minister should read the Bill. 

The Hon*ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR; Sir, with all 
these things happening around us the Government is asking that power 
should be gi\en to tlu* Government ui. order to acquire land where works 
of urgent jnibllc inquiriance may be started. An honourable friend of 
mine opposite M as carried aM<a> in his enthusiasm ; in his enthusiasm for 
the monsoon, he seems to have skijqx'd over the M’hole of the winter season, 
and he is uom* skip]>ing over the spring season that lies ahead. But all 
M'ork.s have to be carried through and carried through straightway, and for 
these purjioses thes<» powers aft* urgently required. 

Sir, beyond this I do not m ish to say anything furtl^er. With a little 
hit of inuigiuntion on their side ii- might not have been difficult for our 
friends on^M)site to see the urgency of this Bill. There is no Question of 
rushing tins piece of legislation through. We have seen on the uoor of the 
Mouse that by a simple validating Bill, seven, eight, nine or ten Ordinances 
have been eonyertetl into Ium . That is a practice which this Government 
W9l|d never emulate. There is no question of rushing this BiU throxurh. 

Bill has Wn published, notified and circulated; and if any honourable 
mlWip' changing his opinion breaks his neutrality, he is at liberty to do so 
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to add an interest to the debate. But so far as the relevancy Hid the 
uiwncy of the Bill are concerned, I think it ought to aatis^ my honour* 
able friends that it is in the interest of the public of this province that ^ese 
arrangements should be made immediately and these powers are precisely 
directed to meet these necessities of Government. 

^ The Hon’ble Sri MOHiNI MOHAN BARMAN: Mr. Deputy Speaker. 
Sfr, honourable members of this House are aware that this short ana 
temporary pi<H.e of legislation will remain in force for a period of three years 
and honourable members are also fully aware that in consequence of the 
partition of Bengal many problems have crop}>ed up which oould not be 

anticipated before*. At tlie pres<»nt moment good roads are essentially 

necessary in order to connect the border lauds with other parts of the 

province. This is tlie time when in the interest of public safety and for 

providing dm*ct communications and for maintaining services and supplies 
essential to the life of tlie commuiiit\, the Bill is essentially requirea.

, As regards determination ol market value I like to Hubmit that we also J

in liie market value (d the jireseiit day or double the market value for the 
year lf)41 whichever is less. But now we see that if we determine the 
value according to the priie of l!Ul, or double of it, the land-owners will 
be losers thereby. So, we thought that the price of 1946 would be the 
fair price and if we take the price according to the present day, that is in 
1948, it will be practically a black-market price. Now, the price has risen 
up to a ver\ high level and it is not the proper price. So, we shall deter- 
mine the value of the land according to tlie market value of 1946,

The HOfl’ble 8rl MOHINI MOHAN BARMAN: Sir, 1 beg to introduce 
the Requisitioned Land (Continuance of Powers) West Beng^ Amendment 
Bill, 1948. 

(Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

T(ie Hoif'BIt gr? MOHINI MoHAN BARMAN: Sir, I beg to move that 
ihe Requisitioned Land (Continuance of Powers) West Bengal Amendment 
Bill. 1948, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, this is a very short measure and it will remain in force for two 
vears. The e.vistiug Act whereby the powers in respect of requisitioned 
lands under the Defence of India Act, 1939, have been retained will ex jure 
on the 31st of March, 1948. Unless therefore^ a further legislative wtiou 
is taketi in the matter extending the periwl for the exercise of such powers, 
it >;^ould 1>« neoessarx for the Government to release all requisitioned lands 
and buildings to the owners within a veiy’ short time on or before the 31st 
of )ttar<'h, W8. A large numl>er of requisitioned properties are sGll being 
ti(^ed by (.Weriiraent. Most of the Departments of Government will retfuire 
these pt^mises even after 31st March, 1948. The honourable members «re 
aware that the housing situation in Calcutta as xtell as in moftissil tmens 
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has not yet been eased, on the other hand it has beeonie aeute as a result 
of a large number of people coming tn»m the Eastern Pakistan. It has 
therefore become necessary to extend the period of operation of the exist- 
ing Act, so that various Departments of* (fovernment might retain fMMcses- 
sion of those lands and huildings for some time more. 

With these words, Sir, I commend this Bill for the acceptance of the 
House.

I feel that any estimate of the Budget must of neceHsitv rekte to the 
needs of the people and the material ronditious W‘hich exi«t in our (lountry. 

It in needles.H to ixiint out that the eoiiclition of our pt'^^pl** continued 
U> deteriorate even after the end of the war in spite of the exinteme of the 
tonjrress ond the I^i^ue (/overnments. The cost of living has ateadilv 
gone up until UkIov in Bengal it stands at about 340 as <jompare<1 to the 
1 dp figure. Blackinarkets’ rule and profiteers* heaven have been estab- 
Iisned in our fair land. Jn the oountrj‘’aide the kutan has become pwirer 
and the army of landless labourers has inuraased in Toltmie, During tha 
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lost one year the rice-prod ucinj? kisant had to buv rice and manufactured 
articles at bleckmarket prices and consequently tney have had to sell out 
the little plots of land or the little property that they possessed. The 
prices of bullocks, iron and stetd and plough having immensely risen the 
peawmt became piiU]>er and the village industries ceased to exist in many 
villages. The workers' wages and salaries of middle class employees were 
depreciated to the extent of 40 to 50 per cent, of the former income, even 
making full allowaroe for higher d«nness allowance and, in some cases, 
increnieni in wages. The ration supplied to him is insufficient for himself 
as well as for his lainily. Cloth has also been scarce for him for the last 
one year. Want and privation have become common phenomenon amongst 
98 per cent, of the families of workers and middle class people as 
Imperialism relused to allow the real industrial development of our country 
by the denial f>f building her basic industries. Xo sooner was the war over 
than lakhs of i)e<jplp faced unemployment or have already been retrenched 
from the Army or the Governmeut (Irdnance Factories, Govenimeut service, 
(hvil Supplies, Military' Accounts, etc. 1 wish to clearly impress upon the 
Ministers that whilst the people thus groaned under the Imperialist economy, 
the rich (uipitalist section prospered through war contracts and orders and 
amassed huge wealth. The zemindars and the jotedars in the vilhiges 
increase their power to exploit through acquiring the property of the peasant. 
Added to all tliese is the <livision of Bengal which has seriously affected our 
s'foiiomy, as i>()inted <»ut hy the lloirhle the Finance Minister. If AVest 
Bengal were to be pulled out ot the mire, if her people were to be sjived and 
tbe fouiidatKuis of a happy and prosperous land laid, then swift, urgent and 
even drastic nieasur<'H are nccessiiry. Tbe dirt, tbe filth and tlje diabolical 
-crimes of tbe British Imperialism perpetiated through scores of ywirs 
cannot be wiped out in a day, 1 know. Neither can it be done through slow' 
lelorms and following the path laid down for us by our imperialist masters. 
We have to make uj) for tbe loss of ItlO years. We have to cat(‘]i up with 
tlie advanced capitalist countries within the shortest jHissifde time. AVe 
are, therefore, in a hurry and a hit miiiatieiit. 1 also know tliat by the 
waving of a magic wand, as it were, prosperiiy and plenty of onr land cannot 
be built up in a very short time or in a day. But tin* budget wiiicb lias 
been placed before us must clearly gi\e us the pc'rspect ive of a revolutionary' 
change. It must lay before u^ strikingly new’ departures which will 
prsK’laim consincin^ly to the p^siple a break from the inglorious jmst. 
tludging from thi> aspect I >hall .>how that this Budget is as stereotyped as 
any other Budget which the Ilon’hle the Finance Minister prejxired under 
different British tfovernments. 

The revenue estimate for I94S-49 in this .so-called first Budget of free 
Bengal slutws that the onlinary revenue of U>. 24i ci'ores is made out 
amongst otlu*r things of (i ( wres under Taxes — tluit is one-fourth of the 
total 5 i ron’s under Sales Tax and 40 lakhs under the Agricultural Income- 
lax. These figures speak ehxiuently. A province which has to sell opium, 
wine, etc., for raising funds and tax the common people thixmgh Sales Tax 
has a bleak future. The ( <mgress members, I remember, raised a hue and 
cry over this particular Sales Tax at the time it was intix>duwd, but today 
shamelessly the Congress Ministers are again advocating tlmt revenues of 
this land sliall be raise<l through the Sales Tax. True to its character, 
however, this (ioverumeut ha.s .show*n commendable concern for their own 
friends — the zemindars— suid, therefore, only' 40 lakhs ha.s been raised 
fnmi them as Agricultural Inixmie-Tax. No innovation has been 
made to tax the ricli, to iutrodiree dwith duties, for instance, as exist iu 
other capitalivst European iMiinnries. to lay the basis of nationalisation of 
iron and steel, coal, textiles, tea and other industries and the abolition of 
tbe seemindary system wdiich will — I am sure the Ministers will understand 
— fetch revenues for the St^Ue. The (Vntre, too, having rid of the 
Excess Profits Tax shamelessly ask for a greater share of the Ixtoome-Tax 
than would be justihed by partition of Bengal. The Congress Qovemmenta 
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htV9% followed the path of our Imperialist oapitaliat maetera iu the matter 
of oollectmg reveuuee and not the people's methods. Therefore, I waa 
surprised to find mention being made in the Budget speech by the Hon’ble 
the Finance Minister that he was attempting to lay the foundation of an 
economy which would in the shortest possible time ensure in our province 
tliat the difference between man and man does not exist. 

Now, turning to expenditure, we see a similar depressing picture and the 
accentiuition of the difference lietw’een man and man. AH-cleur signals 
have been given to the rich to grow richer and the poor to ^row poorer. 
The Hon’ble Finance Minister has given us a general clear pictuw* of the 
divide<l province of Bengal. But the first thing that strikes one is that 
although West Bengal is about one-third of the original Bengal yet adminia- 
tnative expenses continue to be the .sitme as ever, at the top specially. The 
officers continue to draw — I do uot know why — the same salaries as before 
and their travelling and other allouraiices iMuitinue to be as handsome as 
ever before. The votaries of plain living and high thinking, the habitual 
w^carers of khadi — 1 do not mean of cM)urse (be Iloirble Fimince Minister 
but the others and the gentlemen sitting opposite who have been used to 
third class travelling only yesterday — ^are liehaving, to say the least, 
atrociously as soon as they liave come to power, and yet they pretend that 
this is a people’s Budget and tlie differerae between man and man shall be 
abolished. 

Expenditure on Polics*, 1 Hnd of miurse, CH)verH as large a percentage of 
the w’hole Budget as l»etore, and in aisuit the same as was sjient in undivided 
Bengal. Of cxiurse this must be done logically ftx>m the path that has been 
tniversed by the Government lK)th in the past and is seeking to traverse 
through this particular Bmlget, because if the Ministers have not laid the 
basis whereby some good wull Ik* done to the people, whereby the wages of 
workers will be raised or whereby unemployment shall be prevented, then 
the police force has got to bo incretused and they have to l>e sent out to the 
villages and the towns in order to bring almui or preserve, as they would 
.Hciy, safety and slubilitc of the State from the workers and the kisam when 
they ask for more wages, nuire rice, more fcKxl, more cloth. And the 
workers have to be compelled by more expenditure on account of police to 
be slaves of the capitalist (lass, so tluit the}^ may not protest that they 
are not being given sufficient food to eat. Therefore I say that this expen- 
diture on Police Budget is logical. 

I also find a very' intere.sting expenditure introduced by the Hon’ble 
Finance Minister along the lines of Mr. Suhraw'ardv in the post. That if 
an expenditure for trade union activities on the riglit Hues and such other 
things. About Rs. 3 Likhs and 33 tboUHfiiid are going t4> l)e spent on that 
account. 1 know* that this u>ed to be done bv Mr. Suhmwardy when he 
wanted to build up G<)vernmeut controlled and (ilovernment dominated trade 
unions in order to break <)ther trade unions ot the workers. Tmlay in the 
I.N.T.IT.C. of Dr. Suresh C’handra Ihinerjee the present Govern- 
ment have got their own organisation and men U) do the same 
thing, and lliat is why perhaps thi.s money — the money which the 
workers probably will not give to the l.N.T.li.(\ — is lieiiig providenl for 
them by the present Ministry. This of course is in the tradition of fascist 
trade unions in Gennanv and in Italy in the past. Dr. Goehbels and 
Dr. Ijey were there in (iennany and there are dof^tors in our coiintrj" who are 
goin^ to do the same job for the capitalist class and the money has been 
provided on that account. 

If we turn to Irrigation and Agriculture, we find the Hon’ble Finance 
Minister has taken some pain.s to show us that a little more money will be 
spent on Agriculture in proportion to what was spent during the last 
Budget. That is quite true. A few lakhs extra are being spent on Agri- 
culture and Irrigation, but that does not make any qualitative change. A 
few IdLha extm are to be'spent to meet the needs of tlm people ana if we 
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consider the needd of the people^ we ehail £nd that this is but a drop ia the 
ocean, and the Hon’ble Minister also probably realises it. The chief 
necessity today as has l>een recognised by the Congress, by everybody in 
fact in the country, is the abolition of the zemindari system — the very' 
system which (jorrupts people, the very system which confines people to 
poverty, illiteracy and degradation generally — but we find that there is no 
such attempt worth the name which is being made for the abolition of the 
zemindari system, prolxibly because the gentlemen sitting opposite have 
started representing this very class. It lias even been recognised by 
capitalist economist spokesmen of capitalist classes, tliat the zemindiiri 
system should go and some other form of relationship should be established 
between the Li.snns and the Government. Even then we find in the first 
Budget ol free Ilengal tliat n<> such provision, honest, straightforward 
pn»vi.Hion, lia.s been made to that effect . You may .spend one, two, three, 
four, five or ten lakhs or more on agriculture for supplying seeds, niiinures, 
iron, steel, etc., to th(‘ but that will go <lown the drain into undesir- 

able hands and nothing will remain and no result will be seen within one 
year or two ymrs. 

Similarly with regard to Industries, it has hetui very kindly impressed 
upon the country and specially the capitalist ilass that a large section of 
industry will continue t*o he left to private enterprise. In the true tradi- 
tion and role which llie present Government have taken, the> have said 
this. I do not hlamc (he Hon’hle Finance Minister although he himself is 
a capituliHt. I .shall not blame the Finam e Minister because 1 know that 
th is is Indiig tollow'ed by the oihei t.ongie.s', Ministeis as well. IVojile who 
have been in the Congress, who havi* lought — I tlo m>l know wlouhei they 
fought tor high ideals hut wlm have pieaclie<l high idwils in the j>asl — are 
enunciating this policv and prohahlv that is whv thc\ have brought inside 
their Governments the lloii'bb' Sir Sanniukhan (.'hettv, Dr. Hidhan ('haiidra 
Roy and Mr. Nalini Uanjan Sarker. They have .said \er> plainly, Sardar 
Ihiiel, for' instance, told tin* cajiitalist class “wliv are \ou atraid!'”

Sri JYOTI BASU: Sir, 1 .shall not hliiuie thoss^ gentlemen who liave 
prepared the Budget. They have clone .so on the guidance of Sardar Patel 
and bis friends and they liave told the capitalist class plainly “Why are you 
afraid y You liave your represeiiUttives within the (s)ngress Government”. 
Therefore, i need mu further dilate on Industnes. We know what kind of 
etHUwuuy we .shall get in our country when there is a crisis of (^pitalism 
all the world Hiver. Fven in that land of the new iiuisters of ^une of the 
geutleimm sitting there, i.e.. Amenta, there secuus to be some sort of 
crisis bi’ewiug and theretore today to leave industries in the hands of private 
enterprise will not ludp our land and within a very short time we shall see 
a tremendous cH'oiiomic crisis besetting our dear land. Then of course the 
workers shall la* blamed that they are not producing and the will 

also be blamed that they are not pnulucing and that the fault shall be theirs. 

AV'e find that Government have i>roYided li.s. 20 Ukhs for hmUf 
iiiiprovement. and that will mean probably Us. 2 per head in place of Ue. 1-^ 
iM'r head which wa.s sanctioned by the then Suhrawardy Government, 
because there was then over a milUon of hustee dwellers in Calcutta but 
their numbers have grown by now afs people have come from East Bengal and 
other places. 

Then, Sir, Us. 50 lakhs has bt‘en granted for middle (dass families. It 
is a very paltry sum and I do not know Low it will be spent, but by this 
amount not more than 300, 400 or 600 families can be accommodated. 
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IbftB there is not a word in this Budj^t s|>eech about requi»itioimi|f 
eeufeent, steel, iron, bricks oiid other nuiterials which are required for 
building pur|>ose8. We know that even private persons would be ready to 
build houses it thev are supplied with materials at controlled rates, W« 
know this was denied to us during the war, neither did Government under- 
take to build houses, and it was uenied to private^ individuals as well. But 
tudav there should not be any such questi<»n. \et how can the present 
Onvt'rnmeut, the Ministe^^. di.splease their Cupitulist friends, those people 
who have c ement fat'tories, who have irmi unci steel lac'tories, and so on I* 
Therefore there is not a wt>r»l about that. We are told that a few lakhs arte 
goin^r to he sjient for sidving the grcsit housing jirohlein of West Bengal. 

There are one and half pugc*^ devoted to increase in pay in the Budget 
»]»eech. As far as I remeniher and 1 know, ])r. (ihosh, the last Premier of 
our jirovince, proniised that tlie !*ay ('(unniissioirs scab's would he jmid to the 
(foverniiient employees, and on a calculation we find that that pn)l»ahly would 
have cost us d cr«>res ot rupcM»s or a little more, hut one crore has been sunc- 
tioued by the pre.sc*!!! Ministry. I also hcuir that c‘ven though iirovision for 
greater exjHMiditure was incorporateil in the first draft of tlie Budget when 
it was prepared, the present llon'lde Finance Minister erossml that emt and 
made thiH grant. 1 do not know why, heemuse everybody knows today alxiut 
the coiichlion of middle < la^s emplovt*es who work in oltiees. Then* is not 
a home in tin* w liolc* ol Iboigal w lM‘n* lh»*re is uo sutb‘ring — not one. Tliere 
i'. not a home* where we do not .soe the tears of our mothers and sisters. This 
i-s not unknown to the ('ongreNs Minister'^, hnt still ••ven this jiallry increase 
in iheii wage*' lias lH*en denn‘d to them; ihat which has lieen won after 
treiiiv'iidoU'. hattlcN b) llie t’enlral (lovernmeiit eiaplo\c‘e.s has l)ec‘n denied to 
llo* Bengal (io\ ♦•ninienl em pb»_\ c'c**' (hi the tether liaud, adding insult to 
injury, we tind tliat lhe\ are being tedd that the (ittvernim*nt of a country is 
not .1 pioiil -making ncsnluiton A lecture heing delivcoc'd to them ns to 
how under the tree ( (uoiitioii the\ tniisi learn to che Here ice to the jieople. I 
think that luol bettei la* tlelic cmcmI first in VVritc*!>’ Buildings and that nt the 
lop ]H‘ioie wc* c'ome dow n to preach lec ture on .‘'eiMce.s to the State, to people* 
who get dll. 4<i to til) riipe<‘s 1 think the Minisieis, who heside.s their pay 
as Miiiislei.s earn hundicnU and lhoUs;»nd,s of rupeuvs through husinciis, 
contract, etc-,-- tlu* hist thing thc\ should dec i.*, to den\ ilM‘mselvc*s of the 
jja\ thev get fioin the ( iovernnient . and start sellalenial from the* top, bcdoie 
they CMune to the iMcltom. 

The H<Ni*ble Sri NALINI RANdAN BARKER: Then h.i\e given it up 

when they joiiuMl the (iovernnient. 

Sri dYOTI BASU: Of course* the llon'lde the Finance Minister telU 
that he has given it up. 

The HOfi’ble Sri NALINI RANdAN BARKER: H vervlMidy has given 
up. 

Sri dYOTI BASU: I do not know ol everylKcdy. Bui if he iiuH given 
up or Di. B. C. Boy has giseii up their huge hu.sijif?sM <ontjern« und lor 
service to the iiKctherUind joined the present (ahinet, it w'ould 1m* a very good 
example if it were true. I know that even UMiay — and that cauiiiot l>e denied 
h} tlKKHe HoiFlde gentlemen — they are c*ouriec*ted with the biggest ooncerne 
ill Bengal either us Direc tors, <»r (iod kiMiws, wbal, liecuuse I am unable to 
make out as to Ikiw they are earning their piVifit. SometiineH 1 do not fine! 
their names in the prospectus, hmiks and mo on, and yet husinoMsmen have 
their owh ivay ot earning money through fhetM? concerns. We know, for 
instance, who are the gentlemen anMjngst Ministers wIm) are connected with 
this Exhibitioii-“this huge show. We know what profit they are going to 
make through this concent. But my point in not imriicukrly direc ted at 
them, bcecaujie to my utter slwune and tiurpriae, after the Congress ha.s come 
into power, I »ee some peqple— ordiimry people — njshing in and out of the 
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Miti iaWH* rtoonis to get cxmtracts and the like. I have eeen that myself. 1 
know that such things are happening. Therefore let us reserve our lectures 
lor our ownselves before we deliver them to the poor clerks who have been 
denied the Pay Commission’s scales. 

Sir, I <lo not find anything in the Budget about the unemployment 
problem. The other day I visited the Civil Supplies Department and some 
clerks came to me and asked me whether I would raise their question in this 
Assembly. Now, there was no need for them to ask me to do so, because 
everylxKty knows tlmt hundreds and thousands of these men like the Military 
Accounts people are going to be retrenched within a short time. There is 
no scheme of the Government for paying unemployment doles as in England 
and other countries : there is no scheme that they shall be taken in in other 
jobs and other industries which are going to l)e built in our country. I know 
they will Iw* told, “for your motherland and for service to your countrj' keep 
quiet even though >ou are retrenched”. They shall be told that for three 
years the.> mu.st not go on strike; tliev will be HalK)taging the free Govern- 
ment of India if they go on strike. “iBut if you are unemployed, then with 
your wives and children and parents go out into the streets or do what you 
like, but Government sluill not take care of you”. That is the sort of civi- 
lised government which exists in our country. 

Sir, I find that not sufficient provision has been made, as was used to l>e 
made under the Suhrawardy Government, for pwcurenient of food, of rice 
and other things to be supplied to otir people at low prices or even fret* 
because that may be necessary, for otherwise starvation will be the order of 
the day with many hundreds and thoiisiinds of families in the towns and the 
countryside. Generally speaking, I cannot — T luive tried to read this Budget 
speech and the Bed B(x)k — understand. 1 did not have a picture, an inte- 
grated picture, of pkns which are going to emerge out of the provisions of 
the Budget which has been placed i)etore us, because I suppose the details 
have not been worked out ; they will be done liy the different departments 
of the Government as the Ilon’hle Finance Minister told us. Therefore we 
shall wait and watch and see what happens within the ('ourse of one year even 
with regard to the plans which have been made in this Budget, even with 
regard to the grants which have been made under the different heads of 
Agriculture, Education, lrrig4ition, Housing and so on — whether the whole 
sums aie spent. We shall see on what they are spent, whether on middlemen 
or whether the money goes to the benefit of the poverty-stricken people. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, I .shall not take much more time but I shall say that 
an illusion has been created in the minds of the people that we ere at Wst 
free and that the last Britisher has left our shores. Therefore, naturally 
there are high expectations among the people and the people after the loth 
of August were looking forwanl to peace and plent\ in our lan<l, they were 
looking forward to the foundation of u new civilisation in our country, hut 
they are being disappointed wcH*k after week, month after month. I know 
tliat the Government Iuin ts»ntiol over the st)-called luitioiialist papers and 
therefore in many ot them \\e timl tlmt it has been tnimpeted that thi.s is a 
people’s Budget, but liow nobody has told us. It is lieing told over the radio, 
through the newsi»apers and in this Assembly that this is a people’s Budget, 
(hat in the Budget loundatioiis have been laid whereby we shall not see any 
longer the difference k'tween man and man. but we do not know the detaifs 
as to how thi.s is going to happen. On the contrary T find from my reading 
of the Budget that this is in the tradition of our British Imperialist masters. 
The Budgets that have been prepared for them by the Hon’ble Finance 
Minister were of the same nature'*as is being given to us now when he is 
also a Congress Finance Minister" I would suggest that the way to move 
forward is not through these means. It cannot be done, neither can you 
raise revenues by these means which the British taught us, nor can you 
spend money and benefit the people in the usual ways of the British Capitalist 
masters. 
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‘ I wmemher on the first dajr the Hon'ble Prime Minister* Dr. B. C. Roy* 
f told nft that we must not confine our attention to our own country hut lo^ 
around— he had just come hack from a European and American tour. 
Therefore 1 shall alwo look around but not «t America. I find that in the 
Eastern E)uropeau countries where new democracies are arising, they lupe 
behaving in quite a different fashion. Tliose are peoples* Republics. There- 
fore they do not raise bogeys of difficulties. What they have done is to take 
ltin<l trom the rich zemiutlars and jote<lars and distribute the land to the 
peasants. They have dist ussed their plans with the common people of those 
countries in \ugoslavia, (’zechoslo\akia, Rumania* IVihind, etc., and through 
discussions with them they have roused enthusiasm and tlierefore they have 
found youths building r^iilwnys fiw. They do not take wages because they 
feel that railways are theirs and therelore for their t^iuntry they must work. 
The factories — the main, chief tai lories ami imlustries — ^iire l>eing taken off 
from the hands of the ('apit.ilists. There are no Hirlas^ l.s[) 4 )hanis, Tata^ in 
those lands. The\ are fiuislied loi gmul and tluuefore the factories are 
the property of the ptople, of the workers, peasants and other 
seel ion** of MHiet\ and therefore when the people see that this 
is hap]»ening in front of their eyes the\ really feel that a new 
civilisat ii»n is grouing in then luinl, that is why tlie\ w<»rk i<ir lluur liiiid freej 
if nece'.s4irv thev give their lives for their motherland hettnise they feel tljuit 
i.s then motherlaml riitortunately, instead of taking lessons from thoae 
countries, our (Tovernments hnik to America and our masters the Rrifish. 
That i-^ why we are in this sorry mess to<lay. 

1 t-»*| that this Is a |)oliticaI matter; it is not im*rel.\ the fault of the Bengal 
Goveintuent hot it is (he fault of the (’oiigress Government as a whole, 
because tliey \ni\v taken the path of reaefion, the path ot kotowing to the 
capitalist and zemindar classes. 1 he\ are behaving as th<*ir repreHentotivcM 
and that is wh\ they got nd ot the Excess Profits Tax, and that in why they 
liave started a iieu \ cut me, s<>iue sort ot Financ e ( orjHcrat ion. I wonder 
whether those me going to he along the lines of the Fascist corporations 
which were built in Italv. 1 am afraid tliat it may he .somewdiat ou thoDe 
lines. 

Ilowexei, Mr. l)e]uit\ Spcsikei, hcdcnc* I sit down I would urge U]>on the 
Mini-ters— I sliall not "efxirate the represent4it ives of the cfipitalists them- 
selves who aie in the Miiustr\ tnom the others who aie hahitiml wwirera of 
khddi, as the\ sa> — 1 shall ma differentiate hetwcnm them liecouse there la 
no difference, heemise to<la> they aie following the s.inie path — I urge U[Km 
them if they are at all serious alMiut doing aij\ g^ood to llie people, then twir 
asunder the Budget which has hcH-n placed before us. ft is the height <jf 
affrontery to tell ii- toda> that this in a people’s Budget. The people are 
nowhere in the picture except that they hace to p«iv“~tlmt is the only place 
where the i>eople come in.

Sfi SATISH CHANDRA ROSE* Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, f)efore pro- 
ceeding with luy ilisoiisskm I shiill extend my felicitations to the Hon’ble the 
Finance Minister for his Budget statement, remarkable for clarity and 
precision. In the Budget statement there is no l>eatiug about the bush, no 
empty ro<tomontade, but it is u clear, stniightforwartl Budget statement. 

One remarkable fe<iture td the Budget is tkit there is no proposal for fresh 
taxation to cover the small deficit of one crore of nipees on revenue account. 
As was said by Burke, ''it is not possible for anyone to tax and to pl^se no 
more than it is to love and be wise”. 1 think the Hou’ble the Finance 
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a|>pr^ciate8 the oWrTationa of Eciiuunil Burke. The tax*}Niy#r over- 
burdened with the weight of texe^i direct und iadirjN)t will heave a $i$h of 
relief over this. It is no use in these days of public distrees to attempt to 
tap freeh sources of revenue. On the contrary I suggest that the Centre 
should 1 m* anproached for a fairer and more equitable allocation to West 
Bengal of the revenue derived from West Bengal from income-tax and 
other sources. Take for instance, income-tax. As far as I under* 
stand, revenue derived from income-tax from the province of 
undivided Bengal was over Hs. *.?<) crores, out of which Rs. 19 crores was 
derived from Calcutta itself and the rest of the province (Hintributed only one 
crore. The Centre should l>e aj>proached to jilkM'aite at least half of 
Rs. 19 crores to West Bengal out of the imxmie-tax revenue. We should 
press for the alhuatjon of •')(> per cent, of the iiK'ome-Uix revenue which is 
derived from Calcutta itself, i.e., IN. (H crores. Bengal is not a solvent 
proviiKc, and more substantial help from the Outre is imperative. 

(hi the question <d the h^lmation Grant, one remarkable feiiture of the 
statement is that under the Education Budget ptovi-suiti has Iteeii uuide for 
facilities in \arious direciion.s. Tlie late humiucratic (ioveriMWieut and the 
la'^t (hcernment pursued a jxdic y of obscurantism in the matter of Education 
and made the bulk of the people grow up in igiacranee. Ot um hope that 
under the jegis <»f tlie new (#-overnment the light of knowledge will be more 
widel\ spread. I think it vvas (f<H*lhe who sjiid when the shude.s of evening 
were deepening on him, “more light, more light!” Education Ims been 
defined as the transmission of light and life from the living through the 
living to the living. Let ns hope that under the new dispensation the light 
of knou ledge, like the sun almve. will shine equally on the rich, the p<x>r, 
the lowly, the depressed and tlu‘ repress<*d. Well, on the subject of fMiucfi* 
lion I cannot foi get the soli<l and real contrihntions made by two aone of 
Bengiil — real patriot.s, undoubted patriots they were to the acivancemeut of 
scientific kiK)wIedge and sc icuitific research — t mean Sir ILtshbehari Ghoee 
and Sir Taraknatli Palit The> gave their all to the province i*o tlmi the 
Bengalees ma\ find a place in the world of .science, Imt to our slmme they 
passed away from the laud ot their birth unwept, unhonuured and uriNUUg. 
All India is benefited by their munificence, I suggest another method for 
>pn\iding the light ol knowledge — a rapid metlioil b^ which the track of 
year** may be ((»ven‘d b\ the muicb <jf months. This will l>e through the 
media of cinemas in tlie villages. By installing cinemas in the villages and 
l>y radio broadcast and extension of c inema film.s, the untaught may be taught 
quic kly and rapidly. I am glad to find that in tlie Budget statement there is 
no stringency, no jMirsiimmy in the matter of grant to education. Parsimony 
in the matter of educational grant would, I .say, he false economy. 

As regcirds expenditure under the head “Police”, I find (hat the police 
I luis got the pride of plac e, HiGierto the |H>lice failed to inspire oonficlence. 

! Let us hope that with the dawning of the new era the police may henceforth 
1 l>e inspired by the spirit of service and will be able to justify the huge 
expenditure under the he;id ’“Grant to Police”. 

Public health should not l>e ne glee ted and I think the subject of public 
i health has not been neglected in the budget. The health of the fieople is a 
f valuable national asset, and an ex|>enditure in the matter of public health 
i.s never wasted. 

Then I come to the bousing problem. There I find fifty lakhs for hoU'Hing 
.schemes for middle class people in Calcutta and its ♦environs, twenty lakhs for 
housing of inmates ot slums of fifty lakhs tor the Kanchrlipara Area 

Development scheme. Sir, this is only a drop in the ocean. More extensive 
public and private encouragement should be forthcoming for dealing with the 
problem of housing on a comprehensive scale. I siiund a note of caution that 
the money dw not fall in the hands of speculators, racketeers, black- 
marketeers and other auti-.sociai elements. What I would suggest is that 
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those middle class peojde who want to build houses of their own should be 
provided with huildinjr materials such as iron, steel, cement at controlled 
rates. That would be a great help and impetus for building houses. 

Under Medical and Agriculture I find, 1,05 lakhs and 2,31 lakhs res- 
]K‘ctively, under Foiest, 27-52 lj*ich.s, Irrigation, 1-47 laklis, Agricultural 
Development, 82 27 lakhs. Now about Agriculture. In m\ home district 
of 24-i*arganas, lor instance, we find desolate and deserted tillages. Many 
lands are lying fallow. But these village^ by irrigation and by grants of 
agricultural seeds could he converted into smiling villages. We find most 
of these villages are water-logged; most liave become fallow and wastes, and 
we find vast stretches of waste land in villages and nothing is grown there. 
Now, while agricultural seeds are to be given to agriculturists I sound 
another note of caution and that is that seeds which would be given to them 
should be genuine and g(»od ^eeds because the agriculturists have to pay for 
tliem and they should not be supplied with seeds which do not germinate like 
the boats which never floated. I find from the budget statement that greater 
emphasis has Wen laid <in neglected nution-b\iilding items. AVe should put 
on full steunf in putting through nation-building programmes. Stress should 
be laid, us has been laid in the Budget titatement, on the development of 
cfdtage industries. Every villagt* in the got>d old days bad its own c(»ttage 
industries, [jet them start vluirkhtL there and other industries and also 
sericulture should be there. There should be cultivation of silk in 24- 
J*Hrganas because 1 am aware that as an experimental measure it was quite 
snc<*esHful there. AVest Bengal's economy should be ba^ed cm a sound footing 
bv the development of her resources. Now as many tilings have to be done 
tiimut the abolition of zamindaries, what 1 would suggest is these two wa\s: 
first, agricultural I’o-operative farming and ((tiisolidation ot holdings Koause 
most of these holdings are uneconomic. The minimum economic holding 
should be at least twelve bighas. (ienerallv the Inddings aie scattered in 
the village and one man has got twelve small jilots in twelve different areas. 
Instead of that, ciuisididate the holdings into one ami start agrirultural 
operafion.s on that Imsis. About the abolition ol zamindarics mere change of 
masters will not d(i, that is. in jilace of pie*»ent landlords do not bring in 
kha.s mahal system. The khas mahal landlords are the most unsympathetic 
landlords. I will tell an instance which hap])ened in (trissa. In the 
Khurduh khas mahal the })at\\ari was noted tor his rapaci(\, corruption and 
bribe-taking, lie was dismissed by the Collector and lie filed an appeal t«) 
the Commissioner. Tlie Ctumiussioner admitted the appeal and directed tbe 
Pf^hkar to i.ssue notir es on the dismissed surrarkar and newly appointed snr- 
T(ukar to appear in liis (5nirt.

General Discuseion of the Budget. 

Janab MU8HARRUFF HOSSAIN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to make 
just a few* remark’' fui the hinl^^et statement that has been preseuted before 
the House by the HfuCble Finanre JJiniater. Before entering into the 
finuneial side of the budget my friend hue given us a political picture of 
West and East Bengal compared to other parts of India. He baa said that 
the innate good sense has l)eguii to assert itself, and to West Bengal belongs 
the proud distinction of lieing the first to recover aanity. This remark of 
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th« Hon’ible Miniduter lui^bt hold good in the cane of South Bengal hut I am 
Horry to say that that is not the case so far as Jalpaiguri ana Darjeeling 
districts are (*oncerned. Tliere the same insane outbursts which prevailed 
in other parts in India have not yet disappeared. The Government there 
exists in name only, hut in reality mob rule exists there in its entirety. 
The police and the magistracy are botli absolutely under the control of 
Congress volunteers, (.'ongn^s caste-Hindu M.L.A.s and the officers have 
to work under the directive of the members of the Congress organisation. 
The magistracy there exists in name only, but they are hopelessly and help- 
lessly under the guidame of these people. In course of a search of the 
house of a prominent citizen the police seized some of the papers found and 
left the rest to the Congress Volunteers for examination. At the dictation 
of Congress v\orkerH, Jalpaiguri lias been robbed of the services of practi- 
cally all Muslim lawyers, doctors and lui.siness men. When I ])resent this 
picture of tlie political events in my own district, my frieu.ds opposite^ may 
say that this is due to tlie Ordinance that has been promulgated against the 
Musliin National Guard organisation. Hut 1 ma\ tell m\ friends opposite 
that at jirespiit there is no national guard organisation in the district of 
Jalpaiguri, Whatever (Jiganisation exi.sted there judor to loth August last 
has transferred itself to Ihikistan areas and no trace of any paper concerned 
with (hat organisation could he found in the search ronducted l>y the police. 
It mtmihers of all pIo^e^slons and trad<‘> are to he jmt in jail or art* tt> be 
Ihrealeiietl to he arrested, what would he the desire of such j»eople there to 
savt* Ihmselves suvt* and c.\ce))l tlmt of tran>fer ot population on Govern- 
mental basis y ])o m\ fneuds opposite desire that Vi lakhs of Muslims of 
West Bengal should he tiansferretl to Kast liengal ami the East Bengal 
Government should he asked to trmi.sfer tlie Hindu jiopulation there to 
West Bt*ngal. Kcorioniicall\ , 1 believe, this an unbound proposition. T 
may just tell m\ friends h<*rt‘ that tin* ditference in number betwe(‘n tlie 
West Bengal Muslims and East Bengal Hindus is SI) lakbs. If SO lakli.s 
more of people are transferred trom East Bengal to West Bengal without 
nn inch of land with them, wliat will be ibe food po«.iiion of West Ifengal? 
At pr<*si*iil West lieiigal cannot feed its own ]>opulaiion. Sii])])ose you 
Irunsfer (SO lakhs more of peojde from East Jiengal, can ycui feed theniy 
Don't you know that \oii will require at least S ci'oies of maunds ol ]>a<bly 
to feed SO lakhs of surplus population of East liengal^ What will lie the 
cost of tliis S (Tores of maunds of paddy!"' It will amount to HO crores of 
rupees. Where will nou get that fund to feed tlie.se people and whv are 
you exasperating the miuorit_\ community to ask for the transfer of pojtu- 
lationK Here I s(*e the Coiigres> Volunteers and M.L.A.s are making the 
lives of the minorit\ communitx ,ibs()lutel\ intolerable, ('ould not the 
jiresent Miiii.stry tackle tlie problem in a right spirit and try to restore the 
contidence of the* Muslim population then*? In short. 1 appeal earnestly to 
the Minisjr\ that the insaiiitx that is still prevailing in mv an‘a should he 
enquired into and su|»pressed as earl) as possible. 

Sir, chief among the problems that taie the AVcst Bengal administra- 
tion is om* of toodstufls. The Bengal (iovernment before partition was 
given the assurance by J.ord Wavell that Calcutta and its suburbs ami also 
Jalpaiguri would h«* fed h\ the (iovernuient of India and the supplies will 
come from outside B<*ngal- Before the achievement of indepenaence the 
Provincial Governmeiit did not accept the 4(»tal responsibility of feeding the 
people of these imms, hut now with the aiouisitton of independence the 
India (tovenimeni has accepted the responsibility and it is meet and proinr 
that it should he discharged hvthe Government of India. The deficits 
arising from the Civil Siqiplies^ Department should l>e met by the (tovern- 
meut of India and not by our Government here. The (jnestion may l>e ask- 
ed. why should the Government of India suffer the loss!*" My answer is that 
these are industrial areas and raore than half the profits of these industries 
go to the Government of India, the Bengal Government getting a ver)* small 
part of it us contribution from the Centre. The tea industry alone supplies 
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•bout 5 to 6 crore« of ruj>ee8 to the Government of India by way of exporting 
lee. Central excise and income-tax. The indu»try» therefore, may naturally 
claim some return of this money fnim ihe Government of India and al»o 
claim that the lalwjur population should he supplied aith bHulstutfs by the 
Government of India as West Bengal cannot produce sutticieiit itx»d for 
itself. 

I wholeheartedly sui)])ort the protest of the llou'ble Minister tt) the pro* 
pose<l reduction trom ‘JO j)cr cent, to IJ per <‘ent. of the divisible pool of tha 
incf)me-tax and I am sure that with the uiiunimous sup]M)rt of the wloile 
House, the Hou’ble Minister will succectl in his api»eal. 

There are many other points on which I should haw* spoken but I ^lo not 
like to discuss them at this stage. 1 want to point out only one fact before 
the H<»n’ble Kiname Minister and that is this, lie has got ]U'oblems iticing 
the country, specially in regard to road-making. Though mmiey will eoiiie 
from the Centre, the Bengal (lowrnnient will liav«* to make all tlmse roads, 
but thoso n»uds are divided into several se<‘ti»»nH - sonu* are national high- 
ways and others arc district roads. As regards ilistnrt roads. 1 do not know 
whether an> scheiiie has la‘en prepared b\ iii\ friend at present. 1 iloubt it, 
but it it has been |»repai‘e<l I hope it will be carried out, anil before all these 
things are done, i.s it not the duty of this (foxeriiineiit to s«*e that tire exist- 
ing roads belonging to the I'.W’ I). ai»* kept in proper onlerJ' I know the 
roads ot Alipui Duals subdnision belon^inji to tlie C.W.l). are in hojielesil 
condition. 'I’he roads exist in name onl\. Tlo‘y were first clas.s roads--tar 
niacailam — beioi-e the wjii At pr«*senl \ou nia\ hanll.\ call them roiwls — 
the\ are all wrecks. If those roads belonging to (he Provincial tto\einment 
me not looked attei . I find no necessity foi them to start with m*\\ ventures. 

1 do not know whether m> friends at all care to listen to our speeches, but 
1 hoj)c the gentleman who is int«*re.sted at least in this subject should take 
note of this. Before thc\ make aii\ new road. the\ sliould put the »)ld road* 
in ordei first IIa^iug (hme that, the\ can sj>end some more immey on new 
roads I hope m\ irieiid -I «lo not know whom 1 am to addics.s bei’UUse I 
do not know who is the gentleman in eluirge. Mr. Sarkar is not in charge— 
li Mr. Siuha is in jhaigc. I hopo he will look into m\ complaint and see 
thjit something at least done in repairing the existing r(»a<ls. They are 

not roads at all now. We <’all them roads jiass by them and \ou will 
that you cannot go even three mile.s an hour. 

There arc man\ other pndderus on which 1 may sjieak luter oil when 
Voting begins. I would ratlier emi aft«'r eongraiulaiiug (be *»on'bi« Finance 
Minister tor tin* wav in whii h he has distnbufeil the mone> in the firnt 
budget — the sehemes are not there but he has (teatetl them fairly. 

Mft Ct E« CLARKES .Mr. Speaker, .Sir, on behalf of the ('oinniercial 
As.sociat ions I represent I particularly desiit* to otler our congrutulalions to 
the Hon ble binuiice Minister for the eom ise uml lucid manner in which the 
first p4»st-partitioii budget has been preHerifed. This could uof have bveii an 
easy ta.sk and all filings coii-idered J feel justified in concluding fbut the 
budget is les.s pessimistic than the deficit us shown seeniH to indicate. Farly 
in his address the Hoirble Minister said. “We breathe the air of freedom 
and the power to shape oiir (Icstiny lies in the bands (»f our own peojile.*’ 1 
was particularly ])lease«l to hear this obnervation by the Hon'ble Minister 
as it gives me the oppoitunity of explaining mv presence in the llouse. It 
would he erroneous, for iristuiice. for my cfdleagueH to assume that 1 am 
here as a Kurofw*an. It would l>e even more erroneou.s for J*re*K iiei»ori 4 »rfi 
to convey to their journals that ohsenalions made by myself are on behalf 
t>f any European party. I am! my colleague are here as representatives of 
( ommercial Chambers and AssociatioiiH. ami fhe views put forward are defi- 
nitely those of the interest!* we represent. In other words, our interests ar« 
inseparable and indivisible from the fortunes of the province in which we 
live. 
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So far as immediate finances are concerned the budfret suggests that West 
Bengal has not suffered too drastically and might almost be said to have 
benefited by partition. Whether this condition can continue in the future 
depends on the energy and foresight with which a constructive policy is 
pursued. The present figures show^ that West Bengal relies for its revenue 
to a very majf)r extent on returns from Commerce, Industry and Trade. 
The tax on income, Customs Itcceipts, the Sales Tax, the Jute Tax and Ex- 
cise as indirectly commercial, represent more than 7") i)er cent, of the total 
revenues of the province. While commerce is enjoying fair prosperity as 
a continuation <»f the conditions bred by the war and the post-war period, 
a slumj) either in the nature of a post-war depression, which many appre- 
hend, or by the slow stagnuti(m of trade arising from the cleavage in the 
commercial <»rgunisation of the former Bengal, or from an ill-conceived 
policy towards commercial interests, bodes ill tor this new province and its 
attractive programme for betterment for its ]>eoj)le. It therefore behoves 
a Government in this pro\ince to coneede the vital importance of commerce 
as an intrinsic item of its eeon<mnc structure and that commendal welfare 
is the foundation of the i)rovinee’s prosperity. 

The assuram-e given by tlie Hon’hle Minister that tlie (tovernment. in 
so far as allowed by all-India commitments, recognises the need of furnish- 
ing assistunee to industries of all kinds is tiius doubly \\elcome, l)otli from 
the aspect of Industry itself and from the wider interest ot the jirovime as 
a whole. Tlie tact that increaNCs in taxation have l)een avoided, is a relief 
to a population already hard-])ressed h\ ri^ing co^ts 

Valuables as are the measures envisaged for lal>our welfare iri the budget, 
it is h<*t)ed. Sir, that in a year’s time we shall be c(^n^i<lering much more 
ambitious prop(>sals. 'Phe housing oi imlustrial labour in congested uihan 
areas is a problem which is iHsamiing increasiTigly acute as the ]iosition of 
housing in general deteri(»rufes with rising urban populations. Admittedly 
it is not a probhun (d \vhi< h industrial manageimuit can disclaim all re-^jaui- 
aibilitN hut there are aspects wliicli make if difficult tor individual associa- 
tions to act alone. I understand. Sir, that in some localities there is a 
danger of labour housing being displaced to make spaci' tor still more fa»'- 
iories. Fompiehensive planning on a basis of co-operation between Govern- 
ment. commercial interests and labour are demaiidetl. 

Tin* Hon'hlc Minister tor Finance in making nrovision foi Kehabili- 
tation ill i-crtain urban ureas bus announced his expectations of a full re- 
covery of the <tuilay on these proje<‘ls. I caiim)t ascertain from the ex]>la- 
natory meinoramlum the manner in which these rei'overies will he effei’ted, 
neither has tlie 1^'inanee Ministei enlarged 4Ui this point. But whether any 
project is to be treated as luie td development (»n wliieh financial assistance 
from the (n \ernment (d Imlia ean l>e claimed . or whether as an investment 
from whii li a return will he seeured by rental or similar (barges on the 
benefits provided, the same conditions, surely, will eijually apply to similar 
plans for industrial housing assistance. These deserve to he eonsidered (m 
a larger scale since the financial implications are m«‘relv in the nature of a 
profitable investimuil. The benefit to the ('ommunity from the fruition of 
sindi schemes is uiujuestionahle. hut there is. besides, the (d)viou'* civdc 
advantage of improved living eondiiions for a section of the jiopulation on 
an organised and luudthy basis. 

AVhile on the suhje('t of Kehahilitation and Planning, it will be recalled 
that the extension of the (’ulcutta Improvement Trust to the Municipality 
of Howrali bus been strongly nn#s.sed in the House tor several years. Enact- 
ing legislation had actually been passed by the former A.sseinbly and only 
awaited ajiproval of the Council when constitutional changes arrested fur- 
ther progress. I cannot tiH) urgently stress that so obviously desirable a 
measure, furnishing as it does proteidion against uncontrolled urban growth 
and ensuring healthy and balanced urluiii conditions, should no longer l>e 
delayed. 
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I fear that I am only t(K) conscious of the difficulties to which the Hon’ble 
Minister has alluded in ]»reparin>jr an inte^rrated development plan, but I do 
take the opportunity to stress that the past pro^:raml^le of development on 
which the prosperity of the proviu<e relies has suffered almost complete in* 
anition and while there have admittedly been other causes, this is— not U>% 
small extent — attributable to a lack of comprehensive planning: down to 
district level. I venture according-h to urg-e that early opportunities be 
taken to put development projects on to an integ:rated and planned basis for 
the whole provim'e. The shortag^e of materials au<l technically qualified 
personnel is today a non ot any material improvement plans. Pluu* 

ninp will ensure that available res<»urce.s are used in the right place and in 
the right order with an ec<»n»)ni\ of eff'»»rt ti» secure cumulative expansion 
and acceleration ot the pnigramme. the elimination of bottle-necks and the 
stimulation of enthusiasm amongst those responsible for the work. 

One ot the subjects raised mi nnuKetim in this forim‘r Utilise from these 
seat-i is tlie need toi an energetic Road Development policy. For this reason 
I [lerceive with appreciation the enhanced grant under tins head. Its essen- 
tial impitrtance is stresseil. as it has been many times before, of developing 
the appalling, inadeijuate communication facilities in the province as a basift 
tor any jdanned jirogramme ot economn* and <‘onsc(jucnt social ladtermeiit. 

It is notiiaal with satisfaitmn also that some increase has been possible 
in the Police (irant. It is hopeil that tliis will be refleeted in a more effw’.- 
ti\(‘ eontrid ot the many lawless elements that continue to operate tii the 
disadvantag-c ot tin* honest citizen. One such development now assuming 
ever more aiaimuig jirojior i ion- is the wave ot hoiise-breuking and burgliiry 
irimes which are teiion-ing a large peri'cnlage of the population of 
('alculta. 

Thi‘ Hondde .Minister has pr«*sented his hmlget in a spirit ot cautioun 
optim;sm There is no doubt that it has evoked a reailion wliicdi might be 
titMTilieil as almost agna-able suronse and certain 1\ of reassurance from 
jiiiblic o{nnion. and it is uiidoulitcdl v hoped that his torecasts will he abund- 
aiitlv reahsi'd ami that Ins campaign tor the im]>rovement in tin* life of the 
common man may u< hieve signal success. 

In I’omdusiciii, Sir. I would mention that in rnv observations | have pur- 
pfisely (‘ontined rnv self to geiieialities.

Shsikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: Mi speaker. Sir, as is tiie cuHtoin 
1 aUo join ill the ( horu.'« and longiatulate the Finance Minister on the 
preheiitutioii o| the budL^et tor the sear ItUS-dth 1 eoiigrut ulute him hwaUlie 
with the changes in the Ministrs it is not possihie lor us to know' who in 
respuiisihle tor the Iramni^ ot the budget. Hut, Sir, I congratulate him on* 
his courage and Ixddness in carrsing soinehodv’ii child and claiming ii an 
his own. That also rcqmre^s courage. Whoever tiumeil the budget, there 
is much tor the Mirsliius to think and reflect and to read U'tweeii the lines 
ot the h'iiiarice Minister’s statement v^hnh he made while presenting the 
budget before this House, ^ 

Sir, wc are all a«Mustom»*d to a deficit budget. It is not the first time 
that a deficit budget has Ixmmi presented on the floor ot, the House. We hud 
many occasions p^e^io•sly when detimt budgets were jueseiited, and u deficit 
of one crore is not much But, Sir, in 0ie past when a deficit budget waft 
presented there were aUo redeeming teatutes w’hieh retlecterl ifi iniiirovemeui 
works, III new- construction work amt in providing amenities ot life tx> the 
citizeu.s of liangal. There were grantu to < haritable institutions, contribu- 
tions to educational iii.stitulions and cRtablishment of new hospitals, contri- 
bution and grants t^t private institutions whii h wanted to construct hospiialn 
and many other redeeming features whn h are conspicuously absent in the 
present budget. 

Sir, I find that the whole iueome of the province is to he sfienf m meet- 
ing the expenditure on salaries of the staff wTio collect the»e revenues for us. 

A cuiMirx glance at the budget, income and expeiffliinre. will show you that 
the revenue receipt is H.IH lakhs and the revenue expenditure Tl,9(> lakbft, 
and Ifi ( lose examination of tho. budget expenditure wTll show that’pfactically 
the entire sum of this r»v«ttue receipt wilUbe spent in meeting the nalarieft 
of the staff of^e (iovemment. There in no priigramme of national uplift 
or of raiding fW«tandard of.Bving of ordinary men. It wao really a bad 
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day in the history of Bengal when the gentlemen sitting opposite cast their 
votes in favour of partition of Bengal knowing fully well that the entire 
burden of administration of West Bengal will fall on the cit^^ of Calcutta. 
The people who raised the cry of united Bengal were howled down and dub- 
bed as traitors. 1 am sure our friends do realise today that those who were 
howled down as traitors were also inspired with no less patriotic motives 
than the gentlemen opposite. Moreover, they had greater foresight and they 
had more experience of the administration of this province. Sir, the air- 
conditioning of the Writers’ Buildings, which had been given priority 
number one, lias not effected any improvement for the better amongst our 
Ministers. (The Hon’ble Sri Bhupati Majumdar : It has been dropped 
altogether.) It is surprising that whereas in the budget you find that none 
of the item.H of works which were undertaken by the previous Government 
have been completed by the present Government, the construction work in 
Writers’ Buildings has been completed. Not only that, the whole system of 
electrification has been cliangeil from direct current to alternating current 
and at a heavy <‘ost, which perhaps the Finance Minister will tell you, though 
as the Hon’ble Minister says the air-conditioning ot the Writers’ Buildings 
has been drop])ed. 

Sir, the Ministry has shuffled and reshuffled during the short period of 
six months, quite possibly on the question of policy, and perhaps on account 
of the eagerness of the members sitting ojiposite to get into high offices. 
Since the day of partition, the Muslims are anxiously awaiting a clear expo- 
sition of the policy of the Government of West Bengal towards the Muslim 
citizens of We.st Bengal. It appears that, riotw itlistaiuling the declaration 
of loyalty by Indian Muslims, the treatment meted out to them is differen- 
tial and discriminating. No doubt the life of the Muslim minority in West 
Bengal is safe at present, but the systematic process ol jilacing obstacles in 
their daily walk of life is making them desperate and nervous. The gradual 
cancellation of ration shop licenses on flimsy grounds, refusal of permits of 
consumer goods, expression of inability to grant them any export or import 
quota, are thing*^ which are increasing their anxiety and forcing them to 
believe that there is a well-organised s(‘heme of making their stay in West 
Bengal economically impossible. Hundreds of young men employed in 
various professions are being taken for detention from the hu$Ue$ every day 
under the Security Act, while their dependants are allowed to rot outside 
bereft of their daily nei'essities of life and with nobody to look after them. 
The houses belonging to Muslims are forcibly occupied and police help is 
not friven to remove the trespassers In this connection I may draw the 
attentlbn of the members to the occupation ot the house which belonged to 
one of our ex-Ministers and which has been trespassed and in spite of his in- 
fluence aud best efforts be has uot got it back as yet. He had been to the 
Prime Minister as well as other Ministers and the Comraispioner of Police. 
This is the condition prevailing in the city which has made adverse “impres- 
sions on the Muslims and they have become jianicky. You will lie surprised 
to learn that during the last few month.s over a lakh 
of Muslims have left Calcutta : near about 30.00(1 have 

gone to East Bengal and the rest to Bhopal, Hyderabad and Karachi and 
other places. These people are not Pakistanis. They have been here for 
generations, aud it was with tears in their eyes that they had to leave the 
place of their birth. They found the doors closed to them on all sides and 
they could not carry <m their busines.'^. If you look into the steady cancel- 
lation of food and cloth licenses of the Muslims, you will be surprised to 
find a large number of such licenses belong to the Muslim community. 
The recent enactment of repr^ive and discriminatory measures such as the 
Security Act, the Premises Eviction and Acquisition Act, etc., which are 
more subversive in character than those which we were accustomed to in the 
Mtt, have i^celerated the pace of emwation and exodus from the city. No 
doubt to this exodus of peace-loving Muslims no publicity has been given. 
IWt do nut want to create excitement and ^anic. This stete of depression 
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haa been augmented by the indiscriminate arreats of Muslims when the 
cominnnal organisations were det'laretl unlawful. Many prominent Mnalima 
including M.Ii.A.s and their relatires were arrested simply l>eeause they had 
at one time or other attended the meetings of the Muslim National Guard 
or of the Muslim League. Many of them were arresti^d because they bore 
similar names to those who were wanted by the police. And in this connec- 
tion 1 may tell you that one respectable Punjabi merchant. Haji Muhammad 
Siddiq. was arrested because the police list contained the name of one 
Muhammad Siddiq Omer. He was kept in detention for a week and released 
when the mistake was disf'overed. IVople have Wn arrested though the 
jwlice knew very well that there was nothing against them. They have been 
kept in detention just tor the purpose that they may be terror-stricken. If 
I renienil>er aright it was in November lu’it that the (Government of West 
Benpil declared that the cases of Musllm^ arising out of the Calcutta riot* 
would be withdrawn except tln^e of a very serious nature. Similar declara- 
tions were made 1)\ the (roverninent of East Bengal. The object of that 
declaration wu.s to give meinhers td the tw<> communities an opportunity to 
readjust their relations in the new situation that has arisen after the parti- 
tion of the countrv and the dawn of independence An announcement was 
made that a Iiigh judicial otlicer was la»ing appointed t<i examine and review 
each case individually and impartially and siihmit his report to the Govern- 
ment who will, on hi!' re<‘ommendaf ion . witlulraw such (‘ases us will merit 
It. An assurance was also given that in considering the cases no communal 
or other considerations will influence judgment. This ex]»ositiou of Govern- 
ment polii'v was welcome. The Mu>lim.s of West Bengal have no represen- 
tation in tile proyiiKMal police, iudiciarv, a<lministrative services or even in 
the ('abinet, and it war^ expected that th(»se cases would be dealt wdth fairly 
ami ju'.tlv. A (’abutta newspaper has pubhsbeil some facts and figures in 
<*onne<*tion with the riot castes only three (*r four days ago stating the glaring- 
ly partial treatment and the manner in which action has he»*n taken againnt 
the Muslims inifdicated in offem'es even oi a minor character. In the 
Calcutta Polite Court there were Iff case.s pending against the Hindus and 
ag'auist 2 <»f thiuii charges had been framed All those cases were withdrawn 
Ini re.^^nri> of State and jmldic polic\ It inclmled in the list the Sova- 
bazar murder case and the Jubilee Institution murder case wdtb eye-wit- 
tiCH'.es The case> against the Musiins number (i’i, and ii(»ne (d them baa 
been withdraw'ii. In Alipore (’ourt tliere were 147 cases <*f which 95 were 
against Hindus, Of those fK) were withdrawn and the remaining 5 ended 
in acquittal. The case.s against the Muslims are continuing except^eom® 
very few where the offences were of a minor character. Sii, at Sealdah there 
tyere 88 cases wheie :il4 were implicated and at HowtuIi there were 'J48 caseM. 
Not one of these cases has been witlnlrawn. tbougli, Sir, it is said that the 
Govemment of est Bengal bad withdrawn riot rases. We understand 
now that when the (Government said that ri<d eases had been withdrawn they 
meant riM eases against the Hindus and not against the Muslims. The de- 
claration was so cleverly worded tliat it gave an impression that the rases 
Against Muslims had been withdrawn Just as the neighbouring State had 
withdrawn cases against the Hindus in Last Bengal, Sir, those cases againit 
the Muslims are continuing except very few where the offenees, as 1 said^ 
ire of a minor nature. Such action on the part of the Government does not 
lend to enhance the reputation of the Government for its impartiality and 
niir dealing. The past with its bitt<‘r memories sfiould ta* buried. There 
IS much to forget and forgive on both sides and it should l>e the duty of the 
Government, to create eonfideme and friendly feeling and to kelp people 
usher in a neWiera of communal amity, 

against the backipound of the provisiona made 
in the budget. Whereas these things are taking place on one side, we find 
that no proTision^as been raadf^n the budget for the education of Muslims, 
ao provision Jias Wn made in the budget for contribution to the charitable 
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institution» bi*ariug Muslim names, no provision has been made to hospitals 
which bear Islamic names. Sir, what has surprised me is that whereas a 
grant of 2 lakhs 3() thousand was provided in the last budget for the Islamia 
Hospital which has been doing very good work for the last twenty years, 
even that money has not been paid, nor any mention of it has been made in 
the present budget. I always understood that charity and relief do not re- 
cognise any distinction ot caste, colour and creed. When we give a beggar 
something we give it because we feel for his suffering. We never tr^' to find 
out if he is a Muslim or a Hindu. We always see that he needs it. His 
sufferings are so great that he merits our sympathy. But it has surprised 
me that the Government in making this provision ot grants has discriminat- 
ed against the Islamia Hospital because it bore an Islamic name. It has 
not provided anything for the Oalcutta Muslim Grjihanage; it has not pro- 
vided anything for the Anjumani Mafidul Anjumau Islam 
be(‘uuse the institutions have Islamic names. It is no fault 
of the patients if these institutions bear Islamic names. 

They were n(»t res]»onsible for the names. And who will 

suffer?' — the poor people who have nothing to do with the name f)f the insti- 
tutions but with the work ot the institutions. It a grant had been made, 
the.se hospitals would have continued to give service to suffering humanity 
irrespective of caste, colour or creed. 

Sir, as I have already said, in the budget the one impression which will be 
very glaring and which immediatel.N strikes you is that the whole aimmnt 
derived from revenue is spent on paying the .salaries ot the Ministerial staff. 
How is this income derived!" It \ou look at the Inmj) sum income from 

different heads, you will find that we realise o crores ot rujiees from licen^es 

issued for the sale of country spirit, foreign liijuor. wine, opium, etc Com- 
pare this income from immoral sources, Sir. with what our leader, whose 
death has Wn mourned at the first page ot the Hon'ble Minister’s speecli, 
Mahatma Gandhi, always said. He was tor total prohibition. He w’auted 
that we should stop totally the sale ot liquor, opium and i/anjd in the coun- 
try. As a niatter of fact, many (!ongress-governed jirovinces had taken up 
the initiative in this vv<’rk and in Madras prohibition has been introduced. 
And W'hat are we who are the loudest in our worshij) <d Muhatinaji’s ideals 
doing here today?' We are living upon the income ot this tainted money, 
money deriyecl from the issue of licenses for the sale of liquor, ojiium and 
f/anja. Tliis is a thing which makes me hang my head in shame though 
my friends are feeling jubilant about it It was our duty to stop totally 
the sale of these intoxicants. Instead of remedying this evil the Finance 
Minister of the Government of West Bengal has said that Saturday will be 
a dry day; you cannot buy liquor on Saturday. Visit the liquor ^liops on 
Friday evening and you can see the oueue of people standing to i>uy at one 
time their total consumption tor tw’o days. The sale of liquor has increased 
and next year wlien we meet you will find that you have-realised more than 
5 crores of rupees In way of license from the sale of H([uor, ijanja ami <»pium. 

Similarly, Sir, you will find that we liave not stojiped race gambling. 
The partial remedy or initial step needed for race gambling has Keen applied 
in the case of the sale of liquor. Race gambling and races should have Wn 
stopped on Saturdays and holiday.s. Instead of doing that the Government 
has stopjied the sale of liquor ou Saturdays. If, Sir, the races had been 
banned on Saturdays and holidays you would have found that less |»eople 
go to the races and .spend less^^f their income in gambling than what they 
are doing today. As our revenues from these sources will suffer, Govern- 
ment has not thought it proper to restrict racing on Saturdays and holidays. 

I now come to entertainment tax. I think you must hive also frequent- 
ed ewema houses and have waited for houri and hours to >fet a ticket stand- 
ing in queues. Each of these houses is making 15 to 20 thou^nd every 
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week %nd what are we getting from tbemF Nothing compared with their 
income, Sir. Our rate of amusement tax is ver>^ low, and we do not get 
whole of it. 

Sir. while on this pf»i«t I will draw your attention to a great injustit^e 
which has i>een done to us h,v the Finance Minister in concealing actual 
figures of income. I find he is trying to show’ less income from these sources 
than would actually aci rue het ause he wants to show at the end of the year 
that he has brought the province to prosperity. The deficit of one crore of 
rupees has been wij>ed off and actual receipts show he has landed us with a 
surplus of 21 crores of rupees. This statement of mine is (‘orroborated by 
the figures from the budget which I will give you. Entertainment tax 
realisation has been shown for the last six months at 30 lakhs of rupees and 
for the whole year the tax from entertainment is shown at 40 lakhs. Here 
the P'inanre Minister has pocketed more than Rs. 10 lakhs which he will be 
showing ut the einl of the y«*ar. Snnilarl\ , betting tux realised for the last 
six months from August to 31st March is showm ut 70 lakhs and for the 
whole year it is estimated at 90 lakhs. Why not sliow 1 crore and 40 lakhs 
based on the actual acteleiated late of realisation ^ Here also a large sum 
of money is concealed. 

Sir, the amount of realisation from tax on sale of motr>r spirit is show’ii 
as Rs. 40 lakhs while for 12 months it is shown as Rs. lakhs. Who does 
not know that petrol rationing has been relaxed I' We are getting double 
tlie <|uantit> of petrol we used to get u tew months ha(‘k. We are con- 
Juming d(»uble the <piantit> of petrol that we u.sed to consume before and so 

jta\ing double the lax in total than before Then wh> has the income 

gone downy If we were realising Rs. 40 lakhs for six months, we should 
b? realising four times tliat unnuint during the year because our income 
during the period from August to December should have been Rs. 80 lakhs; 
if the present sy.stem (»f petr«d rationing would continue, we shall he getting 
U.-. 1 croie and 20 lakhs from the sale of motoi spirit in the next year. 

Sir, I come next to the Motor Vehicles Act realisations whi<di present a 

diferent stor\ . We are realising Rs 30 lakhs on behalf of (’alcutta (/Or- 
poiation and pay the Calcutta ('<»rporation only Rs 4,o0,000, Morally and 
legtlly the entire amount belongs to the (’ulentta (’oriioration beeause we are 
meie collecting agencies, (’alcutta Corporation has become a target of 
public criticism and (iovernmerit emjuirn's ami ha.s fallen on laid tiavs, 
but still it is being rol)be«l on all sides by everybody. I’hc Corporation 
is ^eing robbed by (government, by the uHsessees, licenHces, the 
ll0^^e owner.s in Calcutta and by everylHaly, by me ami Mr. (lupta all alike. 
(Laughter.) The gentlemen now adoniiug the (iovernment benches have, 
when they w’ere sitting in op]K>sition not many months ago, always claimed 
that the (Corporation should la* more fairly treated and should be given at 
least 50 jier cent, of the amount which is realised by the Dovennnent from 
motor taxes. What a wonderful change when you cross the floor! 

Sii, while on the one hand we have been denied any grant for Madrassah.s, 
for on- educational institutions, for hospitals, we find that the Finance 
Minister i.s very fond of music. Two institutions hearing the same name, 
Sangit Vidyalaya. have been promised substantial grants at two places while 
anotho* music school has been given grant. Of course my friends will 
correct me but I understand these are institutions wdiere music is taught and 
sung. Perhaps the grants are made so that the constant worries of the 
Goveriment may be temimrarilv allayed by these institutions. 

The only constructive proposal contained in the budget relates to com- 
pletion of last year’s work and provision for reconstruction of houses of 
o«<^e€-dwellers and middle class people. Sir, I shall just take you back fo 
appendit B of the list of ofiginal works. You will find that all the** < 

- im tmt 
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}iAd been provided in the last bill^et as well as that of 1946-47 by tbe pre- 
vious Government. I ahall take you to the first item ^'Installation of ^ec- 
trie light and fans in the additional top floor of the Bengal Survey office/’ 
If you just turn to the first page of the list, appendix A of last year s budget 
and the explanatory notes, you will find exactly a similar item exrej)t that 
the amount was different from what it was. A big amount has been pro- 
vided for each of the items “Reserve for minor works under different heads/’ 
If you total them up, they also become a very big figure. You will find 
again “Construction of a stable at Government House." I do not know how 
many years it will take for the construction of a stable at Government House, 
Darjeeling. Then there is air-conditioning of Government House. Of 
course in Government House there must be air-conditioning. Then comes 
construction oi an additional storey in Writers' Buildings. These very 
items were found in the last year’s budget and year previous. These are 
indeed not additional items which my friend.s could sav are progressive 
works which the new Government had undertaken. Sri Hemanta Kumar 
Basu stated that Janab Khuda Bukhsh had said that this budget was tull 
of empW promises. I think, Sir, Janab Khuda Bukhsh used a mild expres- 
sion. It is not a budget of empty promises but it is a budget ot no promises. 
Even if there were emj)ty promises that would be something, at least better 
than no promises at all. Rupees 50 lakhs have been provi(le<l tor the con- 
struction of houses for the middle class people and Ks. 50 lakhs for histee- 
dwellers. You will find, Sir, in a recent publication of proceedings of thf* 
Calcutta Improvement Trust that the Trust has .spent about R.s. 5,25,000 for 
the construction of 100 rooms on the land which belonged to the Calcutti 
Improvement Tnist, A hundred rooncs meant accommodation for 60 families 
at a cost of over Rs, -5 lakhs. Therefore Rs. 50 lakh.s will give sufficiett 
accommodation for 500 families. Is that suflicieni and is that enough!^ 
Similar provision had been made during the last three years under different 
heads and God knows what will happen to this provision also. I challenge 
the Government that this money will not he spent. Next year when we 
meet for tlie budget discussion Government will come and say : “We had 
made this scheme. We have gone on w’ith the scheme; we have made pre- 
paration. hut the matter is pending with the Land A(‘(|uisitioii Collector. 
>We have not been able to get the land and (if the land was available) we 
have not been able to get the materials, but the money is there and we are 
anxious that this constriu tion shouhl be made". This 80 lakhs will reiiain 
as it is and will he merged in the closing balance i)f the year. 

(At this stage the member reached the time-limit but w’as allowed to 
continue.’) 

Sir, the people of Calcutta who contribute 80 per cent, of tbe retenue 
have a right to know what has lieen done for them. There are no wTemes 
for the construction of hostels for the students. There is acute scare ty of 
accommodation in the ( ity. and students come from the neighlxiuring places 
hut they find no nccoiumodatiou. The charges of mess and rooms ire so 
high that they find it difficult to pay. The Government should have made 
some arrangement for these students and for the construction of hostds for 
them. 

Lastly I would just make an appeal to my friends sitting opposite We 
are in a microscopic minority and can make no effective changes. I would 
appeal to them just to settle up the differences amongst themselve.s. We 
are really worried over the chants in the Ministry every now ani then. 
We are not anxious to be Ministej^ ourselves. I,iet us have a stable Minis- 
iry, so that we may know where we stand and we may know what is the 
policy of Government. Whoever comes makes his own constructon and 
states his own policy* you never know where you stand. So let tbfre be a 
Ministry and let the Muslims know how they are going to be treated

$fl SHYAMAPADA BHATTACHARYYA: Mr. Sj>eaker, Sir, people 
have been eagerly awaiting for tht* budget and anxiously expecting to find 
something which nuu lead to a solution of the problems that face the coun- 
try. So long deprived of all the joys of life tney want to breathe the air 
of freedom, as the Finance Minister has justly stated to bring into his life 
the bracing air t»f peace, pn>sperify and haj»piness. But the budget as 
presented has made us thiulcing as to how far this dream has been realised. 

The Hon’ble Finance Minifter has tried to tackle this problem but he 
seems to be handicap]>ed in his^ effort.s owing to the difficulties created by the 
division of the province. This factor has led him to cry halt and the budget 
of the new province of West Ben^l seems to refrain from making a bold 
attempt to the solution of the problem. It may be said to be one o? adjust- 
ment and compromise. It savours of the old ideas with only a lining oi the 
new. 
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The main problems that face this land of ours are fo<^d, health and clo^** 
inff. People want sufficient food; thej* want to be free from all physical 
ulments; thev want sufficient clothinjrs. AlH>ve all they want seounty tor 
their life and property. Unfortunately for this province the last one has 
become rare since 1946. These thinjfs have been touched their 

fringe, and lunif* grants have l>een provided in some oases. There is no 
plan, no scheme on the basis of which we can proceed. We do not know on 
what data these sums have been allotted. The danger is that for prepara- 
tion ot the s<’beme or plan u gmul part of the year will he wasted and we will 
find that the sums allotted are lying there unspent. This has been our ex- 
perience in the past and it is only natural that we have the same misgivings 
now. 

Coming to the main items in the budget, the first is Education. In this 
the Finance Minister has tried to steer a middle <‘ourse without adopting a 
revidutionary pn>gramme. A sum of 11 lakhs has been provided for bftsic 
education. Su far so good. I do not know how the sum will be spent in 
the absence <d trained teachers and a definite scheme. It will be better if a 
parti<'ular area is selected and an experiment on this line is made. What 
IS necessary is compulsj^ry Primary F.ducation and for this the Ministry 
ought to make a drive. 

Next is Medical and Public Health. A good lieginiung has been made 
and as Sreejut Annada Prosad Cluiudhury has already t-old us that there can 
be more progress on this line if we appeal to our charitably dsiposed coun- 
trymen. I ha\e every hope that funds will be forthcoming to supplement^ the 
efforts of the (f(tvernnienf. When we have got the rejiort of the llhofe (com- 
mittee before us, there is a well-thought-out schtpiie which can be given 
effect to immediately. Rural water-supply is l>eing attended to but the 
urban area “houbi n(»t be neglected. Most <»f them euniiot supply good 
drinking water ade(iuatelv for want of materials and for lack of funds to 
purchase them. When they ask for loans their claims are being deferred 
on the ground ot iriadecjuate income. Unless the Government makes a grant 
outright they cannot hope to implement any scheme of improvement by 
themselves. 

Agriculture has also received some share. This includes lakhs for the 
di^tribution ot iron and steel for agri<'ultural implements, d lakhs for sugar- 
cane cuttings. 4 lakh-* l(»r small irrigation projects. (•omp(»st and seed stores. 
These all sound very well. But from our jm.Nf experience we find that steel 
and iron never reach the agriculturi.sts in spite of retjuisition by M.L.A.s, 
Controllers and District Magistrates. 

In the industrial head silk has great possibilities. No doubt a sum of 8 
lakhs has been provided but that is a mere droi» in the ocean. If Kashmir 
and Mysore can make it jirofituble, why cannot Bengal? If we want to make 
a substantial improvement, we should begin from the very beginning. It 
is a mistaken idea to start from the filature. We must try to improve the 
breed of cocoons and production of silk and instead of giving them aid we 
must take over control of the whole thing just as others are doing.

•ri SHYAMAPADA BHATTACHARYYA: Sir. there are other projM*- 
sals such as housing of middle classes, Kanchrapara development, electrifi- 
cation, transport, etc. But when we l(K»k at all these we find that all these 
are meant for Calcutta and the neigh Iwuring areas as it West Bengal is 
limited to Calcutta only and what is left is going to be spent for areas on 
the western side of Bh^irathi. The eastern side, via., Nadia and Hurshi- 
dabad, have Wn totally neglected. For them there is no solace, only a few 
crumbs here and there. ** Besides this, the area in North Bengal has also 
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Iieen totally ignoml. There ih no electrification; there are no development 
projectH. Thewe border ureas of West Bengal are not being properlv looked 
after. They are j>ra( ti(*ally isolated from each other and during the rains 
8 months in the year they are cut off from the civilised world. There is no 
food, no medicine and the j>eople of these areas are deprived of all facilities 
for procuring their daily necessities for want of communicating roads. The 
due qua non of independence is a sense of security of life and property and 
pniper and sufticieut food, but for lack of communications you cannot come 
to the market and tannot get medical help. If there be any trouble, the 
Centre renniins in the dark till news infiltrates with difficulty. The terri- 
tories of Mulda and Dinajpur are separated from each other and there is no 
link between Murshidabad and Malda or Dinajpur. Schemes should at once 
be prepared and work taken in hand for connecting these districts or estab- 
lishing means of coinmunicatitms with the centre. In the road development 
programme, instead of laying their hands here and there, roads must be 
develope<l so that there may Ik* quick movements from the centre to the 
border and the different units may be linked up. Then and then only the 
pe(tple may feel secure and know that help will reach them in time of need. 
The problem of supnlying fish not only for Calcutta but also for mufassal 
areas should be pain attention to. There are large tracts of water as well 
as tanks where fish cull are can Ik* undertaken with profit and the problem 
of supply to Calcutta ma\ be sfdved. For all these we may easil\ utilise 
the services of the surplus permanent staff as well as the temporary imes. 
These are trained hands an<l their service> sliould be j)laced in the rural 
areas for village uplift works. For this a comprehensive scheme is absolute- 
ly necessary. 

Some savings ma\ also he mn<le on the expenditure side. The Commis- 
sioners of Divisions h<dd sinecure offices and times without numher memliers 
asked for the alxdition of these posts. But the steel frame ( annot be shaken 
and they remain where tliey were. These post offices of (bjvcrnment exist 
only for delaying prompt execution of w*orks and I ask the Hon'ble Minis- 
ter to be relieved of this burden. 

The abolition ot all controls whicli Mahatmaji so vehemently advocated 
abould he taken up in right earnest and this will wipe out all deficits. 

The whole budget has a promising outlook hut they seem to have made 
a halt. Funds may he allotted under different heads, hut it is very difficult 
to spend them in the absence of a definite plan or on inadetjuate data. I 
re(|Uest the Ministry* not to waste monev here and there but proceed on a 
planned basis and t doubt not that ere long their efforts to make this land 
rich in health and wealth will be crowned with 6ucee.ss. 

tlBflib A. F. Mt ABDUR RAHMAN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 congratulate 
the Ilon’ble Finance Minister for his good fortune to be able to iutrmluce 
the first budget of autonomous Bengal under the Government of Imlia Act of 
19d5 and also the first budget of divided Bengal of free India. Sir, the 
Hon'ble Finance Minister, both in the introductory and also in the conclud- 
ing stage of his statement, has invoked the blessings of Mahatmaji and I 
think, Sir, he ha.s rightly done .so, hecau.se Mahatmaji is our never-failing 
friend, philosopher and guide. But, Sir, simply invoking his blessings will 
not help us unless we are prepared to follow his ideals sincerely. Sir, 
Mahatmaji throughout his life fought against intoxication and also in the 
new constitution of the All-India (ingreas we -find that one must be a teeto- 
taller to become eligible to be a pa^cliayat in a Primaiw- Congress Committee. 
So the country ('an legitimately expect that the first thing the Govemmeut 
should do is to abolish all intoxication from the country; but to our utter 
disa]^pointment we find that the Government so far has practically done 
nothing. During Dr. Ghosh's Ministiy, Saturday was declared a “Dry 
day.^* Sir, for all practical purposes, this one “Dry day’' in a week means 
nothing. People will either buy drinks on a previous day or in the black 
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znarket. If tbe (Tovernment are serious about it, they shouhl close down all 
liquor shops and make drinking a penal offence. Sir, a Question 
arise where to find out the money lost on Excise revenue, but I am sure, &r, 
that knowing this difficulty Congress has tkis Qualification in their 

constitution. Sir, nobotly would believe that it is tiie intention of the 
Congress that those who will be candidates for a Congress Panchayet will 
not drink. Sir, it is common knowledge that a large number of our poverty- 
stricken people visit the Race Course and completely ruin themselves. The 
country expec*ted that the Government will take early steps to ^leclar© 
racing illegal; but again. Sir, to our disappointment we find that the Gov- 
ernment is not doing anything in this matter. Our honourable friend Sri 
Annada Prosad Choudhury very rightly remarked in his sjieech that the 
least the Government should do is to increase the totalisator tax in such a 
proportion that it mav be difficult for the (*oinmon man go to the Race 
Course. I am sure, f^ir, the Hon’ble Finance Minister is aware that the 
Madras Government is going to bun tbe publication of all information re- 
garding racing and also sale of race tips, etc,, and have made them a penal 
offence. We expect, Sir, that till Government can totally stop ra<'ing, they 
should at least impose such restrictions as would i reate difficulties for the 
common man to visit the Race Course and let the races remain, for the time 
being, a pleasure sport for the prodigal sons of rich men of our country. 

Sir, we are glad to find increased provisions in various nation-building 
departments. But. Sir. unless the system and method of expenditure are 
changed, I am afraid, Sir, in spite of all the good intentions of the Ministry, 
we shall not achieve the desired results. Sir, we have achieved independence 
but there is practically no change in the method of administration from the 
bureaucratic regime. Sir, in the past we have seen too much of inter-de- 
partmental jealousies and there was practically no lo-operution between one 
department and another, although tuat was an essential condititm for the 
all-round improvement of the province. Sir, we do not know the attitude 
of the present Government towards the Co-operative M<»vement of the pro- 
vince. If it is the intention of the Government that the movement should 
flourish, then there should l>e closer co-operation of the Co-imerative Depart- 
ment with the Agriculture and Industries Departments. The Agriculture 
and Industries Departments should function more or less as advisory depart- 
ments. They should only give technical advice, deal with research work 
and also supervise the a<'tual execution of the schemes, hut the m tual execu- 
tion of the scheme should be left to the Co-operative Department. Sir, if 
we want to eliminate the individual ownership and exploitation of the 
common man, we must develop the CVojierative Movement in the country. 
Large sums of money have lieen provided in the budget under the head *‘(/iviI 
Works” and ‘‘Con.st ruction of Irrigation. Navigation and Drainage Works’^ 
but unless the tendency of the contractors of war-! i me profit is checked, I 
am afraid, the bulk of this money will go to the contractors’ pockets. Sir, 
increa.sed provision under the head “I'ublic Health” and “Medical” is a 
welcome provision. There is misgiving in the minds of Mussalmans of 
West Bengal that the Government might stop the Mudrussuh Education 
from West Bengal. I think. Sir. Government should do well to remove the 
doubta from the minds of the Mussalmans of West Bengal. Sir. another 
thin^ I would urge on the Ministry is to give us an assurani e that the money 
provided for the promotion of education amongst educationally hac^kward 
classes should not be spent for a particular section of a community. It 
should be spent for all those who are educationally backward. Sir, the 
Hon'ble Finance Minister in his statement said, that Government of a coun- 
^ is not a profit-making institution like a commercial enterprise in which 
incrmed emoluments can be claimed on the basis of the profits made. The 
Honldb Finance Minister has further stated that it will l>e recognised that 
salaries of Government employees must bear a certain relation to the incxime 
and the standard of living of the vast masMs from whose toil the coffers of 
the State have to be filled.^ I am sure, Sir, this statement of the Hon'ble 
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Finance Minister is not intended for the poorly-paid officers only. May I 
ask the Hon’hle Finance Minister throujfh you, Sir, in consistence with 
hib statement, whether he can justify the hijrh salaries of the administrative 
Secretaries and also the heads of the Departments! 

Sir, hefore 1 sit down, I can assure the Government through you, Sir, 
that we on this side of the House, will co-operate with the Government in 
all their attempts to make W’est Bengal a happy and j)rosperou8 province, 
where there will be no exploitation of the common man and where all sec- 
tions and clas'.es of people will be able to live peacefully.

Jinib ABUL HASHEM: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I ron^atulate the Hon'ble 
the Finance Minister Sri Nalini Ranjau Sarker who has the distinction of 
p^e8entm^f the first budget of the province of West Bengal of His Majesty’s 
Dominion of India. I do not see eye to eye with him when he claims for 
himself the unique distinction of presenting the first budget of the province 
of West Bengal of free India. My conception of freedom, it appears, is 
something different from his. I do not think that complete independence 
is the same us what we have got now, viz., Dominion Status. 

Sri Xulini Hanjan Saikei had had in the past many other unique distiuc> 
tions. He had the unique distincticm of 'presenting the first budget on 
behalf of a Muslim League Ministry in this very House of the first Govern- 
ment constituted under the Macdonald Award. He had the unicjue distinc- 
tion of becoming one of the members of liord Wavells first Interim Govern- 
ment. He has now the unique distinction of presenting the budget of the 
Government of West Bengal. 

In presenting the bu<lget he starts wdtb an expression of grief for the 
sad and tragic assassination of Mahatma Gandhi and then he expresses his 
firm determination to materialise the yet unfulfilled dreams and desires of 
Mahatma Gandhi. Sir, in this connection 1 would like very much to draw 
his attention to one point which impressed me most. The hand that pierced 
the heart of Mahatma Gandhi was the hand of a young man. These crimes 
are generally committed by youths of impressionable age. Youths generally 
are lovers of thrills, sensation and romance. These youths, we find again, 
are far ahead of others in every progressive struggle the world has ever seen. 
These youths would lend their blind support to any tendency, either virtuous 
or vicious, w’hich will be able to present to them greater thrill, greater sensa- 
tion and greater romance. If we are serious and sincerely desirous of doing 
4mr best to fulfil the dreams and desires of Mahatma ^Gandhi, in that case 
w’e will have to take steps to mobilise in the right direction the energies of 
revolutionary youths and this, in my opinion, cannot be achieved by mere 
oi>en det laration of ]>ious hopes and secret negotiations with Imperialist and 
(fapitalist interests. What is required for this is lH)ld and straightforward 
steim and meu.sures to create a rev<ilution in our thinking, feeling, action 
uno in the w’a> ot our existence. Sir, in this budget I regret not to find 
anything of that nature, anything that can really inspire anybody. For 
this, however, I do not blame the Hon’ble Finance Minister or his predeces- 
sors in office. But I blame the circumstances of which the Hon’ble Finance 
Minister may either not he fully cognisant or being conscious is not prepared 
to accejit them as realities. Dr. Roy, the leader of the present Ministerialist 
l^artv, has been a physician of a very high order. Sir, philosophers and 
sociologists of our time are almost unanimous in thinking that, like an in- 
divhluaL society itself is also an organism. Like an individual organism 
social organism has also its birth, growrth, decay and death. Dr. lUy, an 
eminent physician of individual organism, has now transferred his t^ents 
and energies towards ministering to^the physical needs of the social organism 
and we hope and expect in course of time he will prove himself to be equally 
efficient, but for the present 1 do not think, as I have already said, he can 
really inspire anybody. The budget he has presented is an old stereotyped 
budget. He has, however, 1 must admit, made some improvements over the 
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previiiits budgetfi. He has spent a considerable part of his time while deli* 
vering his statement on lamentation over the j)artitiou of Bengal. We 
entirAv agree with him and those a*ho think like him that partition of 
Bengal, which 1 cull the murder of Bengal, has created circumstances over 
which perhajw we shall never have sutHi'ient control to enable u» to overcome 
our difficulties. So long as the partition of Bengal exists, the difhculty 
which the Hon’ble Finance Minister feels and experiences will continue. 
^'Unfortunately in his budget slutemeht be enteml into u little acrimonious 
discu.-^sion which, 1 think, at this stage is quite unncccssurv. He attributes 
the partition of Bengal to what he calls the pernicious two>natiou theory. 
But if he hud courage to see things in their true peivSpective and appreciate 
them, however unpleasant they may lie to his taste, he would have seen that 
this pernicious two-nation thtnirv which he has referred to is the natural 
offspring oi an etiually pernicious one-nation theory. The real thing, how* 
ever, is that India is the home of many nations and unless we are prepared 
to accept a multi-nation theory, rejecting both one and two we ahafl not be 
able t<» make India a real temple of peace. 1 do not want, however, to dilate 
much upon this. From the statement it appears, bec ause he has made men- 
tion of it in S(» mans word.>, that he is fully <*i»nscious of the difficulties and 
obstruction.*, that lie hef<ire him. If he were free to prepare the budget for 
us to his choice. I have no doubt, knowing liira us 1 df>. he <*ould have made 
us happy, hut unfortunately he is not free tt» di> so. 

So tar as the expeioliture side is concerned. I must congratulate him for 
the u(mdertul way in whi« h he has distributed the available funds. But if 
he wants really a rev(dution in our social onler and in our way of existence, 
in that case greater emphasi** will have to he laid on the increase in revenues, 
an<l here the growing needs of the jieople are so great ami so mu<‘h that if 
we want really to do anything for them, we will have to swell up our income 
and that can only he dtuie by < reating a revidution in our revenue sysleiu. 
Here I suggest — rather I do a>sert with all the emphasis that 1 can (‘ommaiid 
— that no Finance Minister and no Ministry ami no budget (an give us what 
we want so long as our present sources ot revenues remain us they are. Sri* 
jut Sarker has said that negotiations are going on with the Uoveriiment i>f 
India, and unle.ss we arrive at a final settlement, we do not know exactly 
where we staml. That is true, hut the tendency which the (jovernment of 
India is already showing does not create much hope in us and dtws not 
inspire us either, bei'ause swelling our funds to that strength which is necea- 
sarv for conifdete .satiafardion <»f our needs requires complete socialisation. 
Fifty years ago there was some romance in IlfUiie Rule as opposeil to foreign 
rule, but in the.se days. Sir, we do not care much whether we are ruled by n 
white or a brown man hut what we are concerned with are the contents of 
freedom — so<‘ial, economic and political. So fur as these are concerned, we 
feel and I hope the lion ’hie the Finance Minister will also agree with me 
that we staml just where we were before, (^nnplete sfM'ialisation requires 
complete intlependence. Xow'. the Hon’hle the Finance Minister ha« said 
in his budget speech that the main sources of expected revenue are nationali- 
sation of big basic industries ami nationalisation of laud — these two things 
are under the consideration of the Ooverniiient of India. In fact they have 
already laid down that principle. They have declared that the question of 
nationalisation of industries cannot arise now, Gnly the other day — I 
believe yesterday — Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru addressing the All-India Con- 
grew Committee declared that for stmie time to come he would not think of 
nationalisation of industries because the present world question was one of 

G Auction ,and not of distribution. And with regard to nationalisation of 
, the Hon'ble F'inance Minister has already stated that the Central 
|K>licy is to give compensation and the actual rate of compenaatian has not 
yet been : so he cannot at once go for the nationalisation of land. If 
this be the tendency that the industries must he left to individual enterprise, 
which is another way of saying that thev must depend on the capitalists of 
India, and if the samindary^ acquired by payi^ heavy compensation to 
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eaiuindartt who had considerable difficulty to derive any profit out of their 
fainindaries, which are no longer a profitable concern, then in that it 
goes without saying that the main tendency of the Government of 
and of the Government of Bengal an well, because it is a subordinate limb 
of the Government of India, is to take shelter under the protective wings of 
feudal lords, financial lords and imperial lords. U nder these circumstances 
one cann(»t reasonably expect more than what we have got in the budget 
presented by the Hon'ble the Finance Minister. That i> whv I say that in 
the present set-up the Finance Minister has very nicelv distributed reve- 
nue in the budget. 

In this budget I would like to draw the attention of the Hon’ble 
the Finance Minister to (Hie small item of expenditure, namely, 
community kitchens. This appears to me just something ridiculous because 
the c(»mmnnitv kitchen and its ^prc^ld is nf>t much c<uisistent with the capi- 
talist order of society. By community kit<*hen the Hon’ble the finance 
Minister eX]»ects to relieve small household women from the drudgery <)f 
cooking in their houses. If he <‘ould a<ld a little more mouey to urovide 
children’s creches, I think they would have been much more relieved. But 
he proposes to relieve them from the drudgery oi household att'airs. Is he 
prepared to give them sufficient employment to enable them to use their time 
profitably or by simjdy relieving them by taking them from their lumsehold 
occupation he wants to create devil’s worKsho)> in every household ^ I would 
request him to think over this matter. It he can provide sufficient work 
for men and women, in that case community kitchens would be (juite 
good 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. llushem, liow lonjr more ilo you wisli to take? 

' Jamb ABUL HASHEM: T en minutes more. Sir, othcrwivi* I think the 
spread of this community kitchen would lead to umlcsirahlc things.

Sir, the next item in the Hu«lget the revenue expectation from Excise, 
fnun betting and gambling. On this point jirevious speakers have spoken, 
so I do not want to take much time, but 1 >liull content m>self with only 
remarking this that the present Governmeut. which swears allegiance to the 
principles of Mahutiiia Gandhi, .shouM see that there is gradual prohibition 
in this country. 

Now, we find also another small item of expenditure in the Budpet, 
namely, aid to political suftVrerH who are de.scril>ed as war veterans, 'lhaf 
is a very laudable thing, and I longratulate the Hon’ble the Finance Minis- 
ter on that. But at the same time there is a misgiving in my mind in that 
respect. I would like to know from the Hon’ble the Finance Minister — I 
do not know if in his reply he would refer to the item but I w'ould like that 
be should categorically lay Wfore us the whole procedure of di.stri bating 
this money to the war" veterans — whether Government will do it or Govern- 
ment will set up an All-Party Committee to deal with the question. To put H 
very bluntly, 1 would like to knoiv if the present Congress Path' and the 
Ministry will recognise the past .services »»f other people like the Chittagong 
Raiders and similar other patriotic people, or they will confine their bene- 
volence only to their own party ineAr 

Th« HOffl’blt iri NIHARENDU OUTT-MAZUMDAR: Not to Pakia- 
thanis. 

Jiliab ABUL MABHBMl Muslims do not claim anything from you. 
Here 1 mean other people who do not belong to the Congress. According to

But |)oint is. is it ^ing to benefit political sufferers belonging to 
tbe Congress or is it going to lieuefit all others as well who do. not belong to 
the Congress party To put it in another way, is it an attempt to rake an

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 have alreud\ drawn the attention of the Govern- 
ment that he should he here. In the meantime Mr. Sinha is takinjf uote.s. 

Sri SATISH CHANDRA CHAKRAVARTY; 1 conjrratulate the Hon’hle 
Finance Minister on the budget he has place<l before the Hoii.se. It must 
be admitted that in certain aspeits it opens up a vision of activity towards 
the good of tlie province on wider fields which were unexplored by Finance 
Ministers before. 

In my opinion the improvement «»f the province depends on our capacity 
to tackle four canlinal factors: The rivers, the roads, rehabilitation and 
the relief. 1 have ver\ carefully .studied the budget provisions as far as it 
deals with the four points; hut the whole thing, it seems, ha.s been placed 
without any co-ordination, from the jumbled recommendations of the variou.s 
members or district officers; and to an impartial mind, it leaves an impres- 
sion that eej^uitv regarding the necessity of the various districts has not 
been niaintaineiV 

The Hon’ble Minister has said in his budget .speech that the only big 
river that partitioned Bengal has got is the Ganges. The firsf point that I 
.should like to impress is that ftie consideration of the Ganges should have 
been given priority No. 1 . As late as in 1788 Mr, Rennell wrote “that 
the Ganges with its numerous branches and adjuncts intersects the country 
ill a variety of directions so us to form complete and easy inland navigation 
that can be conceived. Every part of the country has, e^en in the dry season, 
some navigable stream within 25 miles at the furthest and more commonly 
within a third part of that distance”. It will, therefore, he seen that at 
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that time the rivers aimo{»t satisfied not only the question of irrij^tiou but 
also the question of t^miuuuication. Bengal was then a very prosperous 
country. 

Bhagirathi used to he the Western liouth of the (ianges 4tKl years ago. 
Its oflf-take has remained closed hv sand hars during the dry seasons since 
IJilo. and there is a flow of (ianges water through the Bhagirathi only during 
the flo<Hl seasons when the hars are overtoppetl. Bhagirathi gets its supjdy 
from torrential rivers whose catchment areas are in the hills and platenus 
at Santhal Purganu.s and ('hota Xag[iui-, Imt these rivers dry u]) in winter. 
Bhagirathi also gets its supply of (ianges \^ater from the Julungi, Mathih 
hhauga. lehchainati and (’hurui Khal, hut the ott-lakes of these from 
Padilla are also closed in dry seasons 

The (ianges with its numerous suh«hran« hes are all living or already dead 
due to the diversion of (ianges watei through Padma, and it is uiiiveraally 
agreeil that without restoration of continuouh flow of (ianges water to ita 
dead and dying rivers the whole irea >\ill gradualK revert to swamps and 
juugle^. '('here is also a danger that an tiim* pa.s*4ed the whole of the 
Gauge** water will flow through Pa dm a and ‘the river Hooghly ((iunges) 
will die in the same wa\ as those in th»* 24-Paiganas are dying", hut in 
spite of these Mr Adams Williams, one of the well-known irrigation 
engineers, said tliat n is ln‘>t lo leavt* matters alone (M tonisi* for a foieign 
irrigation expert it is very eas\ to advoeate for leaving sneh matters alone 
hut to Us 11 IS a ijuestion of lile and death. Without going into the detailed 
history it ma> la* mentioned that tliere was a continuous flow of (ianges, 
water through Bloigiratin tor a )>eriod of T \»‘ars, from PUlv^ to 1914, and 
if the ( hannels at I*adnia as tliey existed at the almve peiiod of 7 years had 
been fixed s(» that it alw<j\s Howed and )>as>ed these* off-takes, tin* contintious 
flow of (ianges watei through the Bliagirathi wonlil liave eontinued to this 
day It Is till' opinion oi nian> expeits that the tianiing of rivei ehannels 
by a pair of guide hanks .»s onginallv designed by .Mr -lames B. Bell is 
possifde. and if we construct. evi*n now, a pair ol guide hank.s at the western 
mouth ot the (ianges the flow of the water e.iii he di\i*r(i'd from I^adma to 
(he (ianges and liver channel a! the mouth can he fi.\ed in its course. In 
that case the flow ot (ranges water throiig’h ihe dead and dyings rivers of 
Central Heng^al duiing the ilry sf'asons viill help to erode tlie shallower portion 
of thosi* cliannels .md ♦•nahh* them to carr\ greater volume of (ianges water 
with t!ie rise ot wa1t*i |e\i*l m the (hidiiia duling Hoods These dee]>ei 
ehannels ot tin* d\ing nv*'is will .lUo help to drain awa\ the water (‘idlecteil 
in the low lands on tiirir hanks I fn* idiof to thi* w atcj -logging, eradica- 
tion nt the }»reeding^ place of nio-,<|uHoes, will impio\e not onl\ the hiuilth 
hut also the agiiciiltuie and will- lead to a liappv and prospeioiis Bengal. 
It IS thereioie worth wlnle tor oui Hon’hle Finance Ministei to eonsider 
this scheim* and take it uj» inimediale) v, and I am f*1iie that it will la* agued 
that unless rhi.s is taken uji along with the jirovi.sion of the ri‘-i*\cavat ion 
of snme ot the rivers, sueii as Saiu.swati in the district oj Hooghlv and 
Howiah. Kimti in ( huisur.ih, the diainage flushing seluine of Mursliidahail 
and the piepaiation of mastei plan fo» the drainagi* of ( ah utla and Muiroun-l- 
ing areas, the giants gi\en tor these MchemeN will not he lialf so useful 
unless the question of opening (lie mouth of tlie (ianges he given )ui-onJ:y 
No. I and he taken up at once along with these schemeH. 1 suggest that 
the allocation of Bs 4.othn(H) made for the development of (he Bivei 
Beseaich Institute he spent this \ear for suive\ and estimate lo form two 
guide hank.s f<»r intake of Padma wafer into the (ranges and, if necessary, 
to take e*xi>ert opinion in this mattei. The opini<m given aho''i. tallies 
the opinion of an expert irrigation engineer, Mr, K B. Box, wlio wu.h cn 
Executive Engineer for Irrigation for a long time in Bengal. 

Begarding equity of irrigation grauta to various districts, 1 regret to 
meotiou that it seem® that in four schemes Rs. 10,57,0(10 has been allocated 
to Bankura district aloue^ whereas only Rs, l,50,()00 has hwn provided 
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for the difltrkt of Murshidahad. Almost the same fate with 24-Par^^:mas 
with a provision of only Rs. 3,00,000. Howrah and Hoojfhly combined 
totals Rs. 8,25,000. I would not have grud^^ed if the needs of Banl^ra 
were ^treater than those of any other district, but when the whole question 
of rivers of Ben^ral has been dealth with it would have been far better if 
these allocations hud l>een made accord! n^c to the urgent necessity 
of the districts on the recommendation of ex|>ert irrigation engineers. I, 
with some knowledge of the^ rivers of Bengal, do feel that the question of 
immediate necessities has not been kept in mind at the time of making 
these allocations. 

Regarding allocations made to the roads, it is surj)rising to find that in 
the Ilooghly district two of the main roads which ought to have l)een taken 
up immediately, no provision has been made for them; one is from Grand 
Trunk Road to Turakesw’ar na Singur and another is the old Benare.s Road 
frf>rn How’rah to Shi ak hula and upwards. If these two roads had been 
taken up immediately, the que.stion of rehabilitation of middle class people 
would have been solved to a great extent a.s these k^ichcha roads run 
through a large number of villages where immediate rehabilitation is pos- 
siljle. In this case it also seems that before allocations made to the various 
districts the question of the immediate priorities have not been considered 
aud it leaves an impression that the allocations have been made according 
lo the pressure which the |>eople of the district or its members have been 
able to put before the Minister. 

1 further suggest that the sum of Hs, 50 lakhs whii h has been set ai>art 
for the rehabilitation of the middle class people should be spent on the 
roads of Bengal instead of any attempts being nuole to rehabilitate middle 
class people wdth this amount. On a ver\ moderate estimate it will take at 
least Ks. 10,000 to rehuliilitate a middle < lass family. With Rs. 50 lakhs 
we ean just accommodate 500 families or sa> about 5,000 men and women; but 
if this siuii is spent on the construction ot main district highways 
and mails it w'ill o[)eiJ up vast areas tor rehabilitation where large areas of 
lands may be available for the middle class families who would like to settle 
in West Bengal. A small surcharge may be made on the lands opened uji by 
these mails. It was by this method of opening up eommunications that the 
(juesticm of rehabilitation was solved at one time in (lerniany and Italy aud 
also at some (lortion of America I would therefore suggest that the allo- 
cation of Rs, 5(1 lakhs for tin* rehabilitation be diverted for the construc- 
tion of mads, specially in districts within 40— 5<) miles from Calcutta. 
Highways are liteline of a country: If you open highways you can solve 
many problems including rehabilitation 

Regarding the rehabilitation estimate of Rs. 22. 50. ()()(( for the main- 
tenance of destitute homes. State orphanage, etc . 1 suggest that this .sum 
should have been increased, as this que.stion has come to the forefront 
with the migration of East Bengal people to We.st Bengal. 

A grant of Ks, 20 lakhs has been made for the re-housing of huxtee 
dw'ellers. I would feel that in.stead of an attempt to remo<lel Calcutta 
hustees or slums of Bengal which have proved a failure all along, it will 
be far better if this grant is spent along wuth a portion of the grant of 
Hs. 50 lakhs alUx^ated for the improvement of transport facilities of greater 
Calentta, for building up beuiitifiil garden cities cousi.sting of small houses, 
open spaces for children and W'omen within ten or fifteen miles from Calcutta 
where a large portion of tlnw huxtrvx of ('alcutta can be transferred. 
Cheap transport facilities may be* arranged to bring these people to Calcutta. 
It will not only lie a beautiful plot worthy of the name of the Government 
but also it W'ill be a source of revenue to the Goveniment. Further, most 
of the bmiffc lands of Calcutta belong to landlords and the re-modelling of 
tht^ huitres accortlihg to Bengal Slum Improvement Act of 1946 has been 
found not to l>e a practical proposition. 
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Eeg^rdin^ the relief to the , it must he admitted that community 
kitchen is no solution to the problem and the provision made of Rs. 77 ,92.000 ^ 
does not seem to be sufficient for this purpose. More allotment oug'ht to 
have been made on this account. Subject to the remarks regarding rivew, 
roads, rehabilitation and relief, I am of opinion that a very pn>mi.suig start 
has been made for the improvement of these four factors. 

Before I ('lose, h(iwever, 1 cannot but mention another factor. T do feel 
that our ex|»erien(‘ed Finance Minister with an international reputation 
should not have presented this budget taking into full consideration of the 
revenue of Rs. from excise in (he revenue aide, as it is a known 

fact that we in the Congress intend to prohibit the sale of liquor and 
other intoxicants at an early date I had expected that our experienced 
Minister should trume a budget in such a way that if it was settled to enforce 
the prohibition in VVe>t Bengal, the budget would uot be upset nor it 
will cause a cnUapne in the financial .structure.

realised and proliabl\ conveveil to his eidleagues (hat a one-party Govern- 
ment is not good for a democratic House of Tiegislature. They must have 
realised that a huge majorit.v one side and a negligible and ineffective 
Opposition oil tin* other are unsutisiactorv and depressive for the whole House. 
Su( h a situation leads to totalitarian tendencies. !t becomes the aiitithesiii 
of democracN .

.Sir, counting ot beads nei*d riot necesf,aril\ 1 h‘ the onl\ criterion in a 
House of I^egislature Majonfien .uid minorities should have their liniita- 
tatioiis That is why I retjuested the former Premier to nianiifaeture an 
Opposition because without a decent Opposition the House cannot w’ork satis- 
factorily. 1 rejieat my retjuest to the Hon’Me the Finance Minister, as the 
Premier ha.s not been here with us during these discussions. He will kindly 
convey my suggestion to his chief, and I hope the Cahinet will sit together 
and decide on the deation of an Opposition.

I would apiieal to the 
Govi^fumeiit Ihirty to see to it that they do not create aii\ furthei troulile 
foT the ('ubiiiet, that the.\ do m*t once moie chan^»e lenses in nnd-siream. 
If the finanees of Bengal are in the eapahb* haud.v nt the pit'scnf Mini^tei, 
I feel tlmt by 1949-0(1 or IJf.Ml-.')! we .shall have passed through the grind 
and gone out of tlie woo<l into the shining light of better tinances for Bengal. 

Sir, the cynic has been uttering remarks which normally do disturb 
the average man.

I ho])e it is wrong and I hope the Hon'bh* th<‘ Finanee Minister, by his 
de\teiit\ and h\ his single-mimhal devotion t<» tiu' needs and re(|uiremeiits 
of Bengal, will prove the c\nic to be wrong 1 hojie he .ind his colleagues 
in the Ministrx will see to it that the finances of the Government of Bengal 
do not get mixed up with private finance.

I can appeal w’lth eonfideme to the llon'ble the 
Fiiiame MiiUNtef, who known the authoritie*i in Fast Bengal. If insf,e»d 
of the pre*.ent-da> '.liort-^igh'ted piditn s, to w budi we ha\<‘ gmwn accustomed, 
he makes ii-^e of Ins l onneetioiis with his idd colleagues of the idder days. I 
feel that, although sejairuted coii^titutiomill\ . Ea.nt ami West Bengal, eco- 
nomy all, \ and snoiallv, can still work together One part ha.s things which 
the other wants, and the other part has things who h we want here. That 
being the situalmn I feel, Sir, a bit of talk-arouiid-tli»‘-table may remove 
many of tlie difficulties lie has visualistMl. 1 also fee) that the interests of 
both the old parts of Bengal demand .such a mo\e Inltu -ilcpeiidence and 
mutual assistance rather than rumpelitiou should Im* our p(die\. 1 hope that 
when he feels a hit mf)re comfortable in the saddle he is now* occupying, he 
will turn ills face towarfls Hast Bengal and then tnie economic friendship 
will grow and bitterness will disafipear. We hail enough of (ontroversy . 
We ha\e paid in miser, \ and in bbsei for our misdeeds. The llon’ble the 
Finanee Minister referred feelingly to Mahatma fiamlhi's assnssinution. Is 
it worth while. Sii. talking in the same document of the periiii ious theory 
of two nations'" It has been misumierstood, partnularlv by friends who 
believe in vanui.<hnnini . Thos»- who liav** faith in a society built on

That imjiressioii. Sir, i.s likely further to be strengthened bv the dolei» 
he has dtstrihute*! to all and sundry out of the laigesse which he possesHCu 
and which according to his own statement is not enough.

Sir. \utli i«> rolleuj^ut* and 
speakers from other parts of tiie House I 1 ‘onKfatuliite the Hon’hle Minister 
OD his preseu tat lull of the hud^ret As m> <‘olleujnie said in his speeeh 
yesterday, this province depends im eoninierce, industry ami trade for more 
than 75 per cent of the total revenue of the province and for the jrreater 
proportion of that 75 per cent, the pruvinee is <lepeiidt*iit on the jute indus- 
try, 1 was #rlad to see. therefore, that th<* Hou’hle the Finani'o Minister 
recoKiii.ses the importance of jute to the province. The prosperity of this 
major interest of tins province lias been threatened hy the sources 
of its raw materials liavin^^ been territorially .He\ere(l from the 
inanufaeturin^ centres h.\ partition. It is sincerel\ to he hoped that the 
friendly eomniereiul relations winch the Ilon’hle Minister referred to in 
his speech will lie established between East and West Beujfal and the trade 
harriers which are haiiiperiu^r the free flow of jute from East to West 
Beni^al will be removed. I can assure the Ilon'bic the Finanre Minister 
that he will have the fullest eo-ojieration of the Jute Industry in anything 
he does to liring about an understanding between Eu.st and West Bengal in 
order to make jute freely available to the nianufaetunng side of the indus- 
try in this province. As the Huii’hle Minister rightly pointed out, how- 
ever, should it he impo.ssible to establish friendly commercial relatioua 
between East and West Bengal, it may he necessary to meet the raw 
material re<|uireiiients ot the date Mills hy increased production in Assam, 
Orissa and Bihar by removing the exi.sting rest ri< t ions of the acreage of 
jute. With this [mssibility liefore us, I would be almost inclined to criti- 
cise the grant under tin* Agricultural head as being to<» meagre to piovide 
any means for increased production of jute in the province, exitefit that 
1 share the hope of the Hon'hle FTname Minister that a friendly arrange- 
ment will yet be arrived at with regard to jute to the lienefit of all concerned. 
While I make this slight criticism about the grant under Agriculture appear- 
ing to be tcK) meagre, a careful examination of other figures shows consider- 
able provision for irrigation projects of development which are necessary' and 
in many cases precede the enhancement of the acreage under productive 
cultivation. 

In my opinion, however, there is no use in trying to promote an under- 
standing between East and West Bengal or considering the increase in pro- 
duction of jute from West Bengal. Assam, Orissa and Bihar, if proper distri- 
bution of manufactured gowls to consuming countries is not auowed. I do 
not know if the Hon’ble Minister is aware of the chaotic position the Jute 
Industry is now in due to bungling by the Centre in the appHeation of the 
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system and the distribution of jute goods throughout the world. I 
might say that there is a grave crisis in the Jute Industry today, and had it 
not been for the opjjortnity I have of speaking on this subject today I would 
have raised the matter by an adjoiumment motion to draw the attention of 
the House to this matter of public importance so vital to the whole finances 
of the province. The Commerce Department of the Government of India, 
after calling for applications fur quotas covering the period January-June 
1948 ami after receiving these upplications by the thousand, have arbitrarily 
decided who shall have the right to export and have pushed aside firms 
who have handled the Imsiness of exporting jute goods from Calcutta for 
years and have awarded quotas to anyone and everyone from all over India 
who have no experience of this trade. 

Sir, I can quote you from letters which have been received. Here is one 
from Delhi: “I furnish below the quotations for the various export licences 

Hiat are immediately available A commission of R.s. 2-8 per ton should 

be earmarked for me as being extra to the above quotations. Kindly tele- 
graph me if }ou are interested in any of these licences”. 

From Hombav : “The party shows willingness to dispose of the quota 
ou 8 per cent. iM.F. ((uotutions. ” 

From Bombay: “ottering (quotas” Au advertisemeut ottering quotas. 

T can cite from personal experience that one shijiper liad goods lying 
in stock, TOO tons, for South America, and he has been given quota for 
40 tons. If these goods of 700 tons hud been allotted to other countries 
we would have understood it. Seven hundred tons aie ]>ing tor two solid 
years and today .shippers liave lieeii handed only 40 tons. The jiositioii is, 
ns I have said, chaotic. I would ask ihe Hon’ble Finance Minister if he 
has ever been consulted, or his Government has ever been (onsulteil, with 
regard to the application of this quota system, liecause I can assure this 
House through you. Sir, that the .lute Industry has never been consulted. 
We have never been told how these quotas have been arrived at and how 
distributions have been made to different parts of the world. I ran quote 
from my own {lersonul exjuTieiice. 1 was in Xew York in July 1940. I 
was asked to attend a meeting of Burlap Associaticui of America, and the 
Bag Manufacturers’ Assoiution I was a<ked to explain why 1.5,00(1 tims 
of goods had only been g^iven when their requirements were in the region 
of 20.000 tons. After strong representation it was changed to 21.000 tons. 
I could not tell how even 21, (KH) had been arrived at. I sent a telegram 
to tlie Chairman of the Association here to find out if he could tell me 
how the quota had been arrived at. The trade representative of the Govern- 
ment of India was also asked how the quota had been arrived at, but he 
could not tell me. The (’amidiaii people also asked me if it would pay 
them to send a representative to Calcutta to find out how their quota had 
been arrived at and how thev could get more jute goods. Nobody has been 
t(dd. We have not been told. Everything is chaotic, and the people out 
of which this province makes money are all being embarrassed in every 
way. As I said, in this distribution of quotas Calcutta, the centre of the 
Jute Tndu.strv. has been entirely ignored and her trade has been 
cut by four-fihhs, with the result that the benefit goes to persons who liave 
no connection with this province, pay no income-tax to thi.s province and 
who have no experience in the business whatsoever. 

Countries abroad are clamouring for jute goods and more jute goods and 
if the demand is not inet then the^ countries will definitely be compelled 
to go over to substitutes with possible permanent damage to the Jute 
Industry of the province. I can definitely tell the Hon'ble Minister and 
this House that this latest scheme and distribution of quotas has been 
introduced despite the unanimous demand of shippers and mills long 
established % this business for the abolition of export control. All sectiona 
of the hu$ia«as life of this province have been affected by the Government 
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of IndU’s interfewnco with this Tital industry of B«ii)jal--B#nkm(r, Ship- 
Dinir Insurance. Trading, and finally the manufacturmK Mde of the Indus- 
try itself. To illustrate the position. I quote from a telegram 
just rereive<l by the Chaimian of the Indian Jute Mills &sso- 
ciatioD, wliich incidentally i« one of the Associations^ which my 
colleague and mvself represent, from which the Hon ble Mmister and 
House will j?et some idea of what the position is: “Our Association cahliiiff 
Delhi Li.st of Shippers who have danuary4nue cniumitmeHts here with 
urffent request that they he jtrranteil quotas euahlinj; them fulfil tlieir contract* 
stop C’ollapse of market will cause heavy losses here and even heavier lossea 
to Calcutta Shippers throujrli cancellations of high prices contracts stop”. 
I would like raemhers to listen to this part of the telegram “Irrestumsihle 
quota policy of >oui (iovermnent has almost irreparably damaged industry 
which was alread\ feeling etfVct.s of .substitution sUip. Two of the large 
Bug Manufacturers have suspended sale of Burlap Bags and are punhiug 
Kulistitute materials. Believe others will follow stop T.arger consumer/i 
also arranging nece»sur> machinery for substitution at any co.st to be fws« 
of misguided and harassing interference with continuity of supplien”. 


Sir. people in thi.s province and members in this House have lauglied 
before at the boge\ of substitutes I would ask the Hon’ble Finance 
Minister and members to note (hat there is no question of prices being 
ral^e(l in this telegram with regard to substitute, merely the fact that 
American buyers cannot get jute goods because of the control which i» 
woiking to tiu* detriment not only of the whob* Jute InduHtry 
but t i the detriment of this province in partnuibir. The principle 
of dissemination of genuine and reliable iiiforfiiatiou is wholeheurtealy 
supported hut it ajipeurs to me that a grant of Ks ■HfJKMI seems to me to 
lie utterly iuadeipiate for the jiroduction of a Labour Journal of this nature, 
even on a monfhl\ basis (hi a ver\ rough estimate 1 think that approxi- 
mately bhO.IMM) free copies would have to he distributed monthly 
an<l I cannot possibly see how Hs. 4(),0t)0 will cover Uie cost of this W’ork. 


The Ilon’lde Finance Minister has explained the reviserl basis on w'hich 
the I'roviiK'e s share of income-tax collection will he allotted by the Centre 
as the result of an ahaiidonmeiit of the conditions laid down by the 
Xiemeyer Awanl. It is understood that the revenue available from this 
source has tfiis year been reduced by a little le.s.s than half by the Govern- 
ment of India. I take this ojiportanity of expre.ssing acute concern at the 
gross injustice whii h it is apparently intended (o impose on this iiroviuce. 
It is hoped that no effort will lie spared to present the unquestionable justi- 
fication of this province’s case with the Central Government. It is urged 
that the Hon’hle Minister should inform the House more fully of the ex- 
changes which have (H'curred in the negotiations with the Centre and should 
make available details of further developments a.s soon as they arise. 


In his task which the Hon’hle Finance Minister has before him of 
improving the fiiiaines of the Province and of raising the standard of 
living of her jieople. I am .sure he will have support of all members of 
this House.

An analysis of the pioposed expenses lor tlu* financial year 104H-49 in 
comparison with the actuals foi l!l4«i-47 shows tliat allotments have been 
made of 71 per cent, to ,\dmimsiration of -hisiice and 74 pet cent, to Jailii 
and t oiivict Settlements ;\liiie on tlie otloT hand, uni; dfi per c<*nt. has been 
allotted to Medical Ueliel and '*1 per cent to Co-operative Ciedit and Itelief. 

Since jiartition, the West Ben;ral (iov»*riiiiM‘nl hav(‘ been ohligml to iiiiiin- 
tain sunie lu.stitutions wdiodi wiue more <lev<doped in the area, for instance, 
tile ( .ili’Utta High (Ourt. f eiitral J.iils, etc These institutions, though 
essentially necessarv for the jirovime, are rather over-.staffed compared to 
the needs of the reduced luoviuce of West Bengal. Tn view of the fact 
that the territorial jurisdiction of these institutions has shrunk consider- 
ahl; , it i.s inipeiatixe that the; should be reorganised, A large number 
of officials opting for India, ami not attached to AVest Bengal, have not 
received their posting iustrmtions yet. It is high time that the most 
profitable utilisation of these officials should iinniediat/ely be made by 
|K)sting them in suitable de[>art merits. 

Government .shoubl explore all avenues tor reclaiming the convicts 
in some useful avocations. Cottage industries should he formed more 
widely for the rehabilitation of prisoners on their release. 

West Bengal is an infant province. Fler resources were heavily taxed 
and strained since the August di.sturbam*es in 194f>. Bengal could not 
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build uj) any reserve towards (he Post-War Development Fund durin;? the 
war. The 194d famine and other ealamities heavily drained her available 
funds. Now, West lieii^ml happens to be the sentinel of India’s eastern 
border and in view of this fart alone, she deserves the utmost consideration 
and help from the Central (jovernment. 

The demand (d 2)-' l.akliN is rommendable and we are pleased to see that 
Government plans to sfiend adequate sums towards promoting- a lonj^-felt 
w’ant — Terhriiral education. 

Apart from the lum|) sum ‘grants made for new ]>rojects, out of the 
(hmtral (lovernmeiit 's subsidy, only Rs. 107 lakhs have been demanded 
under this head, winch is (UiK d(I pei cent, of the actuals for undivided 
Beug'id in l!Mt)-4T. With the imuease in expenses due to impleinenfatioii 
of the Ikiy Commission's recfunmemlalions. a laiji’er share of the allotted 
amount will la- alKoihed towards e>^tahlihhment eharLres, resulting- in a 
n-duclion o| medical K-liei' to the jieopb- 

111 the .same way, when the (hdails are woiked nut lor the plans for 
whif li lump sum juovision lias been made, w»> trust that it will be realised 
that at Ihe pn'M(*nt stage ot <mi hospital history, the uee<l for providing attrac- 
tive and comtortahle (•ondltlon^ of seiviee loi l)Ulse^ is of tin- highest im- 
portance. Huildings and other necessities are seeoiidars at the moment. 
To-day, the nurst* is the most im])ortaiit iattiii in au\ scIkmuc for the improve- 
ment and development of hospitals in India. 

A demand of 49 lakhs appears loo im-agre I'omjiared to the conqilexity 
of Ihe problem. It should lia\e b<‘en ineteused. It is only ‘17 per cent, 
of tile actuals toi 194<i-47 oi undivided Ihmgal. 

Compared to the actuals for utulivided Meuual in l94t)-47, only b4 ])er 
cent, has liemi eaiiiiaiked in the euruml budget (M the sum of 1*1 lakhe 
much tin* grealm proporlion will he ajiproiuiatcd to increase in salaiies and 
supenuteudeiice, !ea\iug very little to suh.sidisi* other projects fostereil l»y this 
Department. Some provision should ha\e been made for jiopularising hand 
spinuiug in view ot the amite shortage of ehuh. whif h is likely to ramtinui* 
unahated for soim* time to come. 

In connection with f‘(di<e administ r.ilion, w<‘ would like to stress that 
during the ]ireseut neriod of transition it ahsolulei\ essential for the ])re- 
servation of law and order that the Ihdice stall as well as the (derieal depart- 
ments of the I ntelligmue Hranehcs he kept up to full strength. With 
the division of the provima* there has liemi eonsiderahle reduction in the 
departments so that it is im]K)ssihle for depleted staff to cope with the 
urgent work which accompanies evmy fresh emeiireiicv The introduction 
of noting- in llengaha* furthei slows down efficiency and adds to the diffi- 
culty of filing and recording. In order to maintain the smooth, efficient 
ami speedy w-orking of the machincr\ of Government at this time of a 
chaiigi'-over in the otfii-ial languagi* of the province, it is essential that 
adeqnafe staff h«* employed and facilities giM*n to iion-Rengalee speaking 
mnployi'c.s to perfet I themselves in a difficult and intricate script. 

As it would not be possible for the West Bengal (iovernment to meet 
the normal minimum expenses, the Central Governtnent should take the 
respoiisihility of repaying their pre-partition debts (as allotted by the 
Arbitral Tribunal) with a view to pho-ing the province’s finances on a 
sound footing. A preiedent may he found in the Xiemeyer Award, 19-17. 
under wliich the Oovernmeut of India undertook to repav the province’s 
liabilities by an extraordinary ^rant on the inauguration of Provincial 
Autonomy. ^ 

The allocations made out of the Central Government subvention of 657 
lakhs for the cum*nt year for post-war development schemes should be 
spent within the scheduled time and not allowed to go by default, aa 
previous experience htn shown. 
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In Hie planning profrramme ne note with pleasure that the Hin'ble 
Minister for Fiuance has t^xprt^ssly sttatod that it is the intention of (tOV- 
ernment to pnneed with the schemes which have been previously prepared 
and developed, and in this connection we hope that the scheme for the 
construtiioii ot a Stadium in ('alcutta, will trnctify as a product i\e under- 
taking financed hy (iovernment. 

Desjiite the heav\ coiige*»tion in Calcutta and suhurhs and the steady 
infiux of people from Ka>t Bengal, a large mimher of biiihlings, hither^ 
oecupieii h> mihtar\ and semi-OovernncHit organisations, are lying vacant. 
It i^ imposhihle to take up building projects heoause of the scaircity of 
e>Heutlal materials and !«igli labour ( iuirges. Immediate steps should he 
taken b\ the (jo\ eminent to rmpii^ition the \ucunt liou'^es and hiu racks 
K ing in f ah utta and **111011 1 -' and let them «oit to tenants at reasonable 
rate-.

The faulty .ind comjdn .ite<l mtOliocK <d as-,»'ssnieiil and realisation of 
the Sales Tax have ihdcaled th** vej \ joirpos** tor wliidi the le\y was first 
introduced bv t!ie jiresent Finance Minister The !ev\ lias been increased 
irom time to time without hnnging about any correHjiomling’ windfall in 
the provineial levenue ami it has caiiserl a ilivefsioii of trade from Bengal. 
If Government c.innot <li-*chaig'e its normal obligations without tapping 
this souree of revenue, it is ineiimhent on tliem to see tliat tlj 4 ’ procedure 
of collection is simplified, all imssihilities of iiiulti]de ta.vation eliminated, 
and the lealisation imudiinery becomes hontfsi, ’ igilant and unsparing. Uni- 
fonn and easy systems of accountings and returns slmuld )»e introduced and 
the admini.stration shouhl immediately be purged of undesirable elements. 

**Produce or Perish’’ should be the watchword for manufacturers and 
lahourem. The setting up of the conciliation machinery is timely, but before 
cases are formarded to Tfibunals Government should satisfy themselves 
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that every aveuue of amicable settlement has been fully explored, and in 
»ettlin^( disputes, Goveimment should see that no unjust burden is imposed 
on manufacturers with a view to pacifying the intransigence of agitators, 
as a result of which jjroduetiou may receive a severe setback or the ulti- 
mate burden be transiferred to the shoulders of the helpless consumers. 

We endorse the proposals put forward to the Centre for altering the 
basis of allocation ot the Jute duty and share of Income-tax, and are con- 
fident that wdtli the able representation at hand West Bengal's share in 
both these sources of revenue will be increased. 

We ardentl\ stress the inclusion ot the peoj)le’s rej)resentatives in the 
directorate^ of the (Tovernnient’s proposed housing, transport and commu- 
nity kitchen sclieines. The ref>orts of such representatives drawn from 
every section of thouglit in the House are more likely to afford a proper 
basis of appreciation for the House to decide such ({uestions as methods 
of adinini.stratiou, control of expenditure and future relations between 
the puhlic and the legislature, particularly if the Hon’ble Mr. 
Sarker is really serious in his remarks that his jiarty is anxious to see 
that the rich do not become richer and the poor poorer.

Mr. DANIEL COMES; Mr. Speaker, Sir, I mu«t heartily coagratulute 
the flon’hle Finance Minister for his presentation of a generally pleaninf? 
budjret and for hin presentation with words and observations which testify 
that he has a complete ii\astery of the financial fabric of the province, fie 
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has at last redeemed the budget of this half of the province of Bengal from 
the confusion of a wavering direction. In consequence today we at least 
see the vision of a comprehensive plan although the actual plan may be 
delayetl for some time. 

The financial state of the province is apparently healthy but it would 
be somewhat of flattery to suggest that this affluent position is much the 
result of any tremendous effort <^on the part of Government or their pre- 
decessors in (jffice. The affluence of West Bengal is more or less due to 
the accident of partition wliich placed Calcutta, tlie most revenue-produc- 
ing tyea in United Bengal, within the jurisdiction of our fortunate half of 
the province. The financial position would Imve been much better ii 
Government had suc(;eeded in persuading the Centre to allocate to this 
province the full quota of 20 per cent, of Income-tax. Assuming normal 
vigilunc(‘ on the part of onr provincial Government and granting a sym- 
pathetic attitude on the part of the Centre towards this province, the 
financial position of the province of West Bengal should continue to be 
iiright enough to permit increasing the expenditure on nation-building 
departments as inevitably as the financial position of Kastern Pakistan will 
be dark necessitating imposition of extra taxation and restriction in bene- 
ficial expenditure in that [lart <jf the province. T would not like to draw 
a comparison between the probable financial positions of tlie two sister 
provinces of Bengal if the ditt'erence in prosperity would not have a direct 
and appreciable eflVct (»n the eciinomy of Ibis province. The relative pros- 
perity of this province is bound to stimulate ami accelerate immigration 
into this province not only of members of tbt‘ minority community in 
Eastern Pakistan but also probabl\ of members of the majority community 
in that area who are gradually getting ilisillusioned as to tlie blessings of 
separated State, Government should be full> prepared to maintain their 
financial structure in sucli condition tliat it can stand the strain of wel- 
coming tliese immigrants. 

It is regrettahle that Government has not tliouglit fit to stop the im- 
position of the sales tax. The incidence of this ta.v is lieaw on the poor. 
The tax is easy to be evaded and it temK to drive out tlie commerce from 
the TU'Ovince into other spheres where then* is no such tax Government 
should try to do away with this tax at the earlier opportunity. Tliey 
should try to find out other alternative taxes sueh as those on advertise- 
ments and luxury goods. 

It is also regrettable that tlie budget does not reveal any well-thought- 
out jilan for the solution ol the iinemployineiit problem. It looks as if 
Government has takmi complacently for granted that the allotted expendi- 
ture on several departments and tlie rising prosperity will automatically 
ttb.sorb the unemployed hy tlie free play of competitive wages. Such a 
hope 1ms not jiroved true in any country. It is desirable that Govern- 
ment should make a statistical survey of the eneinployed at least of those 
among the educated community and devise positive plans, such as 
encouragement to employers by the introduction of a scheme of tax remi.s- 
sions for every extra person employed. Government may also consider 
the advisability of spending on public works, even by incurring debt, 
gpecibcally for the purpose of relieving unemployment. All progressive 
countries have accepted the responsibility for the solution of the un- 
employment problem. The people of (bis province also expect that this 
Government in collaboration with the Centre should act on similar lines. 

The policy of gradual decoji^t rolling of goods in accordance with the 
delusions of the Central Government is welcome to this province. But at 
the same time it is necessary that decontrol >hon]d be immediatelv follow- 
ed hy an intensive drive for p^ifluction or else we are hound to witness gal- 
loping inflation with its spiral of increasing wages and price. It is 
absolutely necessary on the part of Government to keep a steady watch on

On the contrary, 
I would like the allotment to he raised from four lakhs to forty lakks in 
order to obtain a cumulative result. But it scientific opinion does not support 
the cause ot the khndi industry, I would request the Hon'hle Finance Minister 
not to ti ll let awa.v tlic resources tor reason?, of sentiment, reverence or 
in tncnmrKun . t 

8ri ANANDILAL PODDAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in rising to speak a 
iew* words on the Itmlgei, 1 must say at the very outset that despite numerous 
difficulties anri humlicai>s. tin* Hon'hle Finance Minister is to he congratu- 
lated tor the ])roposals he has placed before tlie House. The legacy of the 
I^eugue Mini,sir\ atul the aftermath of the riots were promineiit preoccupa- 
tions of the last Ministi), while the one now' in the saddle has not had 
Hutficient tim<‘. The Hmlgef, naturally, could not have been ’‘spectacular” 
though it could, I maintain, he more far-reacliing ami UKtre in consonance 
with (he requirements of tlie pre»ent situation.

Sir, mtfy I rcler to a problem on which I rather teel strongly — 1 mean 
the ju’olilem confronting the Hindus of Hastern Hciif^al. W'hen the Hindu 
tnemhei's (d‘ the la‘gi''lature of iiiidivid“d Heiig.il voted for the jiurtition 
of the province, it was definitely mider>loo(l th.it West Bengal, w’ould 
gladls accommodate and look after the I'.ast Heniral Hindus in ease the latter 
had to leave then iiearths and liome.s owuil’’ to intohuahle conditions pre- 
vailing there. Hut whih* we hre.ithe the e.xhil.iialinL’ air of freedom, and 
feel safe and .secure, oiii hrethein over theie, alter .ill the gloriou-. sacrifices 
made h\ them tm the cause oi the eountrv, are chafing under a sense of 
utter trustiation, and are undergoing inmimmalde ditfieulfie.s and iintcdd

Surely, Sir. attei the hitter expenenee in Western India, we cannot 
afford to he eompl.ieeiit and to look on until we stand face to face w'ith a 
gigantic task luifffint» fhe he?»t brains of the country owini: to its magnitude 
and suddenness. 

So-called .schemes foi grow ing more food have hitherto been tnntless. The 
mmiey spent on them has disappeared iu the quicksand, s of official endeavours, 
has gone into the bottomle.ss abvs.s. People naturally want to know what 
are the governnieiital jiroposals for growing more food. The wish to grow 
more is surely there but is there lylefinite policy)^ If .so. has any programme 
been ehalked ont!^ It is u poor uon.solatiou to jieople suffering from chronic 
fvemi-starvution .since 1943 to hear that efforts would be made for growing 
moro food. If it was possible for an industrial country like Great Britain to 
feed 75 per c^nt of its population from its own im reased food prodnrtion 
why Rhouid Bengal and India, in spite of being '\wjah, svfala sWya 




fhtttmala” be unable to achieve eelf-*ufiicieney ? What ateut the aelection 
and wipidv of seed*, manufacture and distribution of sufSoient manura, pr^ 
servation ind imuroTewent of cattle!' No, Sir. old time red-tapwm will spell 
ruin and I would therefore emphasise a practical buainessljke approach, an 
all-out intensive effort if we are to live. 1 know there is no inafric wand 
br the waving of which tangible result* will be forthcomi^ overnight but 
surely we coukl be taken into confidence lis the preci#© intentions of the 
Government with regard to ftwd which is a pnjblem of the greatest magni- 
tude. Outlines of a practical programme could be given to 
public of future rapid progress. Tlie small details lurnished by the Hon ble 
Finance Minister reganiiug a dry cow salvage farm or re-excavation of 
tanks or proposed agricultural college and so flo not go to inspire confidence 
in respect ot a speedv improvement in matter of food supplies. We 
have a potato specialist and have to de]>eud ou outside sources to augment 
our Miiall produce. We have a sugarcane speciali.s! but as we all know 
West lleiigal cannot make even a fraction of the sugar she needs. The 
same is the case with musturd seeds and pulses What then is bmlly 
wanted is a eom]»ieheusi\ e practical plan in whifdi first things are given 
first precedenc«‘. and whul is wanted is a demand for .u'tual results achiev- 
ed by a department or an ofiieer 

The (’ivil Supplies Depaitment. Sir, is a white elephant entaiyng huge 
e.xpeiiditure Mustarfl oil, si'car and textiles have alreaily been decon- 
tiollefl Has there lieeii, 1 ask. a eorrespoioling rediution of staffs I 
say the Department is definitely f»ver-stafff*d, is t(^p-]u*n\\ and as to its 
effieieney and integrity, tfie le-s said the lu'tter. Fveii llapuji, the father 
ot the nation, (Tied himselt lioarse over dee(uitr<d of foodstuffs at least as 
an expenmental measure as he was disgusted with the way in which coii- 
tioU were aflmini»<ered, loit rationing still continues altliuugii the (|nantity 
ottered tails fat shoit ot liuinaii needs.

Above all. we have a legitimate 
elaim on the C’eiitre with leganl to the expenditure that has t(» lie incurred 
paying tliosc men of FaNt Jleiigal, who cannot lie absorbed in the adminis- 
tration hut have to l»e paid all the .Name owing to arrangenuMits arrived at 
at higher level. 1 he Hcfuse w*ould like to know what exactly has been done 
in tluN direction and what is the mtiril jfONitioii. For, if there be no 
vaf ancics wdiich the\ can propmly fill, tin* Nlruder resources of the pro- 
vince cannot coniinue to maintain them indefiniteh . 

Sir. regarding guniiy export (ju<»tas. I entirely agree with what has 
been pres.sed liy Mr, Walker and tail to iimlerNtand why gunny export is 
not being decoiii I ol led . I here is something wrong somewhere, f wamld 
like to kmtw' definitely what this (iovernment have done about this or 
intend 1(» do, Wli.it are the reasons (hat goods aie Iving either in the 
godowns or in the dor ks tor want ot shipment quotas. Fnless immediate 
actions are taken, the steamers might return practically empty. I would 
like the Finance Minister to state while replying as to what action.s be 
proposes to take in this matter. Mr. Siddi<ji ' whose practice, it ap|mars. 
is never to stay behind to listen to replies which his invectives naturally 
evoke has rather sanastically referred to what he calls the danger of 
the centre of gravity of Calcutta’s commerce being shifted from Clive 
Street to Burrabazar. I can assure him that with a Congreis Govern- 
ment in the saddle, there is no solid basis whatsoever behind the night- 
mares that he believes he is .seeing. What the Congress Government in 
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We»t Bengal lias successfully achieved is to prevent the commercial 
centre of gravity of Calcutta from being shifted to Ezra Street where it 
was being assiduously sought to be transferred by the previous Govern- 
irieiit in undivided Bengal. It should also be gratefully acknowledged 
that the Congress Government has also succeeded in shifting the centre 
of Calcutta's control from Kalabagan to Lalbazar. 

We are required to vote a grant for community kitchens without know- 
ing the details of the scheme. The provision of JO lakhs for merely 
meeting the preliminary exj>enses regarding preparation of records and 
assessment of claims regarding zemiudarie.s looks heavy when we remem- 
ber that our province is only about one-third ot the parent province. 
The provision of close upon lakhs for the execution of anti-malarial 
measures should be scrutinised as there is u tendency of money being 
spent more on establishment and reports than on actual work. It also 
needs close examination as malaria seems to be as ram]jant now as before 
in Nj)ite of anti-malarial operations of the past. On the other band, there 
are glaring oiiiiMsions of much-needed items of undisputed jmblic welfare. 
A scheme, for instance, for providing Calcutta with an ami>le supply of 
pure milk, which could go a long way to fortify the health of the people, 
is conspicuous by its absence. 

Sir, before I close I would like to dwell ou a sulgect of paramount im- 
portance, viz., the Corporation of Calcutta. 1 find that step-motherly 
treatnuMit ucccnded to the (‘orporation 1)\ the allien bureaucracy is .still being 
continued. Its sources of revenue, Sir, are in need of immediate anil subs- 
tantial augmentation us it cannot surelx be expected to make bricks without 
straw. 1 remember how the present Finance Minister pleaded for increased 
income for the (\)r[M)ration and referred to the Motor Vehicles Tax. I 
remember how the |)reseut ('hiel Minister (as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee) championed the cause of the Corporation. Why then should 
they overlook its claims, especially when its jjopulation has increased to 
some 50 lakhs already !" The Amusement Tax seheme yvas first adumbrated 
to finance free primary education ))y Mr. Bis^. Cannot the (Corporation have 
u sliare of it when (Calcutta, the busy hive of life and labour, provides the 
major ])ortion of the ineome of the (ioverument I" I would put a few 
straight que.stions in the expectation of straight replies: (1) What about 
<*omj»ensution tor damage t(i roads by war-time military traffit'? (2) What 
alanit shares from Sales Tax, Amusement Tax, Motor Vehicles Tax and 
Betting Tax collec'tions?' Even the rates and taxes pertaining to this 
Assembly House are in arrears! What about paying u)) these legitimate 
duesJ^ Surely we mu'^t give tin* (\>rporation a chance to discharge its 
duties and cannot ignore its claims to substantial financial assistance, parti- 
cularly when it is catering for the needs of an iuci’eased and ever iucTeasing 
pfqmlation. 

The Budget. Sir, appears to he full of hopes, not promises. The 
Hou’hle Minister has referred to “highest sense of integrity and keenest 
standard of efficiency" as essential (jualities necessary for a “more balanced 
economy for our province." Unforlnnately. these are the qualities in 
whi('k, peojde think, otficialdom is deficient and naturally the optimistic 
confidence felt by tlie Finance Minister is absent from many people's minds. 

It has pained me to give expres.sion to my di^uppolntment and I 
hope the Hon’hle Finance Minister will understand and appreciate the 
feeling that actuates me. Nevertheless, I also realise that changed condi- 
tions have brought about u^sual eircumstances. that the previous Ministry 
yvftji largely engaged in restoring the province to normal conditions, and 
that the present Cabinet has not been in office sufficiently long. Conse- 
quently. i must give credit to fJie Government and particularly to the 
Hon’bie Finance Mini.ster, who is a practical and successful businessman, 
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for whatever provisions they have been able to make. I have merely invited 
attention to certain matters in order that shortcomings, defects and errora 
may he met and rectified so as to enable our province to grow and develop 
— a province which has contributeil so largely to the attainment of freedom.

8ri il. C. GUPTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, we have heard the criticisms of the 
budget, helpful, unhelpful; congratulati(m> we have heard, as also note.s 
of disaptHiintment and announcements as some of m.\ friends have pointed 
out. Sir, in the jiresent unsettled condition of the countrv, particularly 
due to the hasty dismemberment (d this province, it is a diHicult task for 
anybody to make ac'curate estimates of receipts. Mr. Raficjue has criticised 
the estimates of receipts hut he was very wrong in his arithmetic. He 
asked the Hoirble Finance Minister as to wli> he did md put tlouble the 
figure of the receipts between loth August and dlst March, conveniently 
forgetting that that cover.> a period of seven and a half months. And the 
Jlon'ble Finance Minister could not |K).ssiblv have put that estimate, but 
at the same time we feel that our Finance Minister has been overcautious 
U8 regards estimate.s of receipts. 

Sir. we have won the first round: we have got the political freedom after 
ridding the country of foreign domination hut we have yet to achieve real 
freedom and real independence. A wretched legacy has been left : there is 
dire fKiverty among.^t the ma.s.ses which constitute IH) per cent, of the 
population ; want of food, want of cloth — the life in the province has been 
shattered so to say; and illiteracy is still appalling. If we have got to 
tnckle thi.s in order to make independence and freedom real we want money, 
more money and as much money as we can get. It is therefore necessary 
today to concentrate our attention as to how we can improve the finances 
of the province. On tliat point I would ask the Finance Minister to see 
that the present system of Customs revenue is changed. You 
know^ Sir, that Customs revenue is allocated on the acreage of 
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juti6 which has almost disappeared. I think ^ the Central 
(fownment, who cannot deny the responsibility, indirect though 
it may he, of dismemberment of the prorince, ought to agree to 
allocate a portion of the Customs revenue having reganl to the total amount 
of customs reuliswl from the Calcutta Port, not on the baais of jute acreage 
or even of fabricated jute. 

Then again, the next source is Income-tax. As regards Income-tax 
revenue, we ought to put a very clear demand for getting a bigger share. 
AVe ought not to go with a begging howl to the Central (rovernment hut we 
can point out that we are entitled to a share of the customs and income-tax 
revenue which accrues trom this province of ours. . 

The next matter regarding finance we have got to look to is the land 
revenue. .Sir. the ul»olition ot the Permanent Settlement and the doing 
away with the intermediate lent-reeeiver ms soon as and as early as possible 
is the only wa> to augment our revenue under that head, and I do hope the 
Ministry would not lose a da> in putting into eft'ect what has been accepted 
as Congrt'ss programme all over India. 

There is another item to which I feel tempted to diaw the attention of 
tlie Hon’hle Finance Minister. 1 mean, the receipt under Forest. You 
v\ill find that in l!t44-4o one crore of rujiees was derive«l from Forest. It 
went down to ti‘J lakh', in CMti-47. Now we have got to augment our income 
h\ adopting a policy ot increasing (uir F«)i‘est res^mrces. 

Then there is tlu‘ Cjuestion ot utlier taxes and duties. .Sir, my honourable 
friend Sri Annada Prasad t houdhur> pointed out tlu* urrangements 
mentioned about the Hettin^ Tax. IIow I wish tliat the present Ministry 
hud tiied to extract mon* money out of the Betting and Totalisutor taxes. 
Then .(gain witliout taxing the lower classes the higher denomination of 
umu.sement tickets ma.\ alsi) he taxed. I mu\ mention this tlial wdien 1 
call upon the Ministr\ to undertake the Nation Saving schemes which 
cannot wait an,\ loiiirer. I teel it als4» tun du(\ t*) offer c»)nstnictive suggestions 
as to wherefrom tht\\ can possihl\ fiml their mone>. I know th<‘ Finance 
Minister will he able to find cmt money, more moneN , because he is u person 
wh«» knows how to accumulate funds ami is not an irresponsible spender 
ahso. But wh«*n 1 have indicated these source.s for augmenting the income 
I must say that there is <»ne heu<l under whirli the Finance Minister should 
he (uepared to lose (i crores. and that is a ver> big poiportion, I mean, under 
the Provineiul Kxcise. (hit of (i crores of revenue, the Finance Minister 
will have to make u]i Ills mind to hise about d ciores derived from country 
liiliior ami the countiv -fermented liqmu. If we have got to he true to 
Mahatma (Tandhi’s iileals, we cannot possibly in tins matter he negligent, 
Sir, I will mention that earl\ in September, PM7, when there was a sudden 
and short outbreak of communal disturbance, 1 rang up the Bellinghata 
Camp and .suggested to Mahatma (hindlii that the liquor shops in (’aicutfa 
should he ciose<l. In that connection 1 mentiontMl that when 
Mr. Muhanimed Ali was in charge, he closed them for four days, hut he 
told me that he was losing Us. oO.tMMt per day ami the present Ministry 
might also point that luit. (iandhiji is always calm, serene ami controlled, 
hut when I mentioned about losses, he showed annoyance and said, “(Jupta, 

I am suiqirised that you can mention alsnit these los.ses. What is 50 crores’ 
loss to me? I have .staked my life for it.” Prohibition must be enforced 
and the (ongress Ministry ought to do it. Therefore, they ought to l»e 
prepared to lose 3 crores there and inipleiuent this pcdicx, save degradation 
and misery among-^t the pmirer classes, the hibonr classes and do honour to 
the memory of (lundhiji. So much for the receipts. 

On the expenditure siile. I have got to mention first the Extraordinary 
Charges in India. The heading is extr»ordinar>' and the charge is extra- 
onlinary and there is absolutely no justification for spendi^ so much 
money under that head. Decontrol has been accepted. The Control 
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busine.Hs haw brought in corruption and we have not been successful in control. 
We have not achieved the purpose for which control was meant, viz., helping 
the poor. If we have not succeeded in that, there is absolutely no reason for 
maintaining any staff, any expenses other than for the only necessity, that is 
food and cereals on which a Government may reasonably not like to take a 
chance. But what 1 say is this.,^ If you have got to be successful with 
regard to the ('ivil Supplies Department, you cannot be successful by 
increasing expenditure, employing paid men, but you can only do so by 
mobilising co-operation of the entire public and that was what was offered, 
M’hat has been offered )>y the public. During the coal crisis the public 
formed themselves into associations and sfdved the question and they have 
formed themselves into committees, but I do not know why nothing has been 
done as u‘t to utilise all these. 

Sir. with regard to agriculture, which is the main thing to which we 
ought t() look, there has been a better provision than before, but mere 
])roviHion of inone> is not enough. We are tired of being told about schemes 
and iirovision of money. What we need is real action, real implementation 
of the policy and the sooner we do it the bettci with regard to agriculture. 

Sir, we have got then to consi<ler regarding industries. I do not think 
any ambitious scheme has been put regarding industries and it is no use 
jmttiiig anv ambitious scheme. Big industrialists have no scojie at least 
for the next two to thrt‘e \ears. If you ])rovid(‘ 10 crones of rupee'», they 
cannot get plants, machinery, materials loi' the puipose of starting c.ny hig 
industry. Therefore, we shall have to eoneeiitrate upon the village industries, 
W(‘ shall have j<» coneeiitiate upon utilising Indian rt'sourees, Indian lahonr 
and Indian things wliich are availalde, and f(tr that purpose the Ministry 
have got so man.N Congressmen who have devoted tlieir lives to village 
uplift work. Let them utilise these people Let them he guided hv their 
experience in village u]>lift work and that is the leal work that they will 
he aide to do. There is no room tor hig schemes or th(*re is no chance of 
anything being put into effect. 

Sir, tliere is one other thing “Development Programme. An attractive 
programme has been put f(U-\\ard, hut with regard to that 1 have got one 
criticism to offer. If nou serutinise the provision, \on \ill fitul tliat in the 
Development Programme for tdaiining under seven different heads \:\\ lakhs 
has been provided. Sir, a lK*velopment Piograinme must he a c(»-oidinated 
programme. I cannot understand how separate provision for departmental 
planning will help. I sa> , that will not on!\ not help hut will certainly 
impede the pinigress of departmental prog^ramme. 

While on industues, there is om‘ questii>n which the (’ongiess Ministry 
have got to tliiiik ahout—it is the lalumr problem. I have no time at my 
disposal, hut I commend to the Ministry the remarks that were made by 
the lady memher representing the (aleutta Women’s Constituency. She 
has suggested u very rational labour pidicy which the Ministry will d(» well 
to adopt. But with regard tt) the Ik*velopmeiit Programme, again I submit 
the planning must he u co-or<linated ]danning, not in the separate, 
departments. Therein all expert ml vice should he obtained. There should 
be a permanent body which will continue the work. Planning shoulil not 
change with the change of Ministry. It has been a matter of regret that 
some policie.s adopted by the last Ministry have been quickly changed by 
the new Ministry befoit* they have been well settled in their .saddle. It 
is bound to (K’cur Wiuiuse, after all, every man has not his idea. We 
cannot blame for persons taking different points of view, but for planning, 
for really developing the resources of the country, we have got to do it. 

Our hoiie lies in the irrigation projects. Bengal can only l>e saved by a 
rational irrigation policy. We are pinning our future and our faith on the 
Damodur Valley projects, but all these should be co-ordinate<l together and 
the Congress Ministry, if they have got to serve the JH) per cent, of the 
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people which alone is the only criterion to judge whether the budget i« 
good or had, will have to part with the stereotyt)^ policy and re^orient tho 
policy and take up a progranune suited to the people, suited to the country. 

Sir, with these words I must say that 1 join with the cougratulotory 
jwrtion and, at the same time, I am making the suggestions tor the 

coTisi<leration of the Ministry.

the (lehatc of the honoiiritl»le inciuherK <d the Hou.se who have spoken on 
iicurl\ all the items in the estiniute4l budget of the cuireiit year and of 
l!)4S-4!b 1 will therefore touch on a few imi>ortant points and draw the 

attention of the Hon’ble Minister for more adequate i>rovisions to be made 
for meeting the requirements of the jUMiple, e.speeially wjunen and children. 

Educiitmu . — This i.s the most burning question for tlie advaueemant of 
a ctmiitrv The world has realised that without education of the massea no 
iinpioveinent coultl be aclneveil for tlie .status of a eivilise«l nation. It ia 
the (ioverniuent’s dutv to provule facilities in this direction for all ita 
pe(qile wiflnuit distinction of community, caste or creed. 

The Muslims \\ho are in the minority have n<»t been allotted their duo 
share according to their needs. ( ontrihutions of 0 lakhs 38 thounaad has 
been iua<le in the current year and a iion-lapsable fund called the “fund for 
the pKuiiotion ot education amongst the backward clasnes” of 10 lakhs 30 
thousand has been createtl f(jr l!t48-40 for the Scheduled Castes as W’ell aa 
the other eilucatumulls backward chcN-sef* inciu<ling Muslims. 

From the point oi view oi mi educationalist this aimmnt will only Iw* a 
drop 111 tlie ocean. I would request the tiyivernmeiit to make a speciiil 
provi.siiui for “Muslim Kdiicafiou ” such :is i*\istM for the “Anglo-Indians 
and Europeans ' in the budget. 

(rirli ('duration. — The giani allotted fur girls* education is very 
meagre, as the demand for girls' e<lucutioii in all stages is going uj) by loapa 
and bounds. Therefore there should be an inciea.se in the allotment. 

Medical . — 1 find that no pri>visiou has been made for the following 
hospitals. — <l> Eady Dufferin Hospital, the only hospital excluaive for 
women, which i.s passing through the most critical period in its history of 
existence, and is carrying on its work amidst great odds; (2) Islumia 
Hosjiital. which has been doing yeoman service, irrespective of caste or 
creed,' has not found a place in the budget. Morwiver, the recurring and 
non-recurring grants for 11147-48 has not been received by the said hospital 
up to now. I sincerely hoj»e that the Hon’ble Finance Minister will look 
into this matter anrl thereby ease .suffering of the [leople who will benefit 
through these institutions. 
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More facilities should he provided for free medical relief and free 
dispensaries and clinics should be established in the city, especially in the 
huftee areas where great congestion prevails, and which are the seats of 
origin of diseases. The population of Calcutta lias enormously increased 
within the past few months; therefore it is most essential that the (jovern- 
ment should keenly consider the medical assistance for its people. This 
would not be difficult as fortunately the one at the helm of affairs (our 
Chief Minister) is a medical man, one who has vast experience and under 
whose guidan(‘e many medical institutions have sprung up and risen to 
fame. 

I congratulate the Hon ’hie the Finance Minister for the provision of d 
lakhs for Maternity and (.'hild Welfare but this amount will not be sufficient 
to meet the requirements of the expanding pojiulation which is growing 
larger day hy <lay. 

I also congratulate the Hon’ble Finance Ministei for the provision of 
8 lakhs for anti-Leprosy schemes. In my opinion this sum is too low in 
comparison with urgent necessity of bringing tins peril under control. 

It is a matter of great regret tliat Calcutta, which was termed the second 
largest city in the Britisli Empire, has the largest numher of human beings 
stricken with this dread disease moving ireely about the streets of the 
metropolis. The (loveinment should make a *.pecia] allotment for establish- 
mg leper colonies on scientific lines as soon as possible to check further 
hifectiou and thereby provide a “haven of rest ' for the suftereis. 

Sricntific Depart nmif . — It is interesting to note that in the ^lant to 
the HonhI Asiatic Society of Bengal a provision has been maile for Oriental 
works and for publication of Arabic and Persian works of historical interest. 

It is also grutif\ing to find that (toverninent jiroposes to sf*t up 
community kitchens, and 1 congratulate the llon'l'le Finaiu'e Minister on 
this idea which will be a novel one and through ^\hicli inan> peojde will 
benefit. 

Ill conclusion I hope that there will be no iliscmninations to institutions 
bearing Islamic names, and no hindrance will be placed in its working, and 
the Oovernmeiit ^^ill have a broad outlook of following ni the 

teachings of Mabutina (landhi of revered ineinory, and respecting tiieir 
feelings thereby extend a hand of assistance to the Muslims who are in the 
minority and a care of the (iovernment.

Janib MUHAMMAD IDRIS: Mr. Speaker, Sir, with the dawn of freedom 
millions of people of our country began to look forward for a bright and 
prosperous ln<lia. They thought that there would be complete change of 
the outlook of the Government immediatel\ after the achievement of 
freedom, The^ hoja*d that the untold sufienngs and hardships they have 
undergone so long would come to an eiid. They hoped that the 
maladministration that has been the r<K>t cau^e of their sufferings would 
stop since the Government is m»w their own Government, entirely 
administered by their jieople and their representatives. But, Sir, the budget 
that has been presented in this House has completely disheartened them. 
Sir, it is regrettable that the West Bengal Government in spite of its being 
a people’s Government has not been able to do away with its bureaucratic 
mentality. A careful study of the budget will definitely show that far 
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irom its being a common mnn'a budget it is a bureaucrat’s budget in 
entirety. Our West Bengal province in its size is practically one-tbir 
of tbe undivided Bengal out this huge reduction in size has not brougi 

S roportionate reduction in its expenditure, for we find for one-third c 
ieiigal we are going to si)end more than half of the expenditure, of th 
undivided Bengal. And yet it u* a deficit budget. 

It is indeed very regrettable when we find that this large expenditui 
is not meant for ameliorating the deplorable conditions f>f the ordinar 
masses nor it i.s meant for the ill-paid (iovernment servants who receiv 
Hs. iiO, Ks. 2o, Rs. dO as their monthly salaries, and what can be moi 
regrettable than this that this deficit is not due to any notable developmen 
programme. 

The Hon’hle Finance Minister has himself admitted that this larg 
expenditure is cliiefly due to maintaining pn»pf)rtionate]y larger numbe 
of (iovernment officers. The Hon’hle Finance Minister say.s that there i 
a large lK)dy of surplus personnel opting from East Bengal for wbon 
provision has had to be made. Sir, nobody denies tliat provision has hai 
to be made foi them. But why a .small province like West Bengal i 
to make jirovision for (hem, particularly when West Bengal i 
confronted with so many problems ot lier owni^ I think it is entire); 
(Vntral Government’s lookout, rather it is tlieir duty, to make piovisio; 
for this heavy surplus of ofhccrH who have opted for service from Eas 
Bengal. 

Then again, the Rou ble Finance Minister sa.vs that (fovermnent is t( 
make ln*uvv expenditure for the administration of Calcutta .ind that thi 
is also a cause of large expenditure ot West Bengal (iovernment. Sir 
tliough virtually Calcutta ha])]>ens to he the eapital of West Bengal hu 
yet who is benefited b> Calcutta ^ Are the onlinai) masses of Wes 
Bengal y (Vrtuiul.\ not. M’ho are <-xploiting Calcutta to the best ot thei 
interests y Are the\ not non-Bengali capitalists coming from all parts o 
India and abroad y And set this heavy burden of administrative e.\])enditur 
of ( alcutta is placed on the weak shoulders of ordinars masses of Wes 
Bengal. Wh\ not West Bengal (iovernment is hohl enough to raise thei 
voice and demund reasonable grants from the Centre for making provisioi 
for this surplus personnel opting from East Bengal and demand to alio 
sufficient grunt for Calcutta to meet its administrative expenditure and t 
continue it.s rationing organisation, if at all it is needed y 

Sir, we know that during last great war the expenditure for runniii, 
rationing <»rgauisution at Calcutta was borne h\ the Centre and not by th 
l*roviiicial (fovernmeut. I do not understand how the (’entral (tovenimen 
can .shirk their responsibilitN to bear the ex]H*nses for rationing organisatioJ 
at Calcutta wiiere the food situation has become much more acute owing h 
large number of intiiix in this eity. 

Now coming to ( ivil Supplies Department under (irant No. d4 we fin 
u large amount of more than '1 crores has been estimated. Sir, the whol 
country does not want that this notorious department continue any further 
I do not umlerstand wh> this large amount of money has Wen estimates 
for Civil Supplies Department, particularly when control over man; 
oomiiUKlities like sugar and cloth, etc., has already been withdrawn 
(Generally speaking I do not think that there is any necessity to continn 
this department any further. If at all urgent necessity is felt to maintaii 
this ilepartment to tackle the%aoute food situation in tliis province, it ma^ 
be allowed to continue in a jUnall skeleton .scale. Sir, I do not understam 
bow this Government can squander away public money by indulging ii 
lavish expenses by maintaining many unnecessary highly-paid officials it 
this department. A Government servant of Bengal .lunior Civil Service cadr< 
Wgini with Rs. 125 as monthly pay, whereas a Subdivisional Controller oi 
District Controlbr of Civil Supplies Department enjoys princely pay of morf 
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i\L%m Bi. 500 and Ef. 600 reapectiraly. Tkwe Diitriot Cootrolleri and 
SubdiTOional Controllers and tlieir like are in no way better qualified or 
more competent than the officers of Bengal Civil Service cadre who are to 
jome out successful in a competitive examination before they are appointed, 
knd yet mark the difference of pay. 

Sir, I have already said that a Civil Supplies Department in its small 
ikeleton scale may be allowed to continue only to tackle the acute food 
jituation of West Bengal, if it is so urgent. If the Government wants to 
control the food situation in the province, they should control it satisfactorily. 
It is no good to control a commodity if it is not available as Siam as it li 
controlled. If Government fixes the controlled price of paddy at Rs. 7 a 
maund and if it is not available even at Ks. 12 a maund, then for God’s 
sake giye up this sort of control and leave the people to their own fate. 

Sir, on account of the acute food situation xn our province 1 would 
suggest that ftovernment should imniediutely launch a ftK>d drive and 
procure sufficient amount of paddy and rice from the surplus districts to 
meet the demand of deficit districts. 

Sir, coming to Grant No 29 1 find that my district, Howrah, has been 
deprived of its reasonable share from this head of account. Sir. it ia 
curious enough tliat Howrah, so near t(» Calcuita and so important a district 
from indu.strial and commercial points of view, can be so hopelessly 
neglected about its roads and communications, I'lierc is no allotment for 
Howrah except for Maungrain-Dlulieria Provincial Highway. Sir. there has 
been a c<»nstaut deinaml from the peoiile of Howrah district for immediate 
iini»rovement of the ljownih-Tagat\alfavpiir-Ainta Hoad for the last many 
years Last rear a strong r(‘])resentatif»n was made to the Government by 
about o.lHH) signatoiies of representative charii(‘tei lor immetliute 
improvement of this road, hut \infortuiiatel> nothing has been dr>ne as yet. 

La^tlv, Sir. we an* very much disappointeil us we do not find any 
allotment to rtuHira.^sn edncatmn wdiile similar other instituti(ms such as 
/o/.x. etc., have been allotted adeijuate giants. Muslim educati<»n has 
onlv been referred to iion-lapsable iund meant Inr t|ie promotion ot education 
to the economicalU and educatiollall^ bac'kward classes, lint no indication 
as to ln)W mu< h will be allotted lor the Muslim educutijui has been made- — 
perhap.s that depends on the sweet will oi the authority who will administer 
the Iund. Sir, mO(hu$s(t» weie not only meant for the Muslims as au 
educatiiHially and e(<momicall\ backward eouiinunity but, Sir, vuidrasmM 
are a particular type (»f educational institutions where Islamic religiou* 
teachings are given— religious teachings wdiich are not uvailalde in any 
other class of educational in.stitution.s. 

Now, Sir. as the tt>h as religious institutions have been allotted 
grants there is no reason us to why similar grants will not be made for 
rtuidrauxaif. Sir. this has created a sense of disappointment umong the 
Muslims regarding the future of madrasms and their religious teacnings. 
The Mussalnians of West Bengal demand a just, lair and impartial treat- 
ment, if not a generous gesture Uiwardu them.

Sri BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Mr. Sj>eaker, I would like to felicitate 
the Hon’hle Finance Minister for presenting the fir.st Congress budget of 
West Bengal in a self-governing Imliu. It is a unujue honour which, as 
Janah Ahul Hashein bus said, he lias deservedly earned In virtue of his 
long service and ricli experience. 

In trying to examine the budget and assess the various ])roposals it 
contains, 1 must confess I have a feeling of some emlciiia.ssment. Although 
the Finance Minister has been the reci]>ient of high encomiums as also of 
touch adverse criticism, I believe neither is due to him m any appreciable 
measure. Evidently he could not possibly have devoted much time and 
attention to its preparation. I feel, Sir, we shall not be doing justice ta 
the undoubted financial acumen and genius of the Finance Minister if we 
were to ascribe to him either wholly or even substantially the real 
authorship of the budget. 

Apart from certain important and fundamental considerations, to which 
I shall presently refer, the discerning will notice many a small indication 
in the budget which will bear out the correctness of my statement. For 
example, the pattern, the general framework, the presentation of the budget 
as also of the Finance Minister’s statement are what may be called 
traditional. For another, demand head “t*d — Extraordinary Charges in 
India” i.s still described as including items which are distinguishable from 
normal and ordinarv expenditure oi the province. I doubt, Sir, if that 
description still hohis good today. For yet another, although textiles have 
been decontrolled, the Directorate of Textiles in the Civil Supplies 
Department still continues. Probably the only important work that this 
Directorate has to perform is in regard to distribution of yarn. I would 
suggest that this work could easily be transferred to the Directorate of 
Transportation and Consumer Goods, thereby eliminating one of the 
existing five Direetorates in the Civil Supplies Department and effecting 
some economy in expenditurr. I shall not cite any more of these small 
instances in support of my statement. 

Sir, one of the more important and fundamental reasons why I am loath 
to make the Finance Minister primarily or wholly responsible for the 
preparation of the budget is the absence of any fruitful endeavour to recast 
m readjust it in the light of altered conditions. I shall try to illustrate my 
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pomt by a reference to certain fipires in the revised estimates of 1946-47 
for undivided Bengal and the budget estimates for 1948-49 of West Bengal- 
Unfortunately, neither the Blue Book nor the Red Book gives us any 
figures of the actuals of 1946-47. The total revenue of undivided Bengal 
apart from Central assistance, in 1946-47 was d7 crores. The corresponding- 
figure for 'VUest Bengal in 1948-49 is 25 crores or 68 per cent, of what it was- 
in 1946-47 for undivided Bengal. The revenue expenditure in 1946-47 for 
undivided Bengal outside of Central assistance was 39 cnires. The 
corresponding figure for West Bengal in 1948-49 is 244 crores or 65 per 
cent, of what it was in 1946-47 for undivided Bengal. If Central assistance 
is taken into account, tlien the proportion of expenditure in West Bengal 
in 1948-49 will be about 75 j>er cent, of what it was in 1946-47 for undivided 
Bengal. 

Sir, this unfoirtunate trait of the Budget has not escaped (he notice of 
the Finance Miniiter, and on pages 18 ainl 1!) of his Budget Statement ho 
has detailed the major causes as to why expenditure is not in accord with 
the reduction of the size of the province. I am afraid, Sir, on a closer 
scrutiny many t)f these reasons do not appear to be quite so satisfactory. 
Exjiemliture on (Tcneral Adnumstration, which should refiect in a largo 
meanure the effect of the influx of surplus services personnel from East 
Bengal, is in 194S-49 only 52 per cent, of what it was in 1946-47 for 
undivide*! Bengal Kxtraordinarv charges in India again, which should 
reflect in a large measure the charges jjeculiar to (’alcutta, are only 4t) per 
cent, in 1948-49 of wliat it was in 194(i-47. Again, increase in beneficent 
expenditure to which the Finance Minister has referred is, as he has also 
pointe<l out, most imtueable under head “49 — Agriculture*’. I have tried 
to analyse the expendituie under this head and the result is not quite 
satisfactory as a reference to .some of the major siih-heads will bear out. 

ruder Agriculture — Direction, it is mostly establisliment expenses: in 
1946-47, U.>. 1,71,999, in 1948-49, Hs. 2,38,099 or 149 per cent, of wbat it 
wa.^ in 1946-47; Superintendence — mostl\ establishment expenses — 
Rs. (),94,099 in 194(»-47. K.s. 44.28,(M)9 in lft48-49, or 733 per cent, of what 
it was in 194fi-47; Botanical and other public gardens—also mostly 
establishment expense.s — 128 per cent, in l!t4iS-49 of what it was in 1946-47. 
Thus the increase in expenditure under most of these sub-heads is accounted 
for mostly by establishment expen.ses and what benefit will accrue therefrom 
to agricultural development is rather problematii-al. 

I may also draw the attention of the Finance Minister to the fact that 
expenditure umler Presidency Police is 99 per cent, more in 1948-49 than 
what it was in 1946-47 for undivided Bengal. 1 am afraid, Sir, that 
expenditures like these are re.sponsible for eating away the surplus that thia 
year’s budget was at one time expected to yiehl and which it was hoped 
would be available for beneficent activities. I would therefore urge upon 
the Finance Minister to bring to bear his undoubted skill and ability upon 
a close scrutiny of expenditure under the different sub-beads with a view to 
release as much money as possible from out of ordinary expenditure for 
financing development projects. Because, in so far as the Provincial 
Government is concerned, I do not find, Sir, any very large scof^ for expen- 
sion of revenues. .We must therefore concentrate our attention more on 
the expenditure side. Of course this may result in some unemployment 
among Government employees. The scojie therefore of their absorption in 
developmental projects and also in meohures which the Government may 
institute lor the security of the province should be carefully explored. 
I believe the Government should also make arrangements for 
training of lascars and certain categories of railway employees 
and the like, of whom th^ is a dearth not only in West Bengal but 
also in the whole of the Indian Union. 
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I may ako mention, Sir, without disclosing^ any secret that the division 
of expenditure of undivided Bengal over the period 1920-21 to 1938-39 waa 
o3'9 per cent, for West Bengal and 46*1 per cent, for East Bengal, and I 
believe the ratio had remained substantially the same in subsequent years. 
It is essential therefore that strenuous effort should be made to bring down 
our expenditure from bo per cent, to this figure. In truth, inasmuch as 
there was admittedly large wastage of expenditure under previous 
l^lovernments in undivided Bengal, the proportion should come down to a 
figure even lower than 53-9 per cent. 

Another important reason why I think, Sir, the Finance Minister could 
not possibly have given much time and attention to the preparation of the 
budget will be found in an analysis of the Government’s development 
programme. The Finance Minister has himself admitted that tlie develop- 
ment projects are to a great extent continuation of schemes already taken 
in hand before the date of partition. It any honourable member would 
care to compare the lists of development projects appended to the Budget 
Statements of the previous and the pre.sent Finance Mini.sters he will be 
impressed by the measure of their identity. The only welcome exception, 
or about the only welcome excc)>tion, to that lule i.s tlie development 
programme of the Irrigation Department and the Minister in charge, who 
unfortunately is not present here, de.serves congratulation for liis energy 
and intiative. 

1 would invite the Finance Minister to peruse the comments and 
obser\’'ations we had offered in this House on tlie develo]iment programme 
introrluced by tlie previous Mini.str> in undivided Bengal and ti\ to appre- 
ciate our aiixietN in this matter. Gur main criticisms weie that thi.s 
programme had no jilan behind it, was a departmental affair, and therefore 
not likely to make tlie most fruitful use of the money that was going to be 
s])ent on such projects. It is probable that many of the .scliemes will have 
been so far a<lvunced that they cannot he held up. Yet I would retjuest the 
Finance Minister to examine the projects more carefully in the light of the 
criticisms that we had offered while occupying the benches ojiposite. 

In the second place, quite a few of tlie schemes included in 
the development programme are really not developmental in character and 
ahould more appropriately have been included in the ordinary budget. 
Expenditures like the cost of running a Labour .lournal nr maiutenance and 
repair costs of existing hospitals are cases in {Kiint. 

In the third place, the J’inance Minister’s statement that “having regard 
to the fact that efforts are likely to be wasted or be productive of very 
limited results in the absence of timely and carefully drawn up plans as 
parts of an integrated comprehensive scheme, it has been deci<led to set up 
special organisations for the survey of reouirements and for comprehensive 
planning in respect of” what may i>e calleu the nation-building departineuts, 
appears to me to be somewhat confusing in view of the already budgeted 
expenditure of a little <n*er 61 crores in the ensuing year, presumably in the 
absence of an adequate survey of requirements and of comprehensive 
planning. 

It is also a moot point to which my honourable friend Sri J. C. Gupta 
had also referred, whether the objective of drawing up an integrated 
comprehensive scheme would be adequately served by providing separate 
allotments to different departments for planning. I would urge upon the 
Finance Minister to give nis serious thought to this problem with a view 
to avoiding waste of resources, duplication of work and possible inter- 
ilepartniental squabbles. The Finance Minister should also give ns some 
idea of the planning machinery that he would like to set up. 

In the fourth plane, we should' like to have some idea from the Fitaiuse 
Minister of the funds that may be available for developmentid projeots, aay« 
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over the next 3 to 5 years. How much can we expect from the Central 
Oovertiment? The Central Government had at one time assured, if 1 
remember rightly, an amount of nearly 7U crores to undivided Bengal for 
development projects. How much of this money had already been obtained f 
How much can we expect for West Bengal from the Central Government P 
What are the prospects again of any surplus being available from out of 
the onlinary revenues P In the context of the present budget, that prospect 
would appear to be rather depressing. What again are the prospects of 
raising big loans P I do not know. Sir, hut I am afraid that both against 
the background of the present budget and the money market conditions 
obtaining now, I cannot share the optimism of the Finance Minister that in 
executing and planning «)ui future development programme kick of money 
will not prove a very serious obstacle. I am aware tliat shf>rtage of raw 
materials, lack of machiners ami trained personnel are great handicaps, 
hut in the future lack of funds is also likel\ to juove another bottle-neck. 

1 would also re<|uest the Finance Minister to explain a little more fully 
vhat he meant by the “potentialities immediately ahead of us‘’ which, if 
full> realised would, according to him, entitle us to take a more definitely 
optimistic view of the future. 

1 think. Sir. ! have said enough to t‘xplain win I said at the beginning 
that I couhl not ludd the Finance Mininter very much lesjamsihle for the 
pn‘seiit budget. 

I would now draw voui attenticm to a f«‘w othei aspeetn of the budget 
for >our ('oimderatidii. in tin* hist place, in the induHtiial sjdiere I am glad 
the (rovernnient ivalist* that a large sector of indiistrv would have still to he 
left to jirnate eiiteipiise. Having said that. I am sorr\ the Finance 

Minister liav hedged in this pnnsisitioii with various other statements 
and the final jiicture does not eimuge vt*i> eleurh. Nothing is more inimical 
to expansion of ]>rodiU’ti(m than vague generalisation and confused 
statements of polic\ . I would refjuest the Finance Minister to give u.s a 
clear and concrete dei-laration of fsdicx on (1 > the speeifii' imlustries, if any, 
which the Government want to nationalise, and Hr t the specific 

imlustries, it un.\, that the (Government would like to eontn^l and the forma 
of control that (iovernment would like to im|>ose. This enunci ttion of 
policy may relate to u pernal of 3 to d years. 

In the second place the dichotomy of the province’s economy info an 
urban and a lural sector to which the Finance Minister appears to have 
referred rather approvingly on pages d an«l (> of his statement can no longer 
be regarded as a happy or necessary development. With the development 
of electricity which would he available even to rural areas 1 lielieve a 
•trenuous effort would W made to give a quietus to the age-ohl feud 

between the urban and rural areas coiiiparuhle in the inter-nutional aphera 
to the rivalry between industrial and agricultural countries. If future 
trouble is to be avoided and the welfare of every part of the province 

promotefl, I believe the disparity which trwlay exists between the develop- 
ment and well-being of urban and rural areas should be removed at as earfy 
a date as possible. 

In the third place I have already indicated my views on the development 
programme. And I do not like to dilate on that matter except to say that 
the absence of any indication of the planning machinery' that Government 
would like to set up is a weak point in Government’s planning endeavours 
and is liable to make them open to the charge of proceeding without 
sufficient forethought. 

In the fourth place. Sir. the Finance Minister has prtmded 50 lakhs for 
improyem^t of Calcutta’s transport facilities but has not indicated the way 
ill which it shonld be utilised. If newspaper reports are to relied upon, 
OorarnmenCs intention appears to be to form a company iii whose snare 
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capital Government will participate and which will run a fleet of buses. 
As private capital is not shy in this sphere, I do not find the necessity of 
Government contributinji^ to share capital in this particular field. I believe, 
Sir, in any commercial enterprise partly private ownership and control and 
paitly State ownershi]) and control^ are likely to give rise to awkard problems 
and create difficulties. Would if not be a better proposition to leave the 
entire business either to private enterpri.se or alternativelj, if the Govern- 
ment so desire, to nationalise Calcutta’s city transport, or at least control and 
manage it by setting up a transport board or some such machinery. 

In the fifth place, the absence of any mention of the East Bengal refugee 
problem I consider a short-coming of the budget. As items have been 
mentioned for which no plans have yet been drawn up and no moneys 
provided for such as the very laudable proposal of a.ssistance to political 
sufferers, 1 feel that some mention of the East Bengal refugee problem was 
called for. 1 am sure the Government are aware ot this problem and would 
let us know their plans in this regard. 

The Finance Minister has expressed his hope and belief that there is 
ground for taking a definitely optimistic view of the future. I wish I could 
share that hope in an appreciable measure against the background of this 
year’s budget. But at the same time 1 have not the least iloubt in my mind 
that if only the Finance Minister will bring to bear his unrivalled expert 
knowledge on tiie many fjnvts of Wc'^t Bengars finances, we may yet look 
forward to a much brightei and hapiner tutuie tor this new province of 
West Bengal. 

ThB Hon’ble Sri NALINI RANJAN 8ARKER: Mr Speaker. Sir. as I 
was listening, with as much attention as the importance of the occasion 
required, to the speeches made in ciiticism of the budget, 1 was struck by 
the variety of angles from which the same ob]ect may be viewed. Some of 
the criticisms were very helpful in giving me new ideas and J thank the 
Honourable Members who nunle valuable eontributions to the budgetary 
problems of the province. Some Honourable Members however are 
obviously still wedded to the old familiar policy of criticism for critici.sm’s 
sake. 1 trust that in course of time as we get more u.sed to the new set-up 
there will he an adequate re-orientation in our outlook. 

The Htmourahle Member for the Muslim (’liumber ot Commerce has said 
that the Government should create an Opposition. I must confess that I have 
failed exactly to understand what the Honourable Member meant, unless he 
was referring to the experiment attempted with indifferent results by Kamal 
Pasha in Turkey by decree. A healthy Opposition, following a constructive 
policy, has always, within itself, all the factors that make for sturdy growth 

and should not await the sanction or consent of the Government that it seeks 

to oppose. 1 have always uttache<l great value to healthy opposition to a 
Government for it indicates that there are people who take an intelligent 
interest in the affairs of the State and who can. in their turn, make up for 
the shortcomings of those whom they oppose. It is a truism that in a 
demwrutic party Government, the Opposition of today is the Government 
of tomorrow. But it is also equally true that there must be a modicum of 
agreement between the (fovernment and the Opposition on certain 

fundamental principles which govern the nation’s weal. Parties, as has 

been well pointed out, operate best when they re.st on important divisions 
of opinion within a common l^ckground of agreement on fundamental 
principles. Subject to this proviso a Finance Minister, overwhelmetl by 
nis many problems, can only welcome the criticism of those who are not on his 
side of the House. Ju.'^t as the Honourable Members on the other .side 
expect the Government to justify itself in their eyes, would it be too 
optimistic to hope that the Opposition, by their helpful and constructive 
criticism, should justify the honoured name which they hearP There is 
safety in numbers, they say. But the value of an Opposition depends more 
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on it# taking an effective interest in the affairs of the State, as an organised 
body. I shall convey to my Government the demand which the Honourable 
Member has put forward and I have no doubt that all legitimate facilities 
for discharging their duties as an Opposition will be readily conceded. 

Some Honourable Members have found the budget stereotyped, dealing 
as it must inevitably do, with the old familiar themes like Irrigation, 
Education, Administration, Police, Revenue, Public Health, and so on. I 
do not know what the Honourable Members expected to find in a budget 
outsi<le the old familiar stor> cd' the stupeiulous problems facing any 
Government which may happen to be in the saddle and the inadequacy of 
our resources. This is a legacy of tiie past whicli we have to carry forward 
from year to year until the new forces havt‘ had time to prove effective in 
liquidating it. 1 conless that in dealing with the prohlems of our national 
life I had perforce to discuss the same ohl problems which have hitherto 
defied a solution. A hiidget is essentiall\ a tentative estimate of receipts 
and expenditures. No amount of wishful thinking cun enhance the receipts 
to the pro|>ortion of the resources of other free countries like America or 
Russia in the twinkling oi an eye; nor t'an we slur over any essential 
expenditure such as the cost of niaintuiiiing Law ami Order and other 
beneficent activities which, liowever, may pay ilela.MMl or only indirect 
divi«lends. This is, or shouhl be, an inescapable pnneijile in the framing 
of the budget in an\ country . I confess, however, tlmt 1 may have failed 
to present a ver\ elea? piclurt* of our problems and our hoj>es for the future 
in this, the first budget, framed so soon aftei the birth of our new province, 
It is unfortunate hut true that a nation's miseries die hanl. Ami here again 
tlie remed\ lies in the hands of those who eonslitute the nation and not 
on its Government alont', however wise and well-intentioned. If multiplying 
three by four Melds t\M‘lve as a result todu\ as it did evervwhere ami every 
time, the blame, if blame he an> , shouhl he laid at the doors of the 
immutable laws of nature. Some Honourable Members have justly pointed 
out that rmTeI\ |»roviding funds in a hmlget is not enough, it is the duty 
of the Government to see that the schemes are properly implemented. The 
Government are in complett' agieement with this view and I propose, at the 
end of the year, to make a statement before the Housi* to show what 
progress we have ucliieved in various directions. 

Some adverse criticism has been levelled against m^ exultation at the 
fact that today we are breathing an air of freedom. That air, it is pfiinted 
out, is tainted with tlie stink of blood and our (ommunist ('omrade aays 
that all that we have achieved is only Dominion Status. 1 shall not quarrel 
over the name by which we cull our newly earned status. If the freedom 
which we liave got can give us, as it ha.s done, the fullest opportunity for 
self-expressif>n and .self-<leveIopinent tree from any outside control, I shall 
always value it as the beginning of the realisation of our national aspirations. 
If W'e have temimrarily Iaj»sed into tlie law of the jungle, we are, at any rate, 
out of the cage. 

Freedom, after all, is an abstract conception and a means to an end. 
Its material manifestation depends on the toil and earnestness (»f those who 
are free. To point at our poverty, illiteracy an<l many othei shoricomingg 
in our national lite, to argue that we are not free, is to deny that we are 
alive because we are .suffering from a malady. That malady cannot be 
removed by the magic wand of the Government nor can human nature 
undergo an electric metamorpho.sis which w ill suddenly change our resources 
in men and material overnight. Our freedom is only what we can make 
of it ourselves, through rears of earnest endeavour and ungrudging aacrifice. 

It i# necessary to realise at the outset exactly where we stand. Our 
province is not even a Dominion but a State within a young Dominion. We 
are still within the framework of the adapted Government of India 1935 Act 
which imposes limitations'on our ffaancial and monetary i^sources. In that 
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context, certain financial powera are vested on the provinces and certain 
others on the Central Uovernment. A province cannot go beyond the 
provincial List, however much it may wish to do so and however went the 
need. Where, therefore, some Honourable Members in their revolutionary 
zeal, urge the desirability of imposing further taxation on the rich, I can 
perhaps support their plea on th^ ground of equity, but I have to plead my 
inaidlity to satisfy them on the ground of our constitutional limitations. 
The two most recognised forms of progressive taxation which tend to bring 
about a more equitable distribution of wealth are, of course. Income-tax 
and Estate I)uty, But both these taxes can only be imposed by the Centre 
although we are entitled to a share of the revenue. None of the Honourable 
Members have given any concrete suggestions as to how we can further 
tax the rich within our provincial sphere, with any substantial results. But 
I am always ready to learn. The Honourable Members are, no doubt, 
aware that incomes in this country are taxed to their uttermost capacity 
and it is doubtful if there is any further scope of increasing the rates 
without adding to the retarding effects on our economy already in evidence. 
The impact of taxation on income in this country is the severest in the 

world and the highest rate of fifteen and a half annas in the rupee comes 

into operation at a level of income which is much lower than in any other 

country in the world. It is my honest view that the stage has been reached 

when it is to be seriously considered whether it is possible to give any relief 
to the people groaning under the burden of the heavy income-tax in the 
interests of our national development To overload the caravan is hut to 
retard its pixjgress. 

Some Honourable Members have expresse<l their disappointment that the 
Government have not immediately launched on a iiiore rapid comprehensive 
plan for nationalisati(m of industries. Here, again, it is necessary that we 
should take stcwk ot our position with a clear vision unclouded by common- 
places of doctrinaire politics. Sociali.-^m today undoubtedly our economic 
goal and socialisation of industries is certainly the tirst essential step to 
that goal. But the process of our evolution to that stage must he gradual. 
The first emphasis, as Bandit Jawaharlal Nehru has urged, must ))e ou 
production. Increased pnaluction will automatically create more jobs, thiw 
enhancing 4iur natnuial wealth and reducing unemploYmeut—the two most 
important problems before us. But the Government today, with its limited 
re.sources in men, mone.\ and material, can neither undertake nationalisation 
oil a large scale wliicli will ah.sorh a reasonably large number of our 
unemployed ami under-employed population. There would thus hardly he 
any justification, at the lue.sent htuge, to so shake the existing industrial 
structure us might cause .serious dislocations in our economy. The supreme 
need of the country is increa.se of production and I*andit Nehru has 
categorically stated that the (Jovernment of India are not going to sacrifice 
production for the jjursuit of any slogan. We cannot block our meagre 
resources simp] V tor the pleasure of owning existing industries without 
reference to (iui ability to undertake them. In countries which have 
accepted a more or less socialistic programme without revolution, the 
question is not one of complete socialisation of industries all at once and 
abolition of private enterprise, but of examination from time to time of the 
extent to which the social sector way he increased by placing new industries 
on the list of state-owned enterprises. In that view of the matter our 
advance towards socialisation should he gradual if we are to avoid a sudden 
and violent change and costly^ errors. We have also to remember that 
nationalisation as a policy must emanate from the (Vntre which is the seat 
of the nation’s authoritv We can implement such schemes only to the 
extent of our provincial reasiurces and constitutional limits. It is needless 
to add that we shall, within our competence, give effect to any policy of 
nationalisation that the (entre may decide to pursue. In my view the 
aenaihk Socialist, Jpjacioua of the magnitude of the twka which mmi 
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confrimt him m any event, will be miooe to avoid, nnnfceeimr wideniniT 
of tlte ranm of hie responeibilitiee and to make uae of any exietmg inatitn^ 
tionfl which can he adapted to serve his ends. He will not want to knock 
anything over merely to give himself the pleasure of building it up afresh. 
He will have quite enough on his hands with the necessary work of creation 
to have no time left for super-erogatory works of destruction. 

It has become almost the fashion today to cite the Russian example. 
But we forget that there are big ga})s in the analogy. Communism waa 
boni in Russia through the blood, sweat and tears of a revolution, whereas 
we are attempting the experiment through the more gradual and peaceful 
process of democracy. (Sri dvoTi lUsr : More |)eople have diejjl here in 
riots than throughout the Russian Revolution.) Maybe in riots but not in 
revolution. 

Even in Russia the first live years were years of groping and experi- 
mentation. The world is watching their experiments with the socialistic 
philosophy with admiratif>n and interest. But it wouhl perhaps be a mistake 
to try to improve on their wodus opemndi either in the matter of time or 
downrighiness. Even the execution of the first Five-Year Plan in Soviet 
Russia required great courage and utter ruthlessness and a general tighten- 
ing up of belts in all classes of the CNunmunity, all based on expectations of 
future benefits To exjiect to achieve all this hy a short-cut and without 
paying a price would lie a poor recognition of ( ’ommunism as a sound 
economic philosophy. 

Mr. Jyoti Basu lias criticised the budget Unauise the Sales Tax and the 
tax on intoxicating drinks still figure on (he revenue side of the budget. 
But would it surprise the Honourable Member to learn that in 19d(i Sales 
Tax or lux on the total turnover ucc4>uu(ed for 79 ]>er cent, of tlie total 
revenue in Soviet Ru^.^ia and is still as high as 70 per (’ent.)^ Vodka, their 
national intoxicating beverage, is also .subject to the Turnover Tax. I am 
not liolding a brief against jirohihition or for the Sales Tux which 
nndouhtedl\ affects the coiuin<in man. But, howevei much a conscientious 
C’onnnunist may decry the Sales Tax. it has not been found practicable by 
the principal nations of the world to abolish it, certainly not liy the nation 
that set Ommunism in vogue. 

As 1 was listening to the speech of Mr. J>oti Basil, making oil sorts of 
fantastic allegations and insinuations, 1 was rennndeii of a remark of Poet 
Rabindra Nath Tagore: — 

“•drw nr fwi n VI , 

cvcv ’tvrv wTTitf^ urn, Tw% witii nn vi i” 

As for the demand for the immediate aholitifui of the zemindarv system, 
the Honourable Members are aware that the princijde has been accepted by 
the Uovernment who are doing their best to expedite its implementation. 
But considerable spade-wr»rk is necessary. We are working under an Act 
which provides tor paying reasonable eompensatiou tor acquisition of 
semindary rights. And to do so, preparation of records and calculation of 
the amount of compensation in each case are necessary. For this initial 
work we have provided for Iff lakhs in the Budget and the work will start 
immediately. (Sri -Iyoti Basc : It will take oO years.) The rates of 
compensation and the question of necessary financial arrangement are being 
discussed at the ali-India level. I hoj»e the Honourable Members do not 
think that we have put the question in cold Mtorage for the present. It is 
being continuously pursued. 

I have just now heard Mr. Jyoti Basu saxing that it will take 50 years. 
If he wants a short-cut method, I would ask him to introduce a private Bill 
himself to abolish tlie zemindary system overnight. 

tfi JYOTI BA8UI Without compensation it can be. dost. 
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T9i 6 HOfl’bto Sri MALI N I RANilAN SARKER: It can be done only if 
the members of the Assembly pass the Bill and the Governor-General’s 
sanction is obtained. 

8r1 JYOTI BA8U : W Independence i 

The Hon’ble Sri NALINI RAMAN SARKER: The Honourable Member 
may try this. Misgivings have been expressed by the Honourable Member 
t>ri Anna<la (’houdliurv as to whether the growth of cottage industries is 
likely to be attected by the promotion of large-scale and middle-sized 
organized industrial development. 1 may assure the House that (lovernment 
are fully alive tf) the need for encouraging cottage industries and giving 
them all fxjssiljle facilities f(»r development. Our country is yet so 
industrially undeveloped and our requirements are expanding so rapidly 
that there is considerable scope for development in rural industries as well 
as in large-scale and mnldle-sized industries, without any unhealthy 
•competition amongst the three. There is as yet ample scope for all three 
.to develop side by side and it will not be the policy of the Government to 
<listurb this condition which, I think, is fundamentally necessary for our 
economy. As between cottage industries and large-scale industries there 
is, in fact, a considerable field for mutual cidlaboration and complementary 
production and adjustment of spheres of operation. We hojie to pursue 
a policy and programme wherebv it will be possible tv) achieve these 
objectives and secure tliereby u balanced develofunent of rural industries 
as well as large-scale industries so that the economic standard of the people 
may ri.se steadily and substantially. There is absolutely no reason to 
apprehend that our policy in regard to large-scale industiies will handicap 
cottage and small-scale industries. Indeed, it will he our constant endeavour 
to see that cottage industries receive all i»ossihU* facilities tor expansion 
.from the State. 

It appears that iun observations in connection witli the provision of funds 
for Labour have created .some confusion in the minds of some Honourable 
Members. 1 proceed hastily to make it clear be>ond doubt that wliatever 
provision lias been nia<le was for the estahlishmeiit of tlie necessary 
machinery and not to suhsidi.se any Tra<le Fnion Organisation. The 
Hon’ble Minister for Labour will, no <l()uht, make the (jovermnent’s policy 
clear to the Hou.se while dealing with the demands for grants for his 
department. But in the meantime 1 wish to fully associate myself with 
the speech recently delivered on the floor of the House by the Honourable 
Member Dr. vSuresh (’handra Bunerji. Theie should be a natural sequence 
in the prcx’edure adopted in settling labour di.*Hputes such as conciliation, in 
the first instance, and arbitration, when conciliation fails to yield results. 
But at no stage can one uphold the methods sometimes resorted to by 
Labour to coerce employers into conceding their demands. It is an open 
vsecrei that Labour often is a tool in the hands of those who are not concerned 
with the ethics of their methods so long as they gain their ends. The 
growth of healthy Trade Unionism, far from intimidating employers and 
manager.s, shouhl be welcomed us a remedy against such questionable 
im'thods and this is what I meant by “development'* of Trade Unions on 
sound lines. 

Some of the Honourable Members have said that we have gone against 
the assurance given by the previous Ministry in the matter of a<lopting in 
the provincial sphere the recoq^mendationwS of the Ontral Pay Commission 
in reganl to the increase of rates of pay of the subordinate staff. I have 
seen the answer given by my predecessor, Srijut Uhowdhury, in reply to a 
Question on the subject and it is for the implementation of that assurance 
tnat we have provided for a crore of rupees in the budget. WLat Srijut 
Chowdhury said on the floor of the House is as follows: “This Government 
«re of the opinion that with a view to secure uniformity of practice with 
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the Indian Union the revision, standardisation, rationaliiiatioii of pay oaales 
in this province should be based as far as practicable on the recommendaiiona 
of the Centra] Pay Commission, and action on these lines is being talieti 
accordingly”. 

As far as I am aware, every province is examining the question as to how 
far they could go in approximating to the pay scutes recommeiidml by tba 
Central Pay Commission and that no province has yet found that they can 
go to the full extent. Even Bombay, which has far better revenue resources 
and a revenue reserve of over 18 crores which she has been able to create 
over the last few years, has not found it jjossihle to adopt the scales 
recommended by the Central Pay (‘ommission and has since provitled for a 
smaller increase in the scales of pay for its own employees. Some other 
provinces, including our neighbouring provinces of Bihar and Orissa, which 
provide the bulk of our poor grade employees, Itave not been able to implement 
the Pay Commission’s recommendations and hate proptised to give att 
increment of pay according to their own rescmrces. S!i>, following on the 
same iK)licy we have providetl for a crore of ruj>ees and we intend that we 
shall go as far as we can with this amount in the lowest ranges of pay. Aft 
I liave pointed out alread\ our financial resources do not i)ermit us to give 
full eft'ect to the recommendations of tlie (Vntrul Pay Commission all at 
once. And it is probable that the repercussions of our action may lead to 
the creation of further liabilities which our i*esources will fail to meet. I 
do lujt also see wh\, with our scanty resources, made scantier by the recent 
division, we should be the pioneer province in India in this respect. Let it 
not be construed that 1 have no .s\mputby for the bard lot of ibis class of 
empbnees. But we have naturally to folbiw a gradual process in view of 
the various factors involved. It has been suggested by some of the 
Honournhie Memhevs tluit the financial resources necessarv for giving effect 
to the Central Pa> ( ommission’s recommendations in the lower pay scales 
could be (d>taine<l b> a <lownwaid revision of the salary of the higher paid 
employees. This suggestion is based on certain misconeeptions. I shall 
mention .some figures in this eonne<'tion. Tlie number of officers ilraw’ing 
salurv at the rate of Us. 1,0110 or over per month is roughl.v l'>7 and the 
total salary tlie> draw pel month is roughly ‘2A lakhs. On the lowest scales 
we have rouglil> one lakh Oovernment servants drawing salary of Us. 150 
or below per month. So even by a 50 per cent, reduction of the salarv of 
the higher paid officers, the sum that would he released is about one Wkh 
and a (juarter which, if distrihutod iiiiiong <me lakh tonployecs in the lowest 
cadre, would lead to an increase <»f Ue. I per head per imuith. This would 
be a poor relief for the subordinate staff’, whereas the 50 per cent, reduction 
in the higher scales may result in the reduction in the effieieney of the fresh 
recruits under prevailing conditums. Besides, in this country many of the 
higher paid empl<»yees in aihindiu services are covered by a guarantee 
again.st a reduction (A their pa> . We have, in this connection, to hear in 
mind that all over the world tcslay the demand for efficient managerial and 
technical staff has increased to such an extent that there is a tendency, even 
in a country like Soviet Uussia, to revise the salaries of these experts in an 
upward direction. We are, however, examining the scales of pay of the 
pwr paid .staff with a view to finding out to what extent we cam increase the 
rates of pay and when our survey is complete I shall place a White Paper 
on the table. 

I have heard with great interest the very lucid statement of Mr. Walker 
on the question of jute (juotas and the cemfusion it has created in the world 
jute market. I agree that it is a matter of vital importance to West Bengal. 
The subject, however, is under the control of the Uentral Government. 
Because of the importance of the matter T am taking it ^ with the Centre 
and .shall try to make a statement on the floor of the House in the near 
future.

Sir, different Members have raised different issues in the discussion. 
The time at my disj) 08 al will not permit me to reply to every question raised, 
but we shall get an opportunity to clear those points at the time of discussion 
on demands for grants. Today Sri Bimal Comar Ghose has asked me 
categorically to give him a picture of next four or^ve years’ finance, but 
may I point out, it is not possible today. It is not possible now because 
our (/onstitution is in the proc<4^i8 of framing. We do not know what sort 
of revenues wdll he allotted to us in the Constitution Act that is being 
framed in Delhi. S() 1 think the next two years will be our transition 
l>eriod. After we finally know what will be our resources, we can give a 
picture for the next few years. 

Before I resume iny seat 1 want to submit before the House that I liave 
stressed the difficulties not with a view' to shirk our lesponsibilities but to 
let the Honourable Members form a correct view of the realities of the 
situation. As for my colleagues and myself 1 can assure the Honourable 
Members, if any assurance is necessary, that we shall spare no pains in 
addressing ourselves to the task of resolving those ditficulties and proceed 
with the development sclienies to the best of our ability.

Obituary. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Ladies and Gentlemen, before we proceed with the 
business t)f the House it is my most painful duty to bring to the notice 
of the House the sad demise of Sri Debi l*rosud Khaitnu, wh(» was until 
January, a member of this House. He was a member of this House since 
1987 and was u very valuable member of this House. His opinions and his 
views were always given due credit and due im}M)rfance in this House. He 
was also for a considerable time a member of the old Bengal liCgislative 
Council and took a very prominent part at the time when the Calcutta 
Municipal A<t was on the anvil being introduced by Sir Surendra Nath 
Banerjee. He was aLo a member of the Calcutta Corporation for a con* 
siderable time. At the time of his death he vrtis a member ('hosen by ua 
of the 0>nstituent Assembly. He was a member of the Union Powers Com- 
mittee and was one of the 7 members who were entrusted with the task of 
drafting the constitution of India, which constitution has now been pub- 
lished. H e was born at Midnap(»re iu 1888; in 1911 he be<‘ume a solicitor 
and within a short ])enod of 7/8 years the firm wdiii'h he started became 
one of the most imjiortant s<dicitors’ firms of the ('alcutta High Court. In 
1919 he left the pndessioii and became attached to Messrs. Birla Brothers, 
Ltd., and up to the time of his tleath he was couueeted with that firm. 
After he lett the jirofession he took a very proiinnent part in the commercial 
sphere (»t the Courts. He liecurne the President of the Federation of the 
Indian Chambers of Commerce. He was also tlie President of the Indian 
Chamber of Commerce, (’alcutta. He was also deputed to represent Imlia in 
several Conferences in Europe and in other countries. By his death we 
have lost a fine M*h(dar. a great constitutionalist ami so far as the commercial 
world is con(‘erned it has lost a very valuable guide and helper.

notiticatiou under the said Act, will expire on the 16th March and, Sir, 
that will give rise to an anomaly. The entire laws relating to the provi- 
sious which are given in the schedules, namely, the Bengal Molasses Con- 
trol Ordinance, 1946, the Calcutta Rent Ordinance, the Bengal Jute Mills 
Ordinance (Temporary Provisions), 1946 — all these will then be in 
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abeyance. Therefore, Sir, it has become necessary to continue the life of 
these Bills, Otherwise, the entire laws relating to rent control will 
a breakdown. The House is aware. Sir, that we are considering tbe main 
Bill for rent control, and for technical reasons there is no possibility of that 
Bill being put through or becoming an Act within the date line of 16th 
March for this Bill will require the assent of the Governor-General and 
the margin of time left will not enable this Bill to be put through os an 
Act by that time. Therefore it has become necessary to continue the exists 
ing law beyond the 16th of March, 1948. It is proposed, Sir. to give it a 
lease of life till the 16th March, 1949, with the proviso that when the Rent 
Control Bill is finally passed by this Ilouse and becomes law then this Bill 
— rather this Act — will come to an end, and a provision to that effect is 
being incorporated in the main Rent Control Bill. That is why this matter 
is of some urgency and this is in the interest of the public who will continue 
to get the pn^tection of the Rent Control Ordinance, It is in that view, 
Sir, I move, this motion for the acceptance of the House and I hope that as 
a measure of urgency this will be accepted and continued until the House 
has given mature consideration for the Bill which is intended to he put 
rather permanently on the Statute Book. 

Shsik MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: The Hon ble Minister has not made it 
clear whether this Bill which ])racticall\ extends the Hie of the three 
ordinances by two years will be inoperative as soon as the three measures 
are enacted. The Hoirble Miiii‘<ter should have provided a clause here just 
to the effect that a> soon as these onlinances an* transfonned into Acts, this 
Bill will have no effect. Supi>osing in the Rent Contnd Bill the rejiealing 

provision is deleted. Tlie effect will be that this Bill before the House and

ordinances aic passed by the Assembly into Acts, this Bill will have no effect. 

The Hon*ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: M> honourable 
friend will n()ti<e that a repealing clause is provideil in the Rent (.'ontrol 
Bill and there the name of lliis particular Act w-ill be inserted and by virtue 
of this House passing the Rent (^introl Bill into an Act this Act will 
become a dead letter by virtue of that repealing clause. As 1 hare jioinR^d 
out, 1 invite mv friend's attention to the re]»ealing clausi* in the Rjoit t'oriirol 
Bill which is under the consideration of the House. Now us soon as that 
Rent Control Bill has been passed with tlie repealing (diiu.se inserting the 
name of this Act, numel> , the Calcutta Rent Onlinancc, 1^46. this Act 
will cea.se to be in operation along with the passing of that Bill into an Act 
and therefore no (jue>tion of two Acts being in ex-istcncei siinultaneously wHll 
arise.

Sri A. K. CHOSE: Sir, this Bill was circulated on 3rd March and mem- 
bers were asked to submit Jthe amendments by 12 noon today. The reasons 
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which prompted th* Government to bring thw Bill before the House in this 
session are obvious. It is true that we are not able to give as much time 
for the purpostf' of giviag noticee of amendments as is required under the 
rules but the fact remains that in spite of our best efforts we could not 
procJed with this Bill methodically as we desired, the reason being that 
there are so many Bills to be brought before the House for the purpose of 
enactment that it was impossible’ to give sufficient time for notice. 

Jinab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, in the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons the Minister has stated that the Governor’s Proclamation 
under section Ihi of the Government of India Act. 1935, having been 
revoked on the 24th April, 1946, the Bengal Private Forests Act, 11M5, will 
cease to have effect on the expiry of two years from the date of revocation 
unless sooner repealed or re-enacted by an Act ot the Legislature. But I 
do not think that heavens would fall if members were allowed two or three 
days more or even the statutory period of seven days before the consideration 
of the Bill. 

Mr. SPEAKER: If the Bill is not taken up today, from the 8th 
Man'll onwards the whole ot ihe next three weeks will he taken up by cut 
motions and if we have to give time, this Bill will have to he taken up 
after the cut motions are disposed of. I have already stated and I repeal 
again that more time should be given to t]ie members and that rules should 
be observ'ed as far as possible. Suspension of rules should not be the rule 
but an exception, and I hope Government will see to that. 

So far us the present Bill is coni'erned, 1 shall permit Janab Khuda 
Bukhsh to move short-notice amendments it he so desires and we shall 
now proceed with the Bill.

Sir, I have gone through the Bill and given it the consideration that I 
could, but 1 nud that in the clau.se wliere the Government ]>roposes to levy a 
ceis in proportion to the acreage, T have not heen able to understand how the 
Government proposes to levy tlie cess on all plots. The plots will be ot 
variable sizes. There will Ijc plots of five hundred acres each as also of 
oue hundred acres. Government tmly proposes to have a tiess levied to 
cover the expenses of the various officers ami tlieir staff. But the salaries 
of officers ami their staff* being almost a constant figure, I should like to 
have that figure bear a proportion to the amount of tlie cess to lie levied. 
I should also like to have an explanation as to how the (foverument j>ro- 
poses to bring about a parity in the levy of ces'^es for two coutiguous plots 
of varying sizes.

But 
here, Sir, when they teel that to 8U< h persons loans should be advanced by 
Government to meet their obligations in regard to compensation and other 
things, they also provide tor the amount of the loan that should be granted 
ami the rate ot interest that should be charged. I suggest that when the 
(jovernmeiit admit tliat the man is sutfering owing to no iuult of his — 
ow'ing to the a<‘tion ot the (iovernment — tor the better atfbrestation of the 
country , which is to the country’.s good but which is bad t(» a particular 
person iiuiMiiuch as he ma\ have to sutler finamdally tor the loss of income, 
the h»an should be intere.st-free. Indeed, Sir, if you would notice tw'o or 
three lines below — in sub-.se<tion \4 ) — sou would find Government say* 
“Subject to rules made under this Act all loans granted umler sub-section 
il), all intere.sts, if any." Heie Government teel that there may l)e persons 
in Whose ca.ses circumstances would justify the G<»vernment not t(» charge 
auv iritere,st at all. That is why they have provided "all interests, if any", 
but in the absence of the word.s "it any" in the main clause, this will 
become inojierative. So, I suggest that when (iovernnieut themselves 
provide for "all interests, il any”, meaning that there may he smdi cases 
of loans where interest will not be < hurged or where it wfll not be justi- 
fiable to charge any interest, they should have prote<-tion in the main 
clause where the words “if any” sh(»uld be inserted which will not ^ke 
away the meaning ot the clause or there will not be any other implication. 
It will he a simple thing and it will be intelligible to all the people who 
are called ujxm to administer this Act — the amount of the loan that should 
be granted and the rate of interest, if any.

Ifeie the propel t\ shall certainly not 
vest in the ('rown, which no more esists in respect id the flee province} 
of West Bengal hilt this iionicnclahirc and technicality c.xists. Here when 
they sa\ t'rowii they eeriainly mean the Provincial (tovei niiieiil in which 
the proficitv shall vest So this amendmeiil is moie to seek an ehieidatioTi 
as to what the legal position is whether we could or could md alter the 
relevant sections id the Aet to suit the alleied conditions ot i mlepeudence 
and wiiether this wind “Crown” eonld he dispensed witl» and the words 
“Provincial ( h^vernnient ” he inserted in its place. 

The Hon’ble Sri HEM CHANDRA NASKAR: Indian Dominion 
W Crowjg4 -11? I 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: Mr. S(H>aker. Sir, l.in.ih Khuda Bukhsh ban 
moved an amendment to the Pii'amlde to the idloi t that wherever the w’ord 
“Crown” oeeiirs should he suhstitiiled hy the woids “Provimdal Govern- 
ment”. J tliink he is siitt'ering under a general misundeislandiiig that 
has been so sueees- fully created bv mv friends silling on my opjioHltn, 
nanudy, that we have aehicveii eotnphde independmiee. During the 
general discussion of the hudget eritieising the llon’lde Sri Nalitii Baujan 
Barker’s assertion in his statement that we have achieved complete inde- 
pendence, T remarked that so far as we are eoneerned we could not agree 
with his view that Dominion Status and eomidete indepemlenee were one 
and the same thing. But being conscious of the fact that we have not yet 
achieved complete independence my friends sitting on our opposite have 
been per.sisteiitly trying to deceive us and perhaps deceive them»f»lve« 
also. But in this Bill which must come within the four corners of the 
existing law they are forced bv circutnstaiiee.s to insert that precioua w»)rl 
“Crown” instead of “i*rovincial Government”, otherw'isc* they will laud 
themselves into great difficulties. I think that w^e ahould have boneaty 
and courage to see things in their realities and should not in any case 
deceive ourselves and others. I think that the word “Crown” wdiich haa 
been mentioned there Is the pro|)er word and in the present circumstances 
it cmn,ot be substituted by anything like Provincial Government. 
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8o, I am Horry. I cannot agree with Mr. Khuda BukhHh, and liere I 
am in full agreement with the Government that the word “Grown” should 
he there so that it may correspond with realities and may not deceive 
anybody. 

Sri A. K. CHOSE: May ( ci raw the attention of Junah Khuda Bukhsh 
to section of the Adaptation Order of the Government of India Act, 

Jantb MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: That is what 1 wanted to make out. 

8ri A. K. CH08E: It is clear that we have arcepted the Government 

India Ad as udaiited hy the I’roviijeiul (jonstitutif)n Order, We 

have no right to g<i heyoiid that s<» long as v\e are sitting in this House. 

The motion of Janah Md. Khuda Bukhsh that tor the word “Crown” 
wherever it oeeurs the words “l*r(»viiieia] Governineiit” he substituted was 
then put uml lost. 

The (juesiion that tlie Preamble do stand part of the Hill was then put 
and agreed to.

proposes to levy those cesses and witluuit any disparity between areas and 
ur(‘aH. I mentioned it at the onlsi't in ordet tiuit the Hon'Ide Alinister, 
wdio does not seem to have stinlied the Bill with as much scrutiny and (*are 
as he should have, mav In* prepartal to olfer his i-em.irks and make his 

replies, hut, Sir, I find that lie is foTinall.v moving the Bill lor the 

acceptance of tlie House without elucidating the [loirits 1 needed elucida- 
tion on. Sir, this is very iiujiortaiit . This cess should huvi* parity and 
cess on one jmrtienlar plot should not he heavier than on annther [lurti- 
eular plot. I ean understand the point of the Government when they want 
to levy ees.s to cover their ex[»ense> hut such (‘csh should not vary with 
diflerent plots. I wante<l to know* from the Ilou’lde Minister as to Low he 
proposes to levy this ce.ss so that parity could he maintained. I hope, 
Sir, that you will re(]Ut‘st the Uon’hle Minister to elarify as to how he 
^.propti.ses to do it.
